; ADDRESS BY 
HIS HIGHNESS THE RAJPRAMUKH 
His Highness the Rajpramukh: Hon'ble Members of the Legislature, ~ 


I have very great pleasure in welcoming you to this session of the Legislative 
Assembly. : 


2. With the rest of the world, we have passed through another year of hopes 
and fears. The international situation has been full of anxieties during this period. 
More than once it looked as though the world was on the brink of an abyss. But 
the wisdom and patience of the great- leaders of nations have so far saved us from 
the catastrophe of another world war. In the meanwhile, stock-piling is going on 
in several countries; and the heavy rearmament programmes of the different nations 
have resulted. in phenomenal rises in the prices of several commodities, with ine 
evitable repercussions on the world’s economy. 


3. In the death of Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel, India has suffered an irreparable 
loss. He was one of the formost fighters for India’s freedom and his achieve- 
ments in respect of the consalidation of free India are known to all of you. 

. My Government deeply mourn his death. We can pay no better homage to his 
memory than dedicate ourselves to the service of the country as he had done. 


FOOD SUPPLY}. ” 

4, The food situation in’ the country continues to be grave and serious. 
Internal production in almost all the States in India has suffered badly owing to 
natural calamities. In our own State, there was severe drought in the taluks of 
Shencotta and Chittur, while about 12,000 acres of paddy lands in Kuttanad were 
affected by breaches due to tidal action. My Government are making strenuous 
efforts to meet the situation. New land is being brought under cultivation. Single 
crop lands are being converted into double crop. ‘Top priority is being given to 
irrigation works. Supply of manures is being assured to every ryot. The system 
of procurement has been systematised and the procurement price of paddy is being 
raised wherever possible. If the over-all effect is still a deficit, it is a result from 
which we cannot escape. The deficit that remains can be made up only by supplies 
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from abroad or by resort to substitutes. The production of synthetic grains is 
being investigated and Government propose to take the initiative in this matter. 


IRRIGATION 


5. The three major irrigation schemes under execution, the Peechi, Chala- 
kudi and Perinchani schemes, estimated to benefit a total area of over one lakh of 
acres are making satisfactory progress. A new scheme, the Vazhani scheme, 
intended to benefit about T1000 acres, has also been taken up, while investigation 
is in propgress of the Neyyar Irrigation scheme, which will enable an additional area 
of about 15,000 aeres to be brought under the plough. The investigation of the 
Vembanad Lake scheme, including the construction of the Thannirmukkom bund 
and the ‘Thottappally spillway, has almost been comploted. This scheme will 
protect about [4 lakhs of acres of land in Kuttanad from floods and sea-water, 
hesides enubling the conversion of 45,000 acres of single ‘crop lands into double 
crop, Minor irrigation has also been receiving the careful attention of my 
Government. The various lift irrigation schemes, schemes for construction of 
earthen dams, restoration of tanks, and ppening of irrigation channels, are making 
very good progress. 

. AGRICULTURE 

6. Owing to the intensive propaganda carried on by the Department af 
Agriculture, the use of scientific manures and improved straing of seeds has become 
a permanent feature of agriculture in the country. 24 lakhs of acres of land in the 
important paddy growing areas of the State have been selected for intensive manur- 
ing, and 11,000 tons of manures: supplied. The area under improved strains of 
paddy seeds has risen to 1,25,000 acres. Fifty-thousand acres of unreclaimed 
waste lands in the Kari area will be treated with scientific manures and it is expected 
that the whole ares will be brought under paddy in the ensuing year. Arrange- 
ments are also being made for the supply of manures for tapioca cultivation. 

7, The supply of electric power for de-watering punja lands is being rapidly 
expanded, Jt is the aim of my Government to supply cheap power as much as 
possible to aid cultivation. 30,000 acres of punja lands are at present under de- 
watering by electric power. 

EDUCATION 

8. My Government are spending about 25 per cent of the State’s Revenues 
on education. The scheme of compulsory primary education is at present being 
worked in nine taluks of the State. Investigations are being made with a view to 
bringing two more taluks within the scheme in the next academic year. 

. My Government recognise the services rendered by private agencies to th 
development of education in this country from the primary to the highest stages. 
My Government are averse to interfering with the autonomy of private educational 
institutions except to the extent that is absolutely necessary to ensure their efficient 
administration. — ; ; 

10. There is a basic education training centre at Cherpu and Government_is 
giving grant to two basic educational institutions. It is my Government's intention 
to establish departmental basic schools in the State as early as possible. A -com~= 
mittee has been appointed to draw up schemes for the expansion and develop- 
ment of adult education and an adult education centre has. been opened -in 
Trivandram. ; 

. INDUSTRIES oe 
._. 11. My Government have been pursuing a steady programme . for. developing 
indigenous industries. “The mineral sands in the State are State property, and it is 
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the intention of my Government that the entire mineral sand industry should as far 
as possible be owned and-managed by the State. The existing private mineral con- 


cerns will on this basis be progressively brought under State ownership. Arrange-* 


ments are well under way for the establishment of the Monazite Factory at Alwaye, 
which is jointly owned by my Government and the Central Government. The 
shyness of private capital is proving a great handicap to initiation of new industries. 
My Government are therefore making substantial contributions to the share-capital 
of deserving private industrial concerns. They are also providing financial accom- 
modation by way of loans, wherever necessary and possible, to private concerns 
engaged in the production of essential commodities. 

12, The Cottage Industries Committee constituted to report upon the pos- 
sibilities of developing the cottage industries of the State has forwarded an interim 
‘report. My Government are examining the committee's proposals. It is their 
intention to implement the proposals as far as practicable and with the least pos- 
sible delay. My-Government are also paying due attention to the development 
of imdustrial research. Shark Liver Oil-is to be produced on a commercial 
scale and a Board of Management has been constituted. Research in Tapioca is to be 
developed=-in stations to: be opened in Thiruvalla and Mulloorkara. The distillation 
of essential oils from indigenous raw materials like lemon grass, for which there is 
great demand in the world market, has already engaged my Government's attention, 
A pilot plant will soon be installed for operation’ of a scheme which they have 
under consideration. : : . 
ELECTRICITY 


-. 13. The supply of cheap power is one of the casential conditions for the in- 
dustrial development of any country. | My Government have under execution three 
major hydro-electrtc schemes—the Pallivasal hydro-electric project, the Sengulam 
hydro-electric project,-and the Poringalkuthu hydro-electric project. Progress on 
all these -works is being steadily maintained. A capital expenditure of Rs, 175 lakhs 
is anticipated on. the entire power system during ‘the current year and .the 
total capital outlay on the works by the end of the year will be about Rs. 970 
lakhs. ; . 

. COMMUNICATIONS 

14. My Government have been making liberal grants for the improvement of 
the State’s road system. The main highways are being provided with special dust- 
less surfacing. This will be facilitated by contributions from the Municipalities and 
village organisations, the State Transport Department, and private bus and lorry 
operators. ° 

15. The village and ryots roads which have come into existence in a hapha~ 
zard manner wil} be brought into a well-planned development scheme. This scheme 
will be worked out on the basis of two five-year plans.’ A Village Road Develop-- 
mént Fund has been created for this purpose. __ 7 

16. A new major arterial road connecting Kumili with Devicolam wil] be 
opened for vehicular trafhe in the énsuing year. Most of the work has already 
been completed, The road ‘traverses the extensive cardamom areas of the High 
Range and opens up a vast area of cultivable land. It links up the two Hill stations 
of Munnar and Peermade, and is of the greatest importance for the economic ‘deve- 
lopment of the hitherto inaccessible regions of the High Range.. ae 


LAND POLICY 


17. My Government have had under consideration for some time past. the 
question of re-orientating the land policy of the State and the system of. land tenures. 
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Sear as pubhe lands are concerned, the area available is 80 limited that the problem 
rn the State is not so much one of inducing people to settle down on them as of 
giving enough land to every person who asks for it. Lands already in the hands of 
private individuals and families are subject to constant sub-division and frag 
mentation owing to the normal operation of the laws of succession and partition 
governing the maior commumities. In the result, small holdings have become the 
predominant feature of land distribution in the State. “Transactions in respect. of 
lands and ef rights over lands are numerous. Any restrictions on alienation will be 
regarded ax a vexatious interference with the right of property. 


18. “The recommendations made hy the Land Policy Committee are already 
engaging my Government's serious attention. [tis my Government's desire in 
dealing with the Cominittee’s recommendations, to simplify as far as possible the 
complex system of land tenures, to subject all lands to the basic tax system, and in 
all respects possible to bring into existence optimum conditions for the utilisation 
of lands and for increase of agricultural production. Government propose to introduce 
the necessary legislation to achieve this object. 


. LABOUR 


19. My Goverament have always been keenly alive to the supreme import- 
ance of having a happy and contented ‘labour population for the welfare and 
prosperity of the country. The Payment of Wages Act has been extended to the 
plantations in the Stute. The evils of payment of wages through middlemen and 
of annual settlement which are traditionally associated with the Plantation Industry 
will disappear as the result of the extension of the Act to the plantations. My 
Government have appointed a committee to recommend minimum wages under the 
Minimum Wages Act for the Coir Industry. They propose to appoint similar com- 
mittees for other industries also. Government will introduce minimum wages in 
agriculture at an early date, With the extension of the Industrial Disputes Act, and 
the Industrial Disputes (Appellate Tribunal) Act to the State, an efficient machinery 
has been established for settlement of industrial disputes by conciliation or adjudica- 
tion. It is satisfactory to note that there has been a general improvement in the 
income of the workers and the amenities enjoyed by them, as the result of the 
operation of these measures. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND MEDICAL AID 


20. The anti-malaria campaign will be immediately extended on a State-wide 
basis. The B. C. G. campaign started in 1949 continues to make steady progress. 
Preliminary arrangements for the establishment of a Tuberculosis clinic in Trivan- 
drum have been almost completed. A Public Health Engineering Section has been 
opened in the Public Health Department. It is my Government’s intention that 
this Section should devote itself to all environmental hygiene programmes such as 
rural water supplies, waste and excreta disposal, housing, etc. My Government also 
‘intend té inaugurate in the near future a comprehensive scheme for improving rural 
water supplies. . . 


2\. There are at present 227 medical institutions of all grades under the 
Medical Department. A committee has been appointed to examine the question of 
the re-allocation of these institutions to suit them to local needs. A new hospital 
for women and children will soon be opened at Alleppey, in addition to the existing 
District Hospital. Liberal provision has been made in the Budget of the ensuing 
year for provision of the necessary ¢quipment and staff to all hospitals and dispen- 
saries. Works on the Medical College at Trivandrum are being completed 
according to schedule, and it-is expected that the College can be opened. in the next 
academic Year. . 
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FISHERY 


22. In order to increase the supply of fish, a new scheme for pond stocking 
of fish was introduced during the year. Fingerlings will be stocked in public tanks 
in different parts of the State. A beginning has been made with the tanks m_ the 
Trichur District. It is also proposed to supply fingerlings for stocking in private 
tanks at a moderate cost. In order to collect and stock fingerlings of back-water 
_ species, suitable for culture, a fry station will be opened at Neendakara. 


VETERINARY 


23. My Government are making sustained efforts to improve the livestock 
in the State. The State Veterinary Department has taken up several schemes 
in collaboration with the Indian Council. of Agricultural Research. One of 
the schemes is for improvement of cattle by controlled scientific. breeding in 
selected areas. The local cows will be graded up with approved bulls of the Red 
. Sindhi and Kangayam breeds. = She-buffaloes will be graded up with 
bulls of the Murrah and Surati breeds. Anotheer scheme is for the improvement 
of the Malabar Goat, by proper selective breeding. . 

24. A poultry farm will be opened at Trivandrum where superior breeds of 
fowls «will be reared, and selected cockbirds will be distributed from the farm for 
grading up the country fowl, Hatching eggs and birds will also be sold to the 
public from the farm. 


. CO-OPERATION 


25. Under the guidance and encouragement, of my Government the Co-op-. 
“erative movement in the State is rapidly extending itself to several new fields. 
Cottage industries, Grow More Food Campaign, house-building schemes, rationed 
foed grains and yarn distribution, schools, restaurants—all these have been taken up 
by Co-operative Societies and are being worked with commendable success. 

“ COLONISATION AND SETTLEMENT, 


26. There are a large number of poor people in the State who live on other 
people's lands. My Government are anxious to enable them to have homes of their 
own, Already 32,000 acres of land have been leased out from forest and other areas 
under the Crow More Food Scheme. This area will have risen to 50,000 acres by 
the end of 1951. My Government propose to settle at least 100 co-operative 
colonies on these lands. A special officer will be appointed to organise the colonieg 
and a full-time Secretary or Manager appointed and paid by Government will be in 
charge of each colony. * 

27. Lands will also be provided in each village for as many as possible of the 
homeless people in the village. House sites will be made available for them from 
the unoccupied lands belonging to the Government. Some of the bigger land-owners 
. have gladly offered to co-operate with my Government in this scheme and to make 
free gifts of lands. Where necessary, more lands canbe acquired cn payment of 
compensation. Those who wish to settle down on these properties will be helped 
by free supply of building materials. Sanitary arrangements, public lights etc., will 
also be provided at-Government cost. : 

BACKWARD CLASSES 


+ 28, The improvement of the social and economic condition of the backward 
communities has been one of the aims which my Government have always kept 
before themselves. Special educational facilities are being given to their pupils in 
schools as well as colleges. 289 students are at present receiving University 
education, of whom 4 are in the Medical College, one in the Law College and one 
in the Research Department. A sum of Rs. 3 lakhs was distributed during the 


* 
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year in the shape of grants to school-going children, 21 students are being paid 
stipends for technical education. 205 houses were constructed in the course of the 
year for habitation to families of the backward classes, and 80 more houses are under 
construction, Several libraries and night schools are being run at different centres 
for the benefit of the backward classes. Lands are assigned to members of the back- 
ward classes on concessional terms. It is my Government's intention that by the 
apread of education and by the improvement of the general economic conditions 
the hackward classes should be placed in a position in’ which they will be able to” 
hold their own in the competitive world to-day, 


LAW AND ORDER 


29. The Constitution has conferred on every citizen of the State certain in- 
valuable rights and privileges like freedom of speech, freedom of association and 
freedom of the press. No one-is more zealous than my Government in maintaining 
these rights and privileges unimpaired. But my Government cannot tolerate the . 
licentiousness which passes for freedom of speech or freedom of the Press. It under-. 
mines the decencies of public life and tends to create ill-will and hatred among the 
different classes of the*community. Extraordinary evils call for extraordinary re- 
medies. My Government will not hesitate to exercise to the fullest extent necessary 
the powers which the law has placed in their hands to rid the country of all sub- 
versive forces. 


FINANCIAL POSITION 


30. My Government do not propose to introduce any new taxation during the 
ensuing year. By a careful husbanding of our resources the State's adverse balances ° 
have been practically wiped out. Satisfactory arrangements have also been made 
between my Government and the Central Government in regard to payments to- 
wards the budget gap due to federal financial integration. Proposals for the ap- 
purtionment of assets and liabilities between the State and the Central Government 
are being finalised. As the result of federal financial integration, the State has also 
become eligible for loans, grants and food subsidies. from the Government of India 
in the same manner as Part ‘A’ States. ° 


31. We are living in hard times. _The uncertainties of the international situ- 
ation are having their reactions on the nation’s economy. Trade and Industries are 
ubject to severe handicaps. -Agriculture has suffered from natural calamities. 
everal new problems of administration are confronting all Governments from day 
to day. In our State we have a highly literate and intelligent public, who take a 
lively interest in the administration of the State. | Their support and discerning 
criticism are at once the strength and inspiration of my Government. My Govern 
ment are confident that with the goodwill and co-operation of the people of the 
State, they will be able to overcome all obstacles and to create conditions of well- 
being and prosperity for every section of the Community.

Mr. Speaker: Those remarks are not relevant for the purpose of the 
amendment before the House. 
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Sri. A. Nesamony: Sir, on behalf of my party I move the amendment in 
the Order Paper standing against my name, namely. 

“Add at the end of the motion the following: 

“But regret the failure of this Government to maintain law and order, the 
uncertain policy pursued in the matter of production, procurement and distribution 
of essential articles and the general deterioration of the morale of the services.” 


As I listened to the Address of His Highness the Rajpramukh, two sentences 
in it struck me and left me wondering whether this Government is progresssing. 
I specially refer to the two sentences where His Highress the Rajpramukh has 
referred to the maintenance of law and order, ‘‘Extraordinary evils call for extra- 
ordinary remedies. My Government will not hesitate to exercise to the fullest 
extent necessary the powers which the law has placed in their hands to rid the 
country of all subversive forces”, Taking this to be the policy of this Government 
and having in view the impending elections, those of us who belong to the minority 
political groups are wondering now what is to be their fate in the forthcoming 
elections. There are ample powers at the hands of the Government under the 
Emergeney Powers Act to describe the activities of any individual or organisation as 
subversive and ban them. They can detain, individuals without trial and, keep 
them in custody as long as it pleases the Government. But if that is the policy that 
will be followed, as the utterance of -His Highness the Rajpramukh seems to indicate,

The popular Government when it came into office was confronted with 
the huge task of providing for those camp followers, who asserted that they fought 
for the independence of the country. Posts were created and officers appointed to 
those posts and such officers who were appointed to those posts made it a point to 
strengthen the party machine at the expense of maintenance, of law and order. It 
has been more than once stated on the floor of this House that the post of the 
Commissioner of Deviculam was created to oblige a ‘Tyagi’ of the Coneress and 
powers one cannot comprehend with equanimity are vested in him, and he reigns 
the supreme monarch of that wild forest. Instances were brought to the notice of 
Government that the behaviour of this officer towards the Tamil population of the 
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area was not commendable. More than once it was characterised as political pro 
paganda on the floor of the House but recent events go to show that this 
Government is bent on suppressing the political activities of the Travancore Tamil 
Nad Coneress in that area and the activities of the South India Plantation Workers, 
which is sponsored by the Tamil Nad Congress. The Organiser of the I. NT. 
U. C,, the Commissioner of Deviculam the Labour Inspector, The sub-«Inspector 
of Police have all got together the Harijan Sevak Sangh Volunteers, which is 
popularly known as the ‘Commissioner's Union’, whose creed is only violence. In 
an estate called “Lakshmi” Estate, they openly preached violence and: there ig 
evidence they are.practising it. They were trained in military drill. They were 
supplied with uniforms, | understand, out of the political fund of this Government 
and they have been instructed to disperse all meetings held by the Travancore 
Tamil Nad Congress and use such violence on the members of the South India 
Plantation Workers Union that they will not organise themselves, 
Events moved fast and in Ottapara, near the Sevan Mala Estate, an 
incident took place wherein six people were injured and carried to 
the Hospial at Munnar. The rest of the story, probably it may not be right on 
my part to narrate, because some of the matters are sub-judice, but the only 
thing that | want to impress on the House is that the Sub Inspector of Police 
and the Commissioner of Devicolam behaved in such a manner that any Govern: | 
ment will be ashamed of their action. The miscreants arrested were let off at 
the intervention of the Commissioner. Following this he caused the flag staff of 
the Travancore Tamil Nad Congress at Munnar to be cut down with the tricolor 
hoisted on it and hoisted the Harijan Sevak Sangh flag instead in the very hole. 
By these evidence you can find for yourselves what this Commissioner is doing 
in Devicolam.’ In a predominantly Tamil area, the Education Minister opens a 
Malayalam school and forces children to study Malayalam. The other day the 
Commissioner of Devicolam opened a Malayalam Middle School and_ boasted 
that we have reached the first stage in the suppression of the Tamils. If officers 
who are entrusted with powers for the maintenance of law and order behave in this 
way, what prevents people from taking law into their own hands and doing ail 
things for the purpose of strengthening the party machiery. 

Instances have been brought to my notice that there have been unlawful 
eviction from holdings, demolition of houses, abuse of the process of law by 
resorting to Sections 103 and 143 Cr. P.C. If you want to get possession of 
property and cut the gordian knot of a protracted civil litigation, approach the 
policeman and he will attend to it in a moment. If you want to remove a 
tenant froma property, approach the policeman and he will solve it in a moment. 
If you want to take a property over which you have the least shadow of a claim, 
approach the police and they will secure it for you. That seems to be the way in 
which law and order is administered by those whose primary duty is the maintenance 
of law and order. As the Tamil proverb goes “The fence itself eats away the crop”. 
It is not for political propaganda and itis not for pointing out to this Govern- 
ment that we are being suppressed that I am stating these. I ask the Govern- 
ment, is this the way in which law and order should be administered. It is said 
more often than once that if these matters are brought to the notice of Govern- 
ment exemplary punishment will be meted to those who are found guilty. But 
the representations that have been made have fallen on deaf’ ears. Very often 
endorsements are given that those allegations are false. If Government will not 
institute an enquiry into the happenings at Devicolam at the present moment, ! 

- am sure that law and order cannot be maintained in that area by that Commis- 
sioner in the way in which he is now administering it and the Travancore Tamil 
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Nad Congress which has passed through blood and fre will be prepared to pass 
through the same trial in that area as well, corne what may. ; 

The second part of my amendment refers to the production, procurement 
and distribution of essential articles. 


Last year I was assured on the floor of this House that an order has heen 
placed with a foreign firm for the construction of the sluice at Perunc nani ne 
year has elapsed since then, and nobody has seen that sluice nor heard o tha . 
‘As was remarked on the floor of the House just now, three schemes seem to he 
held up before the public. Government have all along been saying that the 
Perunchani scheme is coming, the Chalakudi project is coming, the Peechi scheme 
is under execution. But these assurances are of no avail. We must see these 
schemes materialise. We were assured on the floor of this House that the 
channels would be broadened and various other schemes: will be considered and 
recommended for acceptance. A week ago in feverish haste tenders were called 
for broadening the Thovala channel for just a mile or two. A few days ago 
the tender.for the Thikkanamcode channel was called and I believe it was accepted. 
This Government has no intention to fulfil its promises. His Highness the 
Rajpramukh in his address said that this Government propose to do such and such 
things and that they intend to do many things. This Government will only 
propose and intend but it has not got the grit to execute its proposals. They must 
have a determination to go ahead with the schemes. They must have the necessary 
initiative and drive. J am sure that this Government has not got these. Its history 
for the past one year has proved it, Perinchani is but one of the dams proposed 
under the Kodayar irrigation system. Several dams have to be constructed 1° 
make the system complete. To meet the food scarcity in the Vilavancode taluk, 
the Painam Kal was proposed as part of the Kodayar irrigation project. Recently 
an investigation was ordered and it is being done. But no serious attempt has 
been made to complete it. For more than 12 years Vilavancode taluk is suffer- 
ing from drought. The Vilathara lift irrigation scheme was therefore put up and 
itis pending with the Government. It is a scheme to utilise the waste water in 
the Kuzhithurai river. More than a dozen pumps were set up last month to 
pump out this waste water to irrigate some paddy fields and save them from 
drought. Very slow progress is made jn accepting the scheme and I am sure it 
is not going to be executed in the near future unless the Government makes up 
its mind. The problem of food scarcity could not be solved at all so long as 
these schemes are only on paper. We commended the levy system and we ‘are 
glad that the one acre man is exempted. But where are the rules to work that 
system? The cultivator has to hang upon the Grain Purchase Tahsildar, We 
landowners must know what are the rules by which this system is going to be 
operated, Tt should not be left to the whims and fancies of the Government 
officers, 


_ My next point is about distribution, At least in surplus areas could not 
this Government consider derationing of food stuffs? It is time they considered 
it, No villager is buying the full quota of his ration. He purchases only a small 
quantity and the remaining food goes underground. Government have to con- 
sider carefully the derationing of food materials in surplus areas. 

_Lastly Sir, I have to point out the general deterioration in the morale of the 
services, This is due to very many causes. First the popular Government had 
to find out a number of posts to be offered as prize for their followers. For that 
the age of retirement: was necessarily lowered from 58 to 55, That afforded 
them a few opportunities. Not content with that they created posts and posted 
some of them over the heads of people who were legitimately entitled to get such 
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posts. Then came the integration of services. Last time when I pressed upon 
the attention of this House that this integration must be advanced, | pointed 
out that an impartial tribunal must be appointed so that the two services may 
be integrated without any dispute. The Secretary to the Madras Government 
whose services were lent to this State for settling up the finances of this State 
was entrusted with this work. He had made some recommendations which | 
understand were not approved by this Government. Then the services of a retired 
Government officer of the Madras State were requisitioned. This State is a 
paradise for retired officers from elsewhere, He is now entrusted with the task 
of integration. I anderstand Sir, that when vacancies fall in the Travancore cadre 
of services this officer is slow to act and they are not filled up on the pretext that 
integration is coming But onthe Cochin side when vacancies occur there is 
haste in filling those places. 


The slogan of the Secretariat is now ‘follow the paper’; for no officer has 
confidence that his case is safe in the hands of this Government. He has to 
follow the paper from desk to desk for there is none on whom he could rely. And 
so most of the time of these officers is wasted and many grow indifferent to their 
duties. Without a contented civil service no popular government can function 
and it is the primary duty of this Government to see that the services are content. 


Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, | move the following amendment; 


“Add at the end: but regret that the Council of Ministers have failed in 
their duty and forfeited the confidence of the country by their inefficient and 
corrupt administration by mishandling the food problem, by their interference 
with the judiciary and by not taking any steps for the eradication of the economic 
injustice and for the establishment of a socialistic order.” 


My amendment censists of two parts. The former part deals with the acts 
of commission and the latter part with the acts of omission, 

Sri. K. R. Elankath: Cannot the member speak a little louder? 

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: This is the utmost that [ could do to raise 
my Voice. 

Sir, the former part of the amendment citesa few of the many instances 
which could be enumerated. The latter part of my amendment is the objective 
for which my party stands. It is the belief of my party that only through the 
eradication of the econmic injustice and the establishment of a socialistic order 
that we can remove the -evils under which mankind today are suffering. I do 
not however, propose to dialate upon the points raised in the Ist part as they 
are sufficiently dealt with by my predecessors. 1 would like to deal with the latter 
part. It is only to give a warning to the Government that I propose to do so. 
And I believe that if I do not do it I will not be discharging my duties fully. The 
lot of the common man at the present time is such that there is no alternative for 
him but to revolt against the Government, if he wants to survive. The most im- 
portant thing that concerns him is food and the policyfregarding food of the Govern 
ment is nothing but a record of bungling. In the name of. conserving foreign 
exchange for getting more important capital goods, in the name of the theory of 
self-sufficiency of food which does not stand to reason because it is not so simple a 
problem, as the Government would seem to think in the name of a Grow More Food 
Campaign which is only effective on paper, today you have allowed foreign mar- 
kets to be sold off, you have stopped the import of food and depleted the reserve. 
When you find that there is no food in the country you take shelter under the 
protection_of a Korean war and on the consequent lack of shipping space. Sir, 
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the last straw on the camel’s back is this socalled system of levy which the Govern-** 
ment wish to bring about and about which no mention has been made in the 
Rajpramukh’s address. 

What is true of food problem is true of every other problem which concerns 
the common man of India. Unemployment, insanitary conditions, and a thousan: 
other problems are confronting us. You may have your own justification-and | 
heard my Hon. friend saying that this is a long-standing problem. If the Govern- 
ment feel helpless in regard to the mangement of their food problem | do not 
want them to echo the words of the Central Government from New Delhi. 
If you cannot persuade them to review their policy, if you cannot grow sufficient 
paddy in the country, it is time for you to get out of your places of power. People 
require no argument, No amount of justification would bring us food. If you 
do not propose to get any more food, the net result will be that people blinded 
by asense of rasentment would listen to the violent propaganda of the anarchist 
and would stoop to resort to arson and looting. I would say that the fault is 
not theirs but yourss You may, in the name of Jaw and order try to quell them. 
But in the long run their efforts will succeed. We have read in history that centuries 
ago feudal law permitted a noble man to kill two slaves at a time so that he may 
wash his feet with the warm blood of the slaves when he returns home tired after 
the day’s hunt. There was atime when that kind of order and Jaw were justified. 
But centuries have rolled by and the old order does not fit in with the present 
day set-up. We are witnessing a radical change in the social order of today. 
There is a drastic change in the economic life of countries. And if you do not 
keep pace with the spirit of the times, if you do not propose to advance, | tell 
you You are not going to bring real peace in the country. The peace which you 
are hoping to bring, without any consideration for the removal of economic 
injustice and for the establishment of a socialistic order, will be the peace of the 
cemetery or the desert. 

Sri. C. V. Iyya: Sir, I want to know whether the hon’ble Member for 
Vadakancheri has taken his oath of office? 

Mr. Speaker: Yes. Otherwise that member would not have been allowed 
to speak or otherwise function as a member.

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Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, this Government very often boasts itself 
that it is a welfare State. It is one of the fundamental duties of a welfare State to 
look after the food and clothing of its citizens. 1 will just now illustrate how they 
are dealing with the clothing problem in the country. I think ‘it is well known and 
within the knowledge of the. Treasury Benches too, that the prices of handloom cloth 
have gone up during the last one month by over fifty per cent or so and yarn price 
has also similarly soared high. The control price of yarn, 20s is Rs, 17-~-4—9 for 
10 Ibs. but the prevailing rate is Rs. 55 to 60. The control price of 6 os. is 
Rs. 6—10 -0 but the market rate is Rs. 110. . Why such abnormal prices prevail 
for yarn is a question for the Treasury Benches to answer. The quantity they have 
distributed during January 1951 is only 508 bales, of which they have held back 
something like 65 bales. For the requirement of the State, according to the figures 
we have and according to the number of bales we were distributing previously, is 
1,400 bales a month. When the need is for 1,400 bales, this Government has 
complacently distributed 450 bales and claims that ‘they are providing for 
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the weavers the yarn they need. In this there is another curious and 
serious fact for consideration, In Travancore we are producing something like 
1.100 bales of yarn per month from the four mills that are working in this country. 
If this State was able to secure the control of 1,100 bales produced in this country, 
we would be in a position to meet the needs of the handloom industry at least to 75 
per cent. I know what the reply from the Treasury Benches would be, That is 
the yarn produced by these Mills is controlled hy the Centre and goes into the 
Central pool and we are allotted quotas according to the whims and [ancies of the 
Centre. Foodgrains is a controlled article as well. — But the Government of India 
is controlling only the excess from the States for the Central pool and_re-distribute 
it to the deficit areas. Then why this control over whole production of yarn? 
When we have got 4 mills and 1,100 bales of yarn and when we require 1,400 bales 
per month, I do not see the logic or reason behind the pooling our whole pro- 
> duction. By this we suffer deficit. I think this is due to the callous indifference of 
the Treasury Benches to appreciate the real difficulty of the handloom industry and 
their failure to-represent facts to the Union Government in the proper form and 
perspective, There is another impression among the public that under the Rules 
now in force the mills are allowed to open their own depots and charge 10 per cent as 
profit for distribution. By this the Ex. Mill prices fixed by the Government of 
India are exceeded and the Mills with their capitalistic organisation are making a 
larger profit. They are even allowed to export different products out of the State. 
As a matter of fact the Mills whichare capitalistic concerns, have some sort of 
influence on the Treasury Benches. I think I am not wrong in inferring that oppor- 
tunities are given by this Government to capitalist concerns to exploit the puplic. 
That is one aspect of the matter, as far as clothing problem is concerned and how 
Government are handling it? 


Then look at the rationing of food. Whilein some parts of the State there is 
full rationwe in Trivandrum and adjoining Taluks get only partial ration. People 
in the adjoining taluks, viz., Chiraymkil and Nedumangad got only 15 per cent 0 
their ration in December. In the month of January there appeared newspaper 
reports that the distribution of ration would fail if adequate supply of rice is not 
received yery soon, | seriously ask Sir, that while there was a shortage of stock 
how could it be that certain areas in the State were able to get the full ration and 
certain other areas no ration, Is there any doubt that it is due to the inefficiency of 
the Department concerned? ; 


Sir. one word about procurement. The paddy procurement scheme was a 
source of harrassment and trouble to the paddy producer at the hands ‘of the lower 
subordinates of the Department. Nowa new scheme has heen formulated, the 
success of which depends upon the honesty and probity of the subordinate officers. 
As long as the agency that- works these schemes is not honest and conscientious the 
difficulties of the people will not be redressed. Thus in the ultimate analysis the 
whole matter reduces itself to the honestly and probity of the administration. 


Sir, ahon'able Member of this House openly alleged charges of corruption 
on one of the members of the Ministry. Sir, the head of the Ministry realised that 
the charge has to be enquired into and he said that the matter is going to be looked 
into. But the method suggested is a most wonderful one. After realising that the 
charge is one fit for enquiry, the Chief Minister comes to the conclusion to wire to the 
Prime Minister of India to depute some one to enquire into the matter. I cannot 
understand the constitutional propriety of that decision. Is he entitled to make such 
a request tothe Prime Minister? ask. Sir, this Council of Ministers are res~ 
ponsible to this House and to this House only, We are by Constitution’ an 
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autonomous unit having full powers with certain limitations. | remember under 
Section 371 of the Constitution the Centre has the right to contral and advise our 
Government. Butthis House had unanimously decided that that section should not 
be made applicable to this State. The Ministers were parties to that decision—Can 
they now go behind that and approach the Union Government for an enquiry into 
the activities of one of them—Certainly not, But a charge of corruption alleged on 
a Member of the Ministry is a matter within the jurisdiction of this House to decide. 
It is not a matter of another body to enquire into. Therefore as honest men, as 
self-respectable citizens, the Ministry ought to have moved for a Committee to go 
into the question openly, come to a decision and present their report here in this 
House. The right of this House has to be maintained. Again, Sir, as long as the 
suspicion is not cleared up, is the Minister entitled to remain in the Treasury 
Benches, can the Cabinet continue in office 2 As long as the charges are not en- 
quired into and the suspicion remains, this Cabinet will not be able to enforce any 
discipline on the Government servants. There will not be any moral force for their 
orders. I think it is time for the members of the Cabinet to wake up in their own 
interest and to meet this situation honestly and squarely and to clear themselves. 

In this connection there is one other matter which I would like to point out t° 
this House. It was openly alleged that in the recent election at Nedumangad and 
Neyyattinkara the Government interferred in the elections. Sir, in the newspaper 
“Navasakthi’, dated 24th January 1951, published by Sri. Balaramapuram Raman 
Pillai, this passage occurred:

Another Assistant Surgeon was posted 
at Shencotta and when the infection in this Taluk subsided, he has been transferred 
to Nagercoil to assist the District Health Officer, Trivandrum to control cholera in 
South Travancore.

4 Additional facilities for treatment of patients were provided in the Hospital 
at Pulinkunnu and in Nagercoil Municipal town.

Mr. Speaker: Will the hon’ble Member who has sent the adjournment 
motion enlighten the House as to whether any complaint has been filed in regard to 
this matter either before the local magistrate or any other court, by the persons - 
aggrieved ? 
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Minister for Education, Labour and Civil Supplies (Sri. Panarapilli Govinda 
Menon]: Sir, I wish to raise a point of order. It has been stated by the 
Honourable Chief Minister just now that the hon’ble member Mr. Panicker has 
appeared for a certain party in the capacity of an advocate. He happens to be an 
hon’ble Member of this Legislature. Is it fair or in keeping with good convention 
that an advocate who is charged with a particular duty on behalf of his client should 
raise that point on the floor of the House by virtue of his position as a member of 
the Legislature to further the interests of his client? It is not known whether 
there are any rules in regard to this matter, But I would respectfully submit that 
it would be creating a very bad convention if members, who in their professional 
capacity as advocates should make use of their position in the Legislature to further 
the interests of their clients. 


Sri. Kalathil Velayadhan Nayar: Sir, 1 wish to say a few words in regard 
to this matter, because it refers to the professional conduct of an advocate. It 
appears that according to my friend, if a member who happens to be an advocate 
for a client in regard to any matter, cannot at all refer to that matter on the floor of 
the House. Ido not think; in this instance, he ever referred to the case in parti- 
cular, Is it then “not in keeping with good conduct or convention? If the 
hon’ble Member wants to make out that Members of the Legislature appearing in 
a particular case as advocate cannot refer to any point that has come up within his 
knowledge, then it is creating a difficult position. 

Chief Minister (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai): No, in this particular instance 
the hon'’ble Member referred to the identical case. , 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar: No, he only says that the Police ill- 
treated his client. It only refers to the person, not to the case. 
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The honourable member Mr. Gopala Panicker will enlighten the House as to 
whether in regard to this matter any petition or complaint has been filed before 


any court? ; 
Sri. Kannara Gopala Panicker: No. Sir. 
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Sri. Kunjukrishnan has sent in an adjournment motion which is to discuss the 
situation caused on account of the unemployment consequent on the inadequate 
supply of yarn to weavers’.

No doubt, this cannot be said to be a matter of recent occurrence. But I think 
it isan important matter which deserves immediate attention. Before I decide 
whether the motion should be allowed or not, I woald like the Hon’ble Minister 
concerned to enlighten the House in regard to the relevant details of the matter. 


Minister_for Education, Labour and Civil Supplies (Sri. Panampilli Govinda 
Menon): The question raised in these motions is very important. But I am 
not in a position to say anything about its implication in detail just at present. 
1 would therefore request you, Sir, to give a day’s time to make a statement on 
this subject and if the hon’ble Members who moved the motion and the House 
ate satished with the statement, a debate could be avoided. Otherwise, a debate 
can be held, I have not got the relevant facts and figures before me to enter 
into details, ;

Perhaps members of this House 
may not be in possession of facts, but on the facts available, the approach to solve 
the problem may be different from different sections. Since it is an important matter, 
it is a subject for discussion which, I think, ‘the Hon’ble Minister will 
appreciate. 

Mr. Speaker: I have not decided the question as to whether this is to be 
admitted as an adjournment motion or not. | wanted the help of the Hon‘ble 
Minister to supply this House with all the relevant facts so that it may help me 
to decide this question of the admissibility of the motion. ‘There is a shortage of 
yarn, and consequent upon that, shortage of cloth also which, it is stated, is 
causing distress in the country. 1 have to decide whether on the facts mentioneé 
in the adjournment motion and on the facts that may be supplied to this House 
by the Hon'ble Minister, there is really a shortage of yarn and a shortage of 
cloth and whether consequent upon those circumstances, there is really distress in 
the country. That will be done, the requisite of urgency being waived. 

Sri. K. K. Chellappan Pillai: Though it has not been moved as an: 
adjumment motion, a debate may be allowed in the House so that the members 
might give their suggestions with regard to the particular question, apart. from 
the statement, because it is an urgent and very serious matter. Suggestions from the 
members may be placed before the House and it would be better to fx a day for 
the debate for it. 


Mr. Speaker: There are provisions in the rules which would permit the 
hon'ble Member to move a motion for that purpose. 
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Mr. Speaker: The member is not allowed to make a speech.

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I move that . , . 
In clause 3 (1) (v), delete the words ‘in accordance with the law’ occurring 
at the end of that clause.” 


Sir, Clause 3 relates to the borrowing powers of local authorities. A local 
authority may, subject to certain conditions, borrow from the Government or, with 
the previous sanction of Government, borrow from private bodies. One of the 
purposes for which the borrowing is permitted is for the repayment of money pre- 
viously borrowed. I move to delete the words ‘in accordance with law’ occurring 
thereafter. To start with, | may submit that in the existing Act XXV of 1120 we 
do not find these words, The question may be asked why these words do not find 
a place in the present Act. There is a significant reason for that which I will give 
later. 

Now, certain powers are granted to local bodies to raise loans and one of the 
purposes for which that may be done is the repayment of money previously bor- 
rowed, In respect of loans taken after the new Act comes into ferce, there is no 
difficulty, because it is provided in a later section, i. e., in Section 6, that ‘except 
as provided by or under this Act, no local authority shall, for any purpose, borrow 
money, upon or otherwise charge its funds, and any contract otherwise made for 
that purpose after the passing of this, Act shall be void.’ Therefore, in respect of 
borrowings after the Act comes imto force, these words are unnecessary. At the 
same time, it will raise serious difficulties in respect of loans taken prior to 1120. 
That is why I move to delete the words, In the existing Act, the words are specifically 
omitted. 

No loan taken by a local body prior to 1120 could have been borrowed under 
the provision of any Jaw as nd law was then in force. So the provision in this bill 
with the additional words ‘in acgordance with law’ cannot cover loans taken 
prior to 1120. So clearly loans taken prior to 1120 has been taken away 
from the purview of this bill. That could not be the intention of Government 
and so these words must be omitted to give effect to the intentions of 
Government. 
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Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: One question, Sir. Did the Government so far 
realise any difficulty in the absence of these words in the existing Act ? 

Sri. N. Kunjuraman: The existing Act has been very rarely applied. 

Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: This Act came into force only in 1120. The 
time for the repayment is not to exceed sixty years, So that there seems to be no 


necessity for these words.

Even at the time of considering the principles underlying this Bill, I pointed out an 
inconsistency, namely, that this provision will come into conflict with Section 60 of 
the Panchayat Act. Under the Panchayat Act, certain powers are given to that body 
in respect of loans and similar matters, Section 60 of the Panchayat Act says: 

“Government shall be entitled to recover inthe manner provided in sub- 
section (3) of Section 38 of this Act or by suit any loan or advance made to any 
panchayat for any purpose to which its funds may be applied under this Act”, 

And Section 38 (3) in turn reads thus: 

“If expenses which have been directed under sub-section (2) to be paid 
from the panchayat fund are not so paid, the Director, with the previous sanc- 
tion of Government, may make an order directing the person having the custody 
of the panchayat funds to pay it in priority to any other charge against such 
funds except charges for the service of authorised loans”’. 


Thus, there are two provisions in respect of loans applicable to Panchayats, one 
special, the other general. This Act applies to all local bodies, while the Panchayat 
Act applies specifically te Panchayats. The question, therefore arises, which of the 
two provisions, must prevail. It is the Special provision that must prevail. To get over 
this difficulty what the Select Committee has done is to repeal two words in 
Section 60 of the Panchayat Act, ‘loan or’. See Section 7 in the present bill, Now 
let us see how Section 60 of the Panchayat Act will read with these two words 
omitted, It will read as follows : 

“Government shall be entitled to recover in the manner provided in sub- 
Section (3) of Section 38 of this Act or by suit any advance made to any 
panchayat for any purpose to which the funds may be applied under this Act’ 

It is clear, that the words ‘loans’ and ‘advances’ are used as synonymous. I do not 
think that that was what the Select Committee wanted to do nor has the Select 
Committee got over the difficulty by repealing the words ‘loans or’. If my amendment 
is accepted, I feel the difficulty can be avoided. And the present provisions in the 
Panchayat Act can be retained as it is, 
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The amendment was put and lost.

Sir, I beg to present the report of the Select Committee on the Travancore-~Cochin 
Places of Public Resort Bill, and move that the Bill as revised by the Select Com- 
mittee be taken into consideration. 

Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): I second it. 
The question that the Travancore-Cochin Places of Public Report Bill as 
revised by the Select Committee be taken into consideration was put and carried, 
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Clause 1 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | move— 


“In clause 1, sub-clause (3), omit para beginning 
with “‘it extends.... ..Notifications”, and insert— : 

“Tt extends to the City of Trivandrum and toall areas inthe State of 
Travancore-Cochin which have been or may hereafter be declared to be 
Municipalities under the law relating to the constitution of Municipalities; and 
Government may by notification, extend to any other local area.” 


Sir, the wording as it ism the Bill now gives the right to Government that the 
Government may from time to time by notification in the Gazette “extend it per- 
manently or for a time or for specified occasions only, from such date as may be 
specified in the Notification, to any other area in the State, and may cancel or 
modify any such Notification.’ So, a kind of wide discretion is being vested with 
the Government Sir, in one Bill which we have adopted today, namely, the 
Entertainment tax Bill, it hag been provided that the Bill shall extend to the Muni- 
cipalities and local authorities. 1 have practically adopted the wording in the Lecal 
Entertainment Tax Bill to be incorporated in this Bill as well. I think it would be 
better to have the same wording in a Bill dealing with Similar subjects. This is for 
licensing and controlling places of entertainment and public resort. The other Bill 
is for enforcing a tax on the entertainments in the local area, So, | think the def- 
nition of the area for the application of this Bill should be the same as that of the 
other Bill, It would therefore be better to adopt the same wording here, so that 
no difficulty may arise. And, moreover, the wording as it is so very cumbersome 
too. There was the same wording in both the bills when it was introduced. But 
the Select Committee introduced a new definition in the Entertainment Tax Bill 
which is now before the House. Somehow or other the Select Committee on this 
bill did not bestow careful thought over the definition. | think it would be better 
that the definition adopted in the Entertainment Tax Bill be adopted in the Public 
Resort Bill as well. The reading of the clause as it is will show how cumbersome 
itis. This bill extends to all over the State but latter part gives descretion to the 
Government to apply it to any area only and that for a specified period and then 
to another area and so on. It is difficult to determine who the licensing and con- 
trolling authority will be and question of application of this bil] to any area will rest 
in their discretion, My amendment will bring definiteness. Sooner or later, there 
will be Panchayats all over the State and | think it is better to have a statutory body 
to control licensing and to supervise. 1 think my amendment will make matters 
clear and easy. I believe the Hon’ble, Minister will find no difficulty in accepting 


my amendment. 
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The amendment was put and lost. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, I move for the deletion of the second parae 
graph of sub-clause (3) of clause 1. Sir, that sub-clause reads: 

“Where Act is extended to any area declared as a Panchayat area under the 
Travancore-Cochin Panchayats Act, 1950, (II of 1950), the provisions herein 
contained shall apply, and so long as this Act remains in force in such area, 
Section 81 of the Travancore-Cochin Panchayat Act, 1950 shall have no 
application in that area.” . 

Section 81 of the Panchayats Act relates to the prohibition of Cinematographs 
and dramatic performance except in licensed premises. Every Panchayat ought to 
“develop asa self-governing institution and that is one of the directive principles 
of State policy provided for by the Indian Constitution. Now, this privilege of 
issuing licenses is extended to Municipalities and corporations but not to Panchayats. 
Now, when this Act is extended to every area, to say that the Panchayat alone shall 
be excluded and that Section 81 of the Panchayat Act shall have no application 
whatever is to say the least a step-motherly treatment meted out to a self-governing 
institution like the Panchayat. I strongly plead that this clause may be deleted so 
that the Panchayat may develop into a self-governing institution and that it is put on 
the same level as Corporations and Municipalities.

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‘Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, ] would like to support the amendment 
moved by Mr. Gnanasigamoni. Under the first paragraph if the Government is 
going to extend the application of this bill to any area which is under a Panchayat, 
the argument of the hon’ble Member is that the right of the Panchayat would 
be affected. 


Sri. N. Kunjuraman: Not exactly. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is the authority notified under this Act that 
will have to control it. That means that it is left to the discretion of the Minister 
in charge of the Department. The thin end of the wedge .is driven here to take 
away the right granted to an elected body viz., the Panchayat. As it is an elected 
body the right of that body is bemg sought to be taken away. The Panchayat is 
an executive authority and will have the right vested in them by the law, Now, in 
this bill under discussion Government made an indefinite definition of the area to 
which this bill is to be applied. That is why I said at the very outset that where- 
ever there i8 a local authority let that local authority exercise the rights under this 
bill. But now to make a provision, to vest with the Government the rights conferred 
on the Panchayat by Section 81 of the Act is not correct. I would say that it is an 
incorrect procedure. We had considered the rights and powers of the Panchayat 
when considering that Bill and after due consideration the House has placed it on 
the statute book. We are now creating a conflict which is not necessary. In the 
name of that conflict we are repealing a provision which is on the statute book, and 
which has not yet come into force. The village panchayat’ is a very important 
institution and adequate powers are sought to be vested with it and panchayats are 
being built up. Therefore, I fully support the amendment. 
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The amendment was put and lost,

Sir, the bill that we are considering is the public Resort Bill. Throughout the 
bill there is no definition of “public resort’. Whether there is any necessity for 
defining places of public resort or not will be evident from a perusal of Clause 3, 
whic Says.— 

“Within any area in which this Act is in force, no enclosed place or building, 
whether permanent or temporary, having an area of five hundred square feet or 
upwards, shall be used for public resort “or entertainment, unless a licence has 
been obtained in the manner hereinafter provided.” : 


Two terms are being used; Places of public resort and place of entertain- 
ment. In the Bill only place of public entertainment is defined. In Clause 4 also, 
both terms are used. There may be a building in which the owner might like to 
have an entertainment and an enclosed place as public resort. Throughout the bill 
we find the usage of the two terms. In Clause 7 also both the terms are used. So 
the framers of the bill envisage two things; places of public resort and places of 
public entertainment. These are two different things. By the definition of one, 
you cannot hope to cover both. Inevitably you will have to define “public resort.” 
So far I do not find a definition of that in the bill. So, 1 have taken the liberty of 
placing a definition before the House. It is based on the definition of “place o 
public entertainment,” which is defined as a place where the public are admitted 
either on payment of money or with the intention that money may be collected from 
those admitted. So, 1 thought of defining “place of public resort” as a place where 
people are admitted without payment. Unless it is defined it will be impossible to 
enforce the provisions of this bill. I hope the Hon'ble Minister will consider that 
matter. 
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“Place of public resort” shall mean any place, enclosure, building, tent, booth 


or other erection, whether permanent or temporary and to which the public are 
admitted without payment of-money. 
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Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: May [ point out that it is ‘any place, enclosure 
ot building’ even according to the member’s definition? 
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“Place of entertaimment’ shall mean any place, enclosure, building, tent, booth 
of other erection...........+....-and to which the public are admitted either on 
payment of money.... 6... scenes 
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The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that Clauses 2,3 and 4 stand part of the Bill was put and carried.

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I move the following amendment :—

applicable, to such authority asthe Government may, by notification in the Gazette, 
specify in that behalf.” 


This relates to the authority to whom applications should be made for license. 
So far as the Corporation of Trivandrum is concerned, it is stated that the applica~ 
tion should be made to the Commissioner of the Corporation. So far as the 
Municipalities are concerned, it stipulates that such application should be made to 
the Executive Authority of the Municipality. As regards the rest, it has been 
generally stated in sub-clause ((éi) that “if the enclosed place or building is situated - 
in any other area to which the provisions of this Act is extended to such authority 
as the Government may, by notification in the Gazette, specify in this behalf.” 
Thus Panchayats are omitted and this is another instance of a stepmotherly treat- 
ment meted out to Panchayats. If the Commissioner of the Corporation as well as 
the executive authority of the Municipality can be trusted with such powers, I fail 
to see why the executive authority of the Panchayat should be excluded from the 
provisions of this Act. In the amendment, I have only recast the clause in such a 
way as to bring in the Panchayat and not to disturb or otherwise create any difficul- 
ties for the Government, My intention is only to enable the executive authority of 
the Panchayat also to exercise the same power in his area ag is exercised by the 
corresponding authorities in the Municipalities. {do not think that the Hon'ble 
Minister will have any serious objection to this clause, because he has already 
admitted that there is no intention on the part of Government to prevent the deve- 
lopment of Panchayat areas as real self-governing institutions. 
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The amendment was put and carried. 
The question that clause 5 as amended stand part of the Bill, 
was put and carried.

This is in consonance with the amendment I have just now moved and aecept- 
ed by the Hon’ble Minister. So far as the Corporation of Trivandrum is concerned, 
the appeal shall be to the Standing Committee of the Corporation. So far as the 
Municipalities are concerned, the appeal is to the Council. Similarly, the appeal 
on any matter relating to license within the Panchayat area should naturally be to 
the Panchayat. This is all what 1 have to say on this amendment. 

Sri. N. Kunjuraman : [ accept the amendment. 

The amendment was put and carried. 
* Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I do not move my amendment. 
Clause 10, as amended was put and carried 
Clause 10 was added to the Bill

Under the Act the District Magistrate is made the final authority in matters 
arising under the provision of the Act. The Revenue Board, being the highest 
revenue authority it is only reasonable and proper that the final authority must vest 
with the Revenue Board. This is in consonance with the principles we have 
accepted in many other Acts we have passed making the Revenue Board the highest 
body to finally decide all matters relating to the collection of revenue, 
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The amendmend was put and lost. 
Clouses 13, 14 and 15 were put and carried, 
The Clauses were added to the Bill.

Travancore-Cochin Suppression of Immoral Traffic Bill 


Chief Minisier (Sri. T. K, Narayana Pillai): 1 move that the Travancore- 
Cochin Suppression of Immoral Traffic Bill, as reported by the Select Committee 
be taken into consideration, 


Minister for.Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): 1 second it. 


The motion was put and carried and the Bull was taken

Sri. N. V. Chacko : Sir, | may be permitted to say that [ have given notice of 
some amendments today. If the Bill is taken into consideration tomorrow, my amend~- 
ments will come up for consideration. That will only mean that immoral traffic 
will continue for one day more. [f, on the other hand, my amendments will be con- 
sidered today, I have no objéction to the Bill being taken up today. 
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My. Speaker: The amendments were received only to-day and out of time 
and therefore cannot be moved. Now that it is moved that the Bill be taken up 
for consideration, the hon’ble Member may make his suggestions. 


Sri. N.V. Chacko: My suggestion is that the Hon’ble Minister may con- 
sider whether the amendments are really worthwhile or not. Most of them relate 
to punishments, For instance, where the offence is committed against the will of 
the women, the punishment is only imprisonment for two years with a fine of 
1,000 rupees. Itis a fundamental fact that no women chooses to do the crime 
willingly. It is out of poverty that women are compelled to do such offences. In 
such cases the punishment should not be severe. In one of my amendments I have 
suggested that the punishment should be reduced to one year imprisonment. 

Mr. Speaker: Ifthe hon’ble Member feels that the Bill should be recom- 
mitted to the Select Committee, that amendment may be moved. 

Sri. N. V. Chacko: I would request the House to recommit the Bill for 
reconsideration for reasons given now. The punishments are very severe and have 
to be reduced. 
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The motion was put and lost. 
Clause 2 


Svi. D. Gnanasigamoni : | move the following amendment: 
“Delete clause 2 and in its place substitute the following: 


“2(a) it extends to the whole of the State of Travancore-Cochin. 
(8) it shall come into force at once.” 


The existing clause arms Government with very wide powers in the application 
of the various provisions contained in the act. They include the power to apply all 
or any of the provisions of this act to the whole or any portion of the State of 
Travancore-Cochin by notification. Such a notification can be issued from time to 
time and can be modified as and when occasions arise. Government have also the 
power to notify that the said provisions shall take effect from a specified date given 
in that notification. 


This Bill is practically word for word the Travancore Suppression of Immoral 
Traffic Act, 1117, and in that Act also, there is this identical provision. I have 
carefully gone through the subseqent volumes of the Acts and Proclamations of 
Travancore and | can assert that on no occasion was any Notifications as contem- 
plated under clause 2 of this Hill issued. This Act has been now on the statute 
book for the fast 9 years and there has not been a single instance to show that it was 
ever brought into effect so that this statute has remained a dead letter all through 
its history.. My only object in this amendment is to have the satisfaction of having 
given effect to this Bill and to test the sincerity of Government on this Bill. 


This Bill was originally taken from the corresponding Madras Act and it can 
be seen fromthe Madras Act that the real object of that Act is to rescue minor 
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gir's from houses of ill-fame and place them in rescue homes so that when they 
leave the rescue homes, they may be enabled to lead an honourable life. This 
objective is lost sight of by the framers of the original Act and it has now come hack 
again with all its defects. That is the chief reason why this Act has thus remained 
a dead letter throughout its chequered history and that is the fate awaiting this Bill 
when it is passed into law. The Bill as it is, is difficult of application in the 
absence of these salutory provisions which I have just now mentioned. These addi- 
tional provisions will necessarily imvolve the establishment of rescue homes and 
other provisions to give effect to this Bill, Without these salient features, the Bill 
is as good as useless. 

The 2nd objection to this clause is the power vested in Government to apply 
the provisions of this Act to any portion of the State of Travancore-Cochin. That 
would be in effect the experience we ave having in relation to the application of the 
Prohibition Act. Such a power therefore ought not to vest with Government. 

In support of what I have said already, [ would just refer to the provision of 
the corresponding Madras Act. Section 6 of the Madras Act makes provision for 
the removal and disposal of minor girls from brothels. This salutory provision is 
omitted here. There is also the additional provision for keeping such girls in rescue 
homes until the girls attain the age of 21 years. Section 7 of the Madras Act is 
also omitted. That relates to the immediate custody of the girl. Again Section 8 
relates to subsequent treatment of the girl committed to custody. There is provision 
for removal to proper custody if and when occasons arise. This provision is also 
found to have been omitted. Section 14 of the corresponding Madras Act is also 
omitted and that relates to the power to enter premises for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether an offence punnishable under this Act has-been comitted. All these 
provisions are not found in ths existing Act and that explains why it has so long 
remained a dead letter. There can be no doubt that this Bill also awaits the same 
fate in the absence of these provisions when it is passed into law. 


These are the reasons that prompted me to move this amendment so that we 
may have at least the satisfaction of putting on the statute Book a living Act. 
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The amendment was put and lost.

“ If upon such enquiry the Collector sees no reason to believe that the treasur 
was so hidden, or 


if, wherea period is fixed under section 7, no suit is instituted as aforesaide 
within such period to the knowledge of the ‘Collector, or 


if such suit is instituted within such period and the plaintiff's claim is finally 
rejected , 


the Collector may declare the treasure to be ownerless.” 


Three cases are contemplated under this provision. One is that where the Collector 
declares in his own right the treasure to be ownerless; secondly, where the Collector 
fixes a time for the party concerned to take a suit before the Civil Court and where 
such a suit not being instituted, and thirdly, where it contemplates a case where a 
time has been fixed by the Collector and the party concerned has taken the suit and 
the claim is finally rejected. In all these cases, an appeal has been provided for 
under thisclause. It appears to me, in respect of matters covered by the last portion 
where a party has taken a suit and the claim is finally rejected, the order that is 
passed by the Collector is only a consequential order, and in such a case, no appeal 
is necessary. It is granted under the provisions of this Act that the matter, in case 
of dispute, will have to be finally settled by the Civil Court. So, in cases where 
the Collector fixed a time and the party takes a civil suit and the claim is finally 
rejected, the order passed by the Collector is merely consequential. So, in respect 
of that, it appears to me that no appeal is necessary, and the appellate authority 


cannot change, vary or modify that decision because it is a final adjudication by the 
Civil Court. 


The other case is where the Collector fixed a time and the party concerned 
does not choose to take the matter to a Civil Court and so he gives up his right. . 
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In such a case also, the order of the Collector can only be merely consequential, 
So, in respect of that also, no appeal need be provided for because the party con- 
cerned has given up the right of action before the Civil Court and the matter is thus 
practically concluded by the order of the Collector. On the other hand, the Collector 
takes the decision himself in respect of the first, and it is of course absolutely neces- 
sary that an appeal be provided for. Thatis why I have split up the clause into 
three parts. One, a case in which a Collector passes an’ order and where an appeal 
is necessary, and the other two cases where the party has taken the matter to a Civil 
Court and where the claims are rejected, or, finally adjudicated upon, and where | 
no appeal need be provided for. That is why I say in the second portion, “Any 
person aggrieved by a declaration made under sub-section {i)of section 8 may appeal 
against the same within two months from the date thereof to the Board of Revenue.” 
It appears to me that in respect of the first clause alone, an appeal is necessary. In 
respect of the other two clauses, an appeal is not necessary because the order passed 
by the Collector can only be consequential, and the appellate authority cannot 
question or otherwise vary the decision by a Civil Court. | sumbit that this amend- 
ment may be adopted.

Sir, a treasure may have a monetary value or may nothave a monetary value 
lt was said here by the Honourable mover himself that a treasure may be a hidden 
thing. Anything may lie hidden. We have heard excavations being hidden by 
natural causes and the things lying. hidden will come under this provision. It need 
not necessarily be hidden by an individual. Things lying hidden through causes 
other than those of individuals will also, I presume, fall within the purview of this 
provision. Therefore, if a treasure is found and if the Government thinks of ac- 
quiring it.for themselves for the purpose of exhibition and if that treasure is a very 
valuable relic or heirloom of a particular individual or family, then, the real value 
will depend upon the point of view of the approach. The Collector may fix a value. 
But an opportunity must be given to get a reasonable value for such things. Apart 
from the monetary value, certain objects may possess an intrinsic value, Their metal, 
or the workmanship displayed on the object, may fetch a very high value in the 
world as a piece of art or curio. So, if the District Collector says that an idol was 
made in brass or glass and assesses it to a particular price and secures that object 
for the Government, then it will be a substantial less to the owner of that object 
since the owner may be able to fetch a far high price in the markets of the world, 
for that object, as a curio. 5o, the opportunity for the owner.torecoup the value 
of the object and to get adequate compensation must also. be provided. It should 
not be simply stated that the Collector, on behalf of the Government, may acquire 
it. That will be expropriation in one form.

The matter involved in this legislation is purely a revenue 
matter for which the Revenue Board as the highest revenue authority is directly 
concerned and so the final authority should not vest with the Collector of a particular 
District. Before the constitution of the Board of Revenue, the Collector no doubt 
had been made the final authority in such matters so far as his District wa 
concerned. Now with the constitution of the Revenue Board the final authority 
must vest with the Revenue Board and so | seek to introducé this amendment in 
consonance with the principles of the’ Revenue Board Act, All the proceedings 
under this Bill are either initiated by the Collector or under the requisition of 
others, but orders are passed by him only. Such being the case, the Revenue 
Board should have the right to look into the matter of the soundness or otherwise of 
the proceedings set afoot and thus it is absolutely necessary to have a check on the 
proceedings initiated by the Collector and the Revenue Board is the body that is 
competent to do that. Finality of any order passed ought not to vest with the, 


collector but with the Revenue Board, Therefore, 1 move that the amendment 
may be accepted. . ;

Sir, actuated by several reasons I table this amendment. First of all | want 
to record a protest against the inactivity of the present Government in dealing with 
and coming to a final conclusion about matters of taxation and other principles that 
apply to jand tenure as far as these Sripadom and Kandukrishi lands are concerned. 
The present aystern is causing a lot of hardship to the people. In this explanation, 
this Bill seeks to apply the provisions followed in the recovery of public revenne in 
the case of Kandukrishi and Sripadom lands also. We have been agitating for a 
long time for the settlement of a policy in these matters) We have been told for 
the past three years that these matters have been engaging the attention of Govern- 
ment. But nothing has come out of it. What | have to say isthat since the 
principle is not settled these lands cannot be dealt with as other kinds of lands. As 
it is, the B-Hl enables the Revenue Officers to tax the Sripandaravaga, Kandukrirhi 
and Sripadom lands in the same way either in cash or in kind. Price of paddy is 
now realised in the case of certain lands, Tenants are not able to give paddy for 
prices above the rate fixed by Government. 

Another point is that from tims immemorial the Kandukrishi lands are being 
enjoyed on payment of a small sum as tax. But recently most of them have been 
taken back by Government. In some case the tenants were ordered to pay a 
certain amount, to Government. Those who failed to pay the money were deprived 
of the ownership of those lands. In these circumstances we are not concerned with 
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the routine administration. Land problem is the most important problem that faces 
us today. We find very welcome measures adopted in other countries in this 
matter. Several complaints have been sent to Government. But they are not 
moving. There had been even satyagrahas, The present system is to give 
Kandukrishi and Sripadom lands to the highest bidder. The revenue authorities 
are given the power to realise these dues in a very strict and stringent way. To 
avoid that I want to eliminate this explanation from this clause. —_ let those lands he 
left alone. Let the authorities collect these dues in any other way. What I suggest 
is to deal with these land-holders as they deal with other Jenmies. Therefore | 
move my armendment. ; 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May 1 know whether Government has done 
anything not to disturb the long enjoyment and possession of the Sripadom lands? 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: If this amendment is accepted, will it not 
enable the Sripadom authorities to surrender the lands to Government -at the 
earliest opportunity? 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I have to say afew words’ on the subject. 
It is admitted from the Government benches that Kandukrishi and Sripadom lands 
are not Gevernment lands. According to certain arrangement these lands came 
wtihin the purview of the Government ‘ands, but they stand as a Separate category. 
As far as I was able to understand from the honourable Minister, he questions even 
the competence of the House to speak on the matter. Now steps are being taken 
to legislate a measure to collect the dues from those lands. If this House has no 
right-to legislate on those lands, how can be legislate measures to realise the pattom 
from those lands? ‘There is some inconsistency in the position taken by the 
honourable member. The honourable Minister's opinion that this House will not 
have the competence to legislate a law about Sripadom or Kandukrishi lands 
requires reconsideration. 

Apart from that, Sir, as conditions are at present, it will be better 
that an exclusive right in opposition to Government should not be held by any 
person, however ancient that right may be. The exigencies of the time demand 
that all lands should be under the legislative control of this House and under 
the administrative controlof Government, Therefore, the earlier this distinction 
between Sreepadam lands and other kinds of Jand is taken away, the better. That 
is a matter which the Goverment has to take up and solve as early as possible. 1 
may even go to the extent of saying that as long as these things are not being 
adjusted early, it will be better for the Government and the House to accept the

My object is this. In cases where payment is made by a person on behalf of 
the landholder such receipt shall contain the name of the person who makes the 
payment also. That will be the result of the retention of the words ‘on behalf of’. 
Suppose X the wife of A is the registered holder, and on her behalf, the husband 
pays land revenue. Why should the name of that husband who pays on behalf of 
his. wife be recorded. On the other hand, if a stranger pays the revenue, it may be 
necessary that the name of that stranger should come into the records. I think 
that. must have been in the minds of the framers of the bill. In our country, it is 
quite common that when a registered landholder is a lady, her husband, or son or 
daughter or somebody else pays the revenue. There are serious reasons which in- 
duce-me to press my amendment. Ifa person pays the revenue, with mischievous 
intention, at the:time wht€n there is a dispute as to the ownership of a property, he 
will see that. hisname is entered in the revenue records. Such things are quite 
common in this country. But when the revenue is paid on behalf of a person,’ why 
should his name'be included in the records, The bill, as originally drafted, was 
quite satisfactory. The words used were ‘other than’ instead of the words ‘on be- 
half of.’ When land revenue is paid by a person other than the registered holder 
or patta holder, it may be necessary to have his name in the records, but where is 
the necessity for the name of one who pays on behalf of the owner? 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: I may bring to the notice of the Hon'ble 
Minister one instance. The owner may be absent.

per cent per annum.” . . _ oo 

Sir, upon a reading of the provisions of this Act itis not clear when interest 
is chargeable and when it is not chargeable. Therefore these words used here have 
practically no meaning. A reading of the other provisions would also show that 
they serve no purpose. In-this connection, I want to. point out the corresponding 
provision m the Madras Act. That provision is contained in Section7 of the 
Madras Act: ‘Arrears of revenue-shall bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum,’ We see, therefore, that in the Madras Act we do not find these additional 
words, Moreover we do not know the reason why they are introduced. A reading 
of the whole Act also does not show when interest is chargeable, and when not. We 
have no clear idea of the need or otherwise of these additional words, which. leave 
the whole thing in doubt as to its application. Therefore, 1 move for the deletion 
of these words.

“Before making the distraint the Tahsildar shall prepare, and if need be, 
shall furnish to the person employed to distrain the property of a defaulter, 
demand in writing signed by him, specifying the name of the defaulter, the 
amount of the arrear and the date on which the arrear fell due. A copy of 
such demand in writing shall be served on the. defaulter in the manner pres. 
cribed in the Code of Civil Procedure for serving summons on defendants.” 

_ A demand in writing signed by the Tahsildar specifying the name of the de- 
faulter, the amount of the arrear and the date on which the arrear fell due may be 
served on the party. That is the purpose of clause (b). I may even refer to the 
wording in sub-clause (c) which says “on the authority of the demand in writing”, 
It is not the copy of the writing that is to be served on the cefaulter but it is the 
copy of the demand. , 
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“demand in writing signed by him ” specifying the name of the defaulter, 
the amount of the arrear and the date on which the arrear fell due. A-copy of such 
writing... se ceee . 
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The amendment was adopted. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I move the amendment that “in clause 7 (4) in 
the second line, between the words ‘sale’ and ‘unless’ insert the words ‘on or after a 
specified date’. Then the clause will read as follows: - 

“The endorsement shall further set forth that the distrained property will be 
brought to public sale on or after a specified date unless the amount with 
interest and all the expenses of the distress, be previously discharged.” 

The purpose of my amendment is to bring this clause in consonance with 
clause 9. In clause 9, it is specifically stated that the notice must be under the sig- 
nature of the Tahsildar and that it must contain specifying the place where and the 
day and hour at which the distrained property will be sold. It appears to. me that 
this clause must also contain these specifications or else there is the possibility of 
the endorsement going without a specified date. That would mean the auction: 
ing of the property without due notice and consequent loss and hence this 
ameridinent., os 
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The amendment was put and lost. 


Clause 7 
Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: | move the amendment that clause 7 (6) be 
deleted. The clause says that “when it may be proved to the satisfaction of any 
Civil Court of competent jurisdiction that any person has forcibly or clandestinely 
taken away property once distrained, the court may summarily cause such property 
to be restored to the distrainer”. In the existing Act, we have no such clause. The 
corresponding clause in the Madras Act is clause 18. There it is said that: 
“where it may be proved to the satisfaction of any Civil Court of competent 
jurisdiction that any person has forcibly or clandestinely taken away pro- 
perty once distrained, the Civil Court may summarily cause such property 
to be restored to the distrainer.” 

There is also an additional sentence that : 
“the offender will further be liable to the penalties prescribed by the Indian 
Penal Code”. 

Sir, in the existing Act. section 54 relates to the prosecution and that section 
is also omitted in the present Bill. That ought to have been incorporated in this 
Bill. What was thought to be inappropriate is now incorporated and what was 
thought to be absolutely necessary is now omitted. Clause 7 (6) will not bring the 
speedy remedy it is intended to give, and such a relief is not possible through Civil 
Court, In Madras, we have both these provisions. This provision in the bill will 
not serve any purpose and that may as well be dropped and hence this amendment. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: That is not what I said. We have under section 
54 of the present Revenue Recovery Act a provision to prosecute the person. That 
isthe quickest way of getting back the distrained property. That provision is 
omitted in the present Bill which would have served a more useful purpose, and on 
the other hand, a provision which will not serve any purpose has been incorporated, 
which purposely was omitted in the existing Act as being quite unsuitable,

Instead of ‘him’ I want to substitute the word ‘defaulter’._In revenue 
sales properties are generally sold because somebody committed some default, The 
word ‘defaulter’ also js defined in the bill, ‘Defaulter’ means a person from whom 
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an arrear of public revenue is due and includes a person who is responsible as surety 
for the payment of any such arrear of revenue; and it has been decided also that 
‘defaulter’ in the existing Act as defined means only the registered holder. So the 
Revenue authorities can proceed only against the-defaulter or against the registered 
holder who is the owner of the property. Therefore, if the word ‘defaulter’ is sub- 
_ stituted instead of the word ‘him’, it would serve the purpose of clarifying the 

whole clause. That is why I have tabled this amendment.

My amend- 
ment is: Instead of the words ‘and before sunset on the day preceeding the day 
fixed for sale’, substitute the words ‘before sale’, The purpose of my amendment 
is clear. . If properties are destrained and if they are to be sold today at 2 O'clock, 
according to the clause, I must make a tender of the demand on the previous day 
before sunset. Then the sale will be cancelled. -1 want to see that if the tender is 
made b:fore 3 O'clock the same day, the sale is cancelled and the property released. 
The Bill deals with destraint and sale of moveable properties, and we know how things 
are being doneby the officers connected with the sale.

In the Madras Act, Section 17, the wording used is ‘Civil Court.of 
competent jurisdiction, full value of such property with imterest, costs and damages. 
The reasonableness of my amendment jis clear from the amendment itself. The 
Madras Act says that it must be not only full value, but it must have the interest as 
well as costs and damages. And I see no reason why we must leave thé matter 
so vague. In a previous clause also, there is the wording ‘Civil court competent 
jurisdiction’. 1 do not see any reason why they have used the words ‘Court of law’ 
m this clause. So, it appears to me that the wording used in the Madras Act may 
be adopted with advantage. That is the reason for this amendment. Lote

Sir, the clause says, “At any time within thirty days from the date of such sale, 
application may be made to the Collector to set aside the sale on the ground of some 
material irregularity or mistake or fraud in publishing or conducting it; but accept 
as otherwise hereinafter provided, no sale shall be set aside on the ground of any 
such irregularity or mistake unless the applicant proves to the satisfaction of the 
Collector that he has sustained substantial injury by reason thereof”. 

1 want to retain the portion up to the words—‘‘to set aside the sale on the 
ground of some material irregularity or mistake or fraud in publishing or conduct- 
ing it”, and delete the rest of the clause, ie.,, the words, ‘but except as otherwise 

einafter provided, etc. Sir, the clause as is obvious speaks of something as 
‘atherwise provided hereinafter’. After searching through the whole of the Bill, J 
have found nothing to justify the inclusion of the words ‘except as otherwise herein- 
after provided’. No other provision is made in this Bill to deal with this particular 
jasue raised in sub clause 3 of clause 39. 

Then, Sir, revenue sales are sought to be set aside on the ground of irregularity, 
mistake or fraud, | seriously question, when a revenue sale has been found vitiated 
by irregularity or mistake or fraud, will not that alone be sufficient to set aside the 
sale? Why should there be the subsequent portion of the clause ‘but except as 
hereinafter provided’—in fact, nothing has been provided. Even according to com-: 
mont law some sort of discretion is expected to be exercised in these matters by the 
Collector or other authorities. If from facts, it is seen that there is a mistake, he 
can rectify the same. If the sale is vitiated by mistake or fraud, I assert that the 
authority is entitled to have the sale set aside. I ask, why should that right be taken 
away by the subsequent clause ? = 

 subsequant clause says; that no gale shall be set aside on the ground of any 
such irregularity or mistake unless the applicant proves to the satisfaction of the 
Collector that he has sustained substantial injury by reason thereof. The party 
aggrieved is entitled to have the sale set aside on any one of these grounds. Apart 
from that, even on the ground that if the authority has been satisfied t hat there is 
some other ground, he must be given that discretion to be exercised in fa vour of the 
land-holder, That is the spirit in which the existing Revenue Recovery Regulation 
is administered. As far as possible interest in immoveable property should not be 
divested. ‘That is the principle. Therefore, there are grounds, apart from irregu- 
larity, mistake or fraud,—convincing grounds—so far asthe officer is concerned, 
which will command him to use his discretion to set aside the sale. Why that dis- 
cretion is sought to be taken away is not known. Therefore, on these grounds, [ 
submit that the second portion of the clause is unnecessary. Even if there is no 
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cubstantial injury, if there is mistake, irregularity or fraud—on all these grounds the 
sale ought to be set aside. That is my position.

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_ Sxi. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my friend has moved for the omission of 
this clause and the Hon’able Minister has asserted that unless there is a sub- 
stantial injury to the person concerned, the irregularity or mistake is no irregularity or 
mistake. It comes to that. I think it is a conception, which will not be justifiable, 
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or acceptable to the general public. A sale is being conducted by an executive 
authority. The analogy of the civil court has been drawn to say that the Civil 
Procedure Code contains a measure like that. There the matters are dealt with 
by judicial tribunals. But there it is not so. It is immoveable property that is 
being sought to be sold. We have not much faith in our lower subordinates, ond 
the executive staff. For that matter, even if the controlling authority is there, there 
is every chance of trregularity or mistake being purposely done to gain some 
ulterior object. There may not be a substantial loss or injury by the person 
concerned ‘Take, for example, an Individual owning three cents of land That 
extent of land, the adjoining property owner may have purchased at the market 
value in auction proceedings. Then the owner need not necessarily sustain any 
substantial injury but the owner is ousted from the land and the land is added 
on to the adjoining property. It may bea frontage and by’ this addition the 
value of the whole property of the adjoming landowner may increase by manytimes. 
Substantial injury might not have been sustained by the landowner, but there 
may be vital mistakes and irregularity by not serving notice, by not publishing the 
proclamation and soon. In spite of the irregularity purposely done, and in spite 
of the mistake purposely committed, to secure undue advantage to a particular 
individual, if the property can be sold for the market value: the poor owner may 
not sustain a substantial injury; but on the other hand, if he had notice and if the 
procedure was correctly followed, he may be able to meke the amount and pay. | 
do not think this house will be a party to a piece of legislation in which the official 
irregularity and mistake and fraud, when purposely done, go to deprive the right 
of the landowner. I think that is an unjustifiable provision and it should not find 
a place in any law. After all, there is nothing wrong to give a right to set aside a 
sale on the ground of irregularity. If there is any irregularity, another sale 
should be held, and the arrears of the Government are not going to be lost for 
ever, There may be the question of the Government getting an interest on the 
arrears on account of the delay. Where is the difficulty. Law provides for it, and 
Government can get it at the final sale if it comes to that. But what justification 
is there to provide that unless the owner sustain a substantial injury by the sale 
it cannot be set aside on the ground of irregularity, which is a mistake committed 
by the Executive Officer himself. An officer is bound to observe all the rules 
provided in the Act. Butthis provision is the loophole to the executive officers 
not to observe the rules. It says even ifa sale is irregular, it will be valid. 
That provision is based on a wrong notion. We have laid down the provisions to 
be observed. When the provisions are not being observed, they are faulty. Why 
should we give an occasion to the Executive subordinates to wilfully ignore the 
provisions and be irregular? Is it going to improve matters? Already the morale 
of the public services is low. Should you give an additional weapon in their hands 
to worsen the.existing situation? That, I- think, is thoroughly unjustifiable and 
wrong. I strongly support Mr. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai’s amendment. 
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Mr. Speaker: At present, under the existing Act, is there a corresponding 
provision.

i do not want that clause in this Bill, because that is very unjust and inequitable 
] am attacking that clause from several aspects. First of all, why should a man own 
land > Why should he be enabled to own any land at all is also a point. It is true 
there is the need to own some land either for habitation or for agricultural purposes, 
If the land does not yield any income, the owner finds that piece of land quite 
useless. Why should land revenue on that particular piece of land be allowed to 
fall in arrears. For arrears, that land will have to be sold by all means. When that 
is the case, let Government sell that land to any bidder and realise the arrears of 
revenue. If there is any money left over and above the dues, that excess may be 
given to the land owner; or the Government themselves may appropriate it. 1 am 
prepared to go to that extent in the case of arrears of revenue. Suppose that land 
is sold for arrears and Government does not realise the arrears of revenue. _[f that 
be so, if the unfortunate man happens to own another bit of land in any taluk, that 
land is brought for sale. The land owner is made liable that way. My point is, if 
a particular piece of land is found useless for any putpose, and the owner due to 
imability has allowed the land revenue to fall in arrears, let his’ liability be 
confined to one particular plot of land. If that land is net capable of 
yielding even the amount which will enable the man to pay, why should 
the Sirkar seek to attach and sell another plot of land for the purpose of 
realising arrears of revenue. That is the general question which I want to raise by 
this amendment. Iam of opinion that in regard to immovable property, arrears 
should be made realisable from that property alone and not from any other property. 
If a particular property is not capable of yielding at least that amount which will 
enable the owner to pay land tax, is it not penal, unjust and inequitable to persecute 
that man by seeking to proceed against his other property. | There are several such 
cases now-a-days. During the distribution of lands to land less communities, 
several cases of such nature arose. Even there, good portion of the lands have been 
knocked away by influential people and the poor got lands in some unknown places. 
Such lands have proved useless from the point of view of income. The po:r wanted 
those lands for occupation. They made an honest attempt to improve them. In 
spite of their earnestness, land revenue has fallen in arrears. Now such lands are 
sold for arrears.

In a majority of cases, poor own nothing else. There will be no harm if there is 
provision for imprisonment in the civil jail. To that extent he willbe safe. But 
arrears could not be realised from that land. Therefore, this point should receive 
the attention of the members of the House. If by chance another immovable 
property is owned by the owner in an area, that should not be viewed 
with favour for purposes of realising arrears of revenue. The owner's 
liability should be confined to a bit of property and if it is not capable of yielding 
revenue, let Government take possession of that land. If there are bidders let them 
sell that bit. I am sure Government could realise the money only when the land is 
found useful.

Sir, the 
existing provision has been made with the definite idea that these courses may be 
adopted only if no other property is available. I do not understand why that con- 
dition is omitted here. Asit is, Government can proceed straightaway and attach 
the salaries and debts due to the defaulter, without enquiring whether there is any 
other property belonging to him. Section 3 of the bill reads: ‘The land, the 
buildings upon it and its products shall be regarded as security for the public revenue 
on such land.” It is clear therefore that Jand is the property which is primarily 
responsible for land revenu~. That was the view held and accepted when the 
rresent Act was enacted. But under this Bill, the authorities need not even proceed 
against property at all. Isubmit that the section in the present bill is highly 
objectionable, and we will do well to adopt the existing provision.

Point of Order regarding Resignation of the Ministry 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, before we cornmence our business | wish to raise 
a point of order. It is seen from the newspapers that the Ministry has resigned, 
the Rajpramukh has accepted their resignation and the Ministers are now function- 
’ ing as a care-taker Government. The point is as to whether, apart from carrying 
on routine administration till a new Ministry is formed, they can represent the Gov- 
ernment in this House involving commitments of various kinds. Apart from their 
function in permanent legislations, even in answering questions they would be na- 
turally committing the Goverment. I want to know whether they are allowed to 
do that and whether their sitting in the House itself can be allowed to continue 
until the new Ministry is formed. 

Chief Minister [Svi. T. K. Narayana Pillai]: Sir, on a word of personal 
explanation. There is, here, Sir, a mis-statement of facts. It is a fact that we have 
tendered our reSignation, but the Rajpramukh has not accepted it. On the other 
hand, he has directed me and my colleagues to continue as Ministers till a new 
Ministry is constituted. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, 1 wish to say a word on this. I do not under- 
stand the Hon'ble Chief Minister when he says that the Rajpramukh has not acce- 
pted the resignation. Under the Constitution, when the Chief Minister has tendered 
his resignation, the Rajpramukh has no other go but to accept it. So, it may be 
taken as accepted. The Ministers function only with the majority support im the 
Legislature. When they tender their resignation that support is gone.’ So, the 
Rajpramukh, according to the Constitution, has no other course but to accept their 
resignation. All that the Rajpramukh can do is to allow them to continue to carry 
on routine administration until a new Ministry is formed. So, I wish to know 
whether the Ministers can function in this House in such a way as to commit the 
Government except to the extent of carrying on routine administration. 

My. Speaker: With regard to the matter now raised there are communica- 
tions received from the Government which will bé placed before the House after 
question time. But in regard to the question whether the Ministers have the right 
to take part in the business of the House representing Goverement or whether they 
could carry on routine administration only, my own impression is that in view of 
the circumstance that this forms part of the business of the Government which has 
not been removed, the Ministers can continue to attend to that business. So, 
Questions and Answers can be proceeded with. The position taken by the hon’ble 
Member Sri. Thanu Pillai that their resignation has been accepted and hence they 
do not represent Government in this House does not seem to be correct. I am of 
the view that the Ministers can continue to function in respect of matters relating 


to this House. The business of the House will be proceeded with and after question

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“1am in receipt of a summons dated 22nd January 1951, to the Legislative 
Assembly sessions commencing on the 21st February 1951. In this connection, I 
beg to inform you that | am undergoing imprisonment in Viyyur Central Jail being 
convicted by the Second Class Magistrate, Mukundapuram, for six months, simple 
imprisonment under sections 24(1) and (2) of Act V of 1950. T have filed an 
appeal petition against this conviction in the Trichur District Magistrate's Court 
and _I am expecting a decision on this appeal within a few days. But, if unfortu- 
nately the decision of the District Magistrate is not in favour of me, I may not be 
able to attend this session of the Assembly.

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Sri, P. Balakrishnan -Tampi: Sir, this is a matter in which the House may 
exercise its discretion. I think these things may be circulated among the members 
early enough so that the hon’ble Members may examine the matter in respect of 
its merits as to whether such a concession should be allowed or not. I am only 
making a suggestion. 

Mr. Speaker: The usual practice is to read the letter to the House, No 
previous circulation of the paper is necessary. 


Sri. C. V. Ivyu: Have the facts mentioned by Sri. Gopalakrishna Menon been 
found correct on reference to the Secretaries of the Madras and Bombay Legislatures? 


Mr. Speaker: Yes. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, 1 would like to say a few words on this question. 
J understand that Sri. lyyu’s point is that the sixty days would not have arisen if 
the member had cared to attend the session before he got imprisoned. But the 
point is that any member is at liberty to attend a meeting before the sixty days 
expire. In view of that position, Sri. Iyyu’s contention does not seem to be serious 
. and it has to be considered whether the member cannot be allowed to continue. 
This is a matter which has arisen after his election as a member of the Legislature. 
It does not affect his character or his qualification to continue as a member of the 
Legislature. Evidently, he is convicted for some trivial offence and I do not think 
it right to make that stand in the way of his being allowed to continue as a member. 


*I think it is only right that the House should condone his inability to attend and 
allow him to continue as a member. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, I wish to second the proposal of Sri. 
Thanu Pillai. I am very proud to do so as a member belonging to the Congress 
Party which has always stood for the cause of freedom of expression. We think it 
our duty that the freedom of the hon'ble Members to speak even the most unpalat- 
able thing in the House should be preserved by the Congress Party. Therefore, I 
have very great pleasure in seconding the motion moved by Sri. Thanu Pillai for 


condoning the absence of Sri. Gopalakrishna Menon representing some party in 
ndia. 
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I take it that there is no objection to granting the member's request. 
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Sri. N. V. Chacko: May I know whether allowance will be paid to him? 
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Mr. Speaker : It can be gone into when it arises. . . 

Sri. N. V. Chacko: I want to know whether he has claimed it or not. 

Mr. Speaker: No. That question has not been placed before the House. 
The question has not arisen. ; 

RESIGNATION OF THE MINISTRY 
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Dated 25th February. “In view of the resignation of the Council of Ministers 
tendered by me to His Highness the Rajpramukh, it is not considered desirable that 
the Finance Minister of my Council should present the budget. I am therefore 
to r-quest that the budget session of the Legislature may be adjourned for 
a formight from the 28th February, 1951.” 

That is the first letter. There is another letter. 

“25th February 1951. I write to inform you that at 8-30 p.m. yesterday, 
the 24th February 1951, I submitted to His Highness the Rajpramukh my 
resignation of the office of the Chief Minister for this State. My colleagues in the 
Council of Ministers have also tendered their resignations. His Highness the 
Rajpramukh has acknowledged the receipt of my letter and has asked me and 
my colleagues in the Council of Ministers to continue in office until a new Council 
of Ministers is formed. We are accordingly doing so.” 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: [s it the privilege of the Honourable 
Minister rather than the privilege of the House to make an announcement? 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillar: May I pomt out to you one aspect of this matter ? 
Now, anyway after having got the dates fixed for the presentation and consideration 
of the budget, the Chief Minister now requests you to adjourn the meeting of this 
House for that purpose. That certainly means that he is under an obligation 
to inform this House as to the circumstances which led to this request by him. 
1 should personally think that in the absence of a statement by him of the 
circumstances that have necessitated this request, apart from all other things, if he 
does not make a statement that would certainly mean a disrespect, a slight, to this 
House. Now, after having fixed the date of the meeting for the presentation of the 
budget, and for the consideration thereof, he coolly comes and puts in a paper 
asking you, Sir, to put off consideration of the budget because he has resigned. 
Without letting this House know why he has resigned,—that I should think really 
‘means a gross disrespect to this House. He ought to have come forward with 
the circumstances in which he had to resign and made this request to you. 
That is what I wish to submit in this connection. We will of course consider 
what has fallen from the Chair.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, there seems to be a doubt whether 
resignation of the Ministry is accepted and whether that has taken effect. A reading 
of the letter from the Rajpramukh makes it very clear that the Ministers have been 

‘asked to continue in office till another Ministry is formed, or in other words, 
a new Ministry is appomted,’ The old Ministry has gone out but it has been asked 
to continue in office for the interim period. That means the present Ministry is 
only in charge of current duties till anew Ministry is appointed. On account of 
that phrase m the letter, it is clear that resignation of the Ministry has taken effect. 
After resignation has taken effect, the Leader of the House is at perfect liberty 
to make, and I think this House is entitled to ask for, a statement from him. 
The Leader of the House can certainly refuse to make a statement. That apart,. 
I would say a word on one more point. 


Mr. Speaker: What is the statement referred to ? 


_ Sri. B.S. Nataraja Pillai: I mean a statement frem the Chief Minister 
himself, The fact he has resigned proclaims he has stepped out of office. 
He has no office now. A reading of the letter from the Rajpramukh makes it clear 
beyond doubt that the Ministry has gone out of office and therefore he has asked 
the present Ministers to continue in office till a new Ministry is appointed. 
That envisages the appointment of a new Ministry. Whether that Ministry is to 
be composed of A,B, or Cor X, Y,.Z is another question altogether. A new 
warrant of appointment has to be issued to that effect. In the face of the letter 
now before us, that is very clear. As regards the-question whether the Ministers 
are in office today, I should say that they are only in charge of affairs for 
the interim period, i,e., till a new Ministry is appointed. Therefore, there is no 
Meaning in continuing the proceedings of this House further -with them as 
representing Government. They are simply in charge of administration. 

at roust be the conclusion to be arrived at because, if one Ministry has gone out 
of office, the letter from Rajpramukh says, that people who have occupied those 

Places will continue till new men are put in. Therefore, there is absolutely no 
Meaning in proceeding with the business of the House now. 
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I would also submit another fact for consideration of the House. Resignation 
of the Ministry is not due to anything which occurred in this House. 
A resignation of the Ministry can be brought about by a No-confidence motion in 
this House which is perfectly within its legitimate rights. ‘The resignation of the 
present Ministry has occurred outside this House. Being responsible Ministers 
to this House they ought to make their position clear here and now. [| ask whether 
this Government has a legally constituted Cabinet today. We are absolutely in 
the dark. Therefore I think it is for the Speaker to decide whether the House 
should continue to function and deal Government business without a legally 
constituted Cabinet. I ask, whether the House as such has a right to carry on 
business on behalf of Government in the present circumstances. The interim 
Ministry is after all to look after routine duties. Therefore I would request the 
Chair to decide whether it would be proper and right and constitutional to carry on 
discussion in this House with the present set up. 
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Rule 31, proviso: “Provided that a Minister shall be entitled, after the 
member has made his statement, to make a statement pertinent thereto.” 

Sri. K. K. Chellappan Pillai: Sir, my hon’ble friends, Mr. Nataraja Pillai 
and Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar are confusing between legislative functions and 
executive functions. If the functions had been properly understood, they would 
not have put forth such arguments. The Cabinet has executive functions of a 
Legislature. _ That concerns with bills. But with regard to budget they have to 
answer questions of the Speaker. As has already been pointed out, the Ministers 
have to explain matters. That is an adjunct to the executive function of the Legis- 
lature. The real question is whether this Council of Ministers should stand the 
necessary criticism concerning the budget to be presented shortly or whether they 
have aright to postpone discussions relating to that. With regard to legislative 
functions of the Legislature, I am of opinion that though the Ministry has resigned, 
it continues to function as a caretaker Government. The fact that the Ministry has 
resigned has received no acknowledgment which means. acceptance in other words, 
For the conduct of legislative business, whether this Ministry continues to function 
or otherwise, it has to enact law according to the will of the Legislature. There is 
no point in arguing that this Legislature cannot get on with this Council of Ministers 
though they have resigned, _ There is no meaning in contending that they should 
net continue to carry on legislative business. There is absolutely no want of reason 
or appropriateness in their functioning as representatives of the Legislature. That is 
my submission at this juncture. 


Sri. K. N. Sankunui Pillai: On a point of order, Sir. oigajcso0@0, Ma!) 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: The suggestion that has now been made is that the 
House adjourns now to meet again for the budget discussion, on some 
future date. Sir, I agreed with that suggestion and the point of order 
I raised early this morning was to that effect. But then I took your ruling to mean 
that so far as questions are concerned, the House may go on because it is only a 
matter of giving information as to what the Government have done in the past. 
The answer to a question means only that. Ags no proposals for the future will be 
disclosed in the answers, no commitments will be made. 

But the question of legislation is totally different. ‘The ministers have really 
gone out of office. All that the Rajpramukh has asked is that they should carry on 
till the new ministry comes in, because there should not be a vacuum in the Govern 
ment; somebody must be there. So he asked them, ‘You carry on and continue to 
do the routine work’, They now come forward and say graciously “We will not 
take up legislative business, but leave it to the successor cabinet to take it up.” 
Mr. Chellappan Pillai says this and that. Why should he say all that ? His party 
has not put forward any leader to represent that party. There is nothing like that. 
In these circumstances, why should there be this insistence? By hair-spliting 
arguments we may come to the conclusion that it is the Legislature that is 
legislating. But after all what is happening here? Some proposal put forward by 
the ministers is accepted by the party and that being the majority party, has neces~ 
sarily to be accepted by the Legislature. Has not that position changed now ? 
Then why should we insist on these things? It is a new situation that we have to 
face; here we have to create new traditions. It is for you, Mr. Speaker, to givea 
lead. What is the step that we should take in such a situation as this? Should we 
insist on proceeding with legislation when there is no well-based Government? I 
think you should decide that it is not right and proper to pass permanent legislation 
in these circumstances. But routine has to continue and for that this ministry can 
continue. But permanent measures should not be taken by them now. [ think it 
is for you to say now, ‘I will not allow this. There is no well-based Government. 
The present ministry is only a caretaker.” Seeing that there is a large volume of 
opinion against proceeding with legislative business, | think it is up to you to take 
that stand, The Chief Minister has also requested that the budget presentation 
may be put off till the 16th March. Why should we insist on continuing for. a day ~ 
ortwo more> Therefore | agree with the view that we rise today to meet again 
at a later day, and then deal with the legislative business standing over. I insist on 
this. That is the proper procedure. This is a new situation and what has happen- 
ed elsewhere does not really matter. 


lt is up to the Chief Minister to give a statement. Of course, we cannot 
compel him to make one. But in fairness to this House, he should make a 
statement, 

In regard to the other matters that you raised in your statement regarding the 
past and future in relation to the budget, I have to make this statement. The new 
budget is for 1951-52, What we are primarily concerned with is what that budget 
contains, and the course of action that they propose to take. Incidentally, no doubt, 
what has been done in 1950-51 may also arise. But if we are to split the budget 
provisions into these divisions, I have no hesitation in saying that 99 per cent of the 
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importance should be attached to what is to be done in 1951-52 and not even one 
per cent to what has been done in the past. 

Then, in regard to the speech of the Rajpramukh. It may be contended that 
the content of that speech may not be relevant to the situation if we do not continue 
the present ministry. Although 1 was not present here on the occasion, | have 
read that speech. From what I have been able to see in that speech, there is 
precious little in regard to policy there, except perhaps the ordinary platitudes, that 
education will be proceeded with, industry will be encouraged, agriculture will be 
developed, the country will be bettere3, ete. Beyond that there is nothing com- 
mitting Government in any way. ‘Then it will be for the incoming Ministers to 
adjust their policies and relate their activities and proposals to the speech that has 
already been delivered. That is a very slight matter. 

Mr. Speaker: The Chief Minister, has in his letter to me, suggested that 
the consideration of the budget may be postponed to a future date. Hon'ble mem- 
ber Sri. Pattom Thanu Pillai also is strongly of that view. I do not see any 
hon’b le Member of the House who would suggest that it is desirable or necessary 
that the budget should be dealt with by the present Ministry. That seems to be 
the general sense of the House. The matter therefore does not admit of any further 
discussion. Hon'ble members who wish to make any further observations in 
connection with this subject may keep this in mind. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: [ am very grateful to you, Sir, in giving this 
house an opportunity to express its opinion on this matter. For the past one hour, 
I was trying to findout what the trouble was about. I want to congratulate the 
hon’ble Ministers for adopting the highest parliamentary tradition in informing you 
about the propriety of adjourning this House. Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai and 
Mr. Chellappan Pillai and other constitutional pundits went off the mark. I re« 
Member having read some chapters in an elementary book on Politics sometime back, 
mbhat seemsto be of help now. This Government represents the Rajpramukh, 
Tany members argued that the Rajpramukh is the supreme executive in the 
Muntry, that he has appointed these Ministers on behalf of the people and that 
coere can be no vacuum in the Ministry, etc. For the information of Mr. Chellappan 
thilai, I may state that the Ministry has only executive functions; they have no 
Pidicial functions, they have no legislative functions, I would have liked to begin 
juith Montague and come down te Hobbes, Locke and Laski. But I do not want 
two take up much of the time of the House in giving a lecture on Elementary Politics 
There is nothing legally improper. in this Ministry presenting the budget. 

But beyond all this, there is a constitutional propriety, We are here proceeding 
according to the precedent of the Mother of Parliaments, the House of Commons. 
We have here only one team going out and another team coming in, from the same 
party. There is absolutely no change of policy. Yet our Ministers thaught that they 
should lay a very high precedent, conceived in the highest constitutional traditions, 
and they, therefore, came forward to suggest to the House that the meeting may be 
adjourned. That just shows their high sense of respect for the Houge. 

_ In the words of Mr. Thanu Pillai and Mr. Chellappan Pillai,” we are able to 
discover an eagerness to hear the speeches of the new leaders, to see the fire and 
fury of their speeches. I will conclude by informing Mr. Chellappan Pillat one 
thing. The Ministry represents the Rajpramukh. They are not our representatives 
in the legal sense. They act in the name of the Rajpramukh and so long as the 
Rajpramukh has not asked them to vacate, they are the Ministers. 

began my career as a schoolmaster and I never knew that one day I would 
be able to speak like this here (Laughter.)

STATEMENT REGARDING OFFICE OF PROFIT 


Mr. Speaker: Now, I wish to make a statement with regard to another 
matter in connection with the acceptance of office by some of the members of this 
House _I propose to refer to this matter in detail as all the information relating to 
this subject available here and elsewhere had been collected and got ready. ‘The 
same question has arisen in Parliament and some of the Provincial Legislatures. At 
the Centre and in some of the States there is a proposal for introducing legislation 
on this matter and that is what Dr, Ambedkar has said in regard to the Centre, So 
far as this House is concerned, there is a large number of members who have ac- 
cepted places in some Committee or other whose names are included in a list which 
I am placing on the table for the information of the members. * The list, besides 
showing the nature of the duties assigned to the members, also discloses the extent

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and nature of the remuneration allowed to them and as to who nominated or 
gelected them—the Legislature or the Government and on what authority, 

Srj. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: What obout the hon’ble Member, 
Mr. P. T. Chacko ? 

Mr. Speaker : Not only Mr. P. T. Chacko, but all the members 
who serve in some Committee or other cr hold any office are included in the list. 
Now, on an analysis of the various types of offices, it is found that in most cases the 
question of disqualification may not arise, while ina few otherinstances the question 
may, arise. On a broad analysis, the various categories of cases fall under four 
heads—viz., 

(1) membership of Committees elected by the Assembly or constituted under 
Rules made by the Assembly, e.g., Public Accounts Committee, Estimates 
Committee, Transport Committee, Public Works Committee, etc. 

(2) membership of Committees constituted in accordance with the provisions 
of enactments passed by the Assembly which provide for the election of members by 
the Assembly either from among its members of from outsiders, e.g., Senate. 

(3) membership of Committees or corporate bodies to which the anpoint- 
ments are made by Government and the members so appointed are paid either by 
Government or by the Body concerned, travelling and daily allowances only, e.g. 
Food Advisory Committees. 

(4) membership of Committees or Statutory Bodies where the aonointments 
are made by Government and the office carries with it emoluments payable either by 
Government or by the body concerned irrespective of the fact whether the holder 
of the office actually receives remuneration or waives it, e.g., Directors of Banks 
receiving sitting fees in addition to T. A., Public Prosecutors, etc. 

Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: I wish to point out that in the case of 
Mr. P. ‘T. Chacko he is not a member of any Committee. He was avpointel as a 
Sirkar Vakil or Prosecutor of a case. My humble opinion is that his should be 
treated as a special case. 

Mr. Speaker: We are concerned with a question of principle which is of 
general application. In regard to offices covered by the 4¢h category it may be said 
that in respect of the holders of those offices the question of their discmialification has 
arisen and that they are fit cases to be referred to the Rajpramukh. What the Centre 
proposes to do is to intreduze legislation so as to cover these points. The House 
may decide whether it is desirable that we wait till the legislation at the Centre is 
passed so that we may see if a similar course may be adopted here also. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: May I know the names of the members who 
come under the fourth category? 

Mr. Speaker: The member can refer to the list. It is kept on the Secretary's 
table now and will subsequently be placed on the library table. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: But option is given under clause 191 of 
the Constitution...... 

My. Speaker: [t is open to the House. Hon’ble Members will see the list 
and consider whether any names in the Hst are or are not to be included in any of 
these categories. . 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Is it a matter for this House to decide 
whether any particular member is disqualified or not? 

Mr. Speaker: The House may say that a question has arisen and may refer 
the matter to the Rajpramukh, but cannot decide the question. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: My doubt is whether a particular member 
of the House can decide that such and such persons are disqualified. When a 
question is raised, is it the Speaker or a member of this House who is competent to 

ecide? 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: The House is only helping the Speaker. 

My. Speaker: We can only refer the matter to the Rajpramukh for decision. 
The Rajpramukh has to obtain the opinion of the Election Commission before 
making the decision. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: In this connection Mr. Speaker has stated 
that this problem has arisen in theCentre and in all the States, Is it not an attempt 
to find fault with the doctrinaire nature of the supreme Constitution ? Anyway 
difficulties have arisen and legislation is already being made, not only in the Centre 
but in the States as well. I am speaking from memory, I think such instances 
have arisen in the House of Commons also. They have liberalised the case from 
time to time. The whole object is that the members of the Legislature, in carrying 
out their duties should not be duly or unduly influenced by the Government. In 
manv matters it isin the interests of the Legtslature that individual members may 
make their talents available to the executive especially in many—committees. There- 
fore. the opinion seems to be unanimous that the rule should be so relaxed as not 
to deprive the Government of the service of the talented hon’ble Members of: 
this House. This is a matter not only of academic importance but it is of real 
interest to Government especially when the matter has been taken up by the 
Central Legislature and therefore | think that it is superfluous for us to take any 
action in this particular matter. 

I wish to refer to another aspect of the matter. Most hon’ble Members 
excepting the new hon'ble Members are serving on some committee or other. | 
think some of the new members are also members of the Public Works Committee. 
1 am afraid the Speaker might fee] that however high may be the position offered 
by the Government, it will not be sufficiently suitable to keep company with. Some 
members may fee] that it is not at all good to keep company with the-members of 
this House and they may go away accepting places offered by Government.- Only 
a few members are not in any of the committees. I think every member of this 
House is almost ipso facfo a member of the committee of some doubtful utility. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: There are members who have not accepted the 
membership of any committees. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: We have to go to individual cases of acceptance 
and non-acceptance. | With due respect to my hon’ble friend I may say that 
he is a member of the Public Works Committee at Trivandrum.

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RESIGNATION OF THE MINISTRY 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I wish to make a statement before we go on to 
legislative business. Last time when we met here, a request was made by the then 
Chief Minister that the House should be adjourned. The meeting had been 
convened specially for discussion of the budget. But before that was done, the 
House was adjourned we asked why the adjournment was necessary. The only 
answer that we could get was that the Ministers had resigned. Now we find 
transformations of some ministers and migrations of other ministers. We find the 
first seat occupied by a new Chief Minister. The erstwhile Chief Minister is 
occupying the second seat and the Finance Minister has migrated to the third. The 
other ministers have been transformed into members like us. We are interested in 
knowing what led to all this. It is all very strange. The House was asked to discuss 
the budget which was programmed to be placed before them in a day or two, when 
all of a sudden all these changes took place. I do not say that it is mcumbent upon a 
minister to make a statement, but courtesy, propriety, ordinary decency requires 
that the House should be enlightened about the circumstances which led to all these 
transformations and migrations. We would like to know what all this means, Of 
course, we are now being ruled by a party—or, rather, by a group of people who 
call themselves a party. We readin the papers a good deal which is not certainly 
to the credit of the party, of things that are transpiring within that party, between 
groups of people, between individuals, between people who belonged to what was 
Travancore and what was Cochin—all manner of ugly things are reported in_ the 
papers. I think we have a right to know something about all these things. This 
House is really responsible for the administration of the country, although for a 
time, the party with its brute majority might have its own way. | We have been 
agitating to have the elections conducted as early as possible, but that does not 
seem to be possible now. Anyway we are interested in knowing about the details 
of this business. 

I would also make another statement which I think you are bound to take note 
of—or, which calls for a statement from you. We read in the papers that you were a 
candidate for the leadership of the Congress Party and the Chief Ministership. 
You are now the elected President of this House and it is a shame—if the report 
true—that you should contest the election for the Chief Ministership, that you 
should take part in such political manoeuvres, that you should act like a common 
member of an intriguing party, deeply immersed in all manner of shameful activities. 

Mr. Speaker: Does the hon’ble Member belive?— 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I say we have been reading in the papers. If it is 
true, we are only sorry.— 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: On a point of order, Sir. Under what Section 
are such remarks allowed? 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: The natural rules of propriety and decency. 

Mr. Speaker: The observations and remarks made by the member do not 
appear to be out of order. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: It is not in order that an hon’ble Memer of the 
Opposition Benches. .however indulgent the house might be to him—should indulge 
m such universal condemnation of his fellow members, the party and the House as 
a whole.

Mr. Speaker: I do not think that there is anything improper or irregular in

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before the House and also led to an adjournment of the meeting. Information is - 
asked for about the announced change of Ministry which the member points out has 
resolved itself into a change of some of the former Ministers. This is certainly 
a matter on which if any elucidation is forthcoming, it may not be out of place and 
will be welcomed by the House. No doubt, the condemnatory expressions referred 
to by the member as having been used in the statement may be irrelevant and could 
well have been avoided.

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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1 move that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee. 
There are some aspects of the matter that have to be carefully considered. The 
Hon’ble Minister now told us that the Bill was published days ago—I got a copy 
only on the 9th of this month and today is the 12th. 

Now, Sir, there are certain Central laws whose effect we have to consider in 
relation to this Bill. There is the Civil Procedure Code that has now been made 
applicable to Travancore-Cochin and also to the whole of India, So far as our 
Civil Procedure Code is concerned, no doubt we can legislate on its provisions, But 
when it is a Central Act we cannot do anything on that. Mr. John says that it will 
come into operation from the first of April. But then what will be the effect of the 
law? That has to be considered. The Minister has not told us anything of that. 
What will be the position of this law that we are going to enact? The Central Act 
will supersede our Civil Procedure Code, and we will be powerless to enact a law 
contrary to the provisions of the Central Act. . 

Then there is the Transfer of Property Act which, I believe, will also be made 
applicable to Travancore-Cochin under the Adaptation of Laws Act. In the Con. 
stitution, the Civil Procedure Code is a concurrent subject. Land, except agricul- 
cultural land, again comes within the concurrent list. There are these aspects of 
the matter to be considered. [ thought that the Minister will explain what will be 
the position of the law then. But he has not come forward with any explanation. 
I am definitely of the view that these aspects should be looked into. At least for 
that matter the Bill should be considered by a Select Committee. 

know there is no use condemning our Ministers because they are really in~ 
corrigible. What about the history of this law? There was a law passed for six 
months, more than two years ago. That expired with the efflux of time. Then an 
ordinance was passed which was in force for six months. Thus one year passed. 
Then came the bill for the existing law. They wanted its life to be one year.

So all the while the subject has been supposed to be 
engaging the consideration of Government. They want merely to play for time and 
play with the rights of the people. Now the Minister comes forward with a request 
that this law may be extended for another year. Of course no amount of condemna- 
tion will be too much. This is really irresponsible work of a very violent type. | 
know my friend Mr. P. Balakrishnan Tampi, half awake and half asleep is coming 
phrases to condemn me.

Mr. Speaker: Mr. Thanu Pillai. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I was at the question of land legislation generally. 
Before proceeding with that, I would like also to place before the House one other 
fact, namely, that even our High Court, it appears, has decided cases in which they 
hold that some of the provisions of the existing Act are not valid. I have had no 
opportunity to verify it. But stil] | have been able to gather on fairly good authority 
that there are such rulings. When we try to extend the operation of this legislation 
for a longer period it would be fair to examine the opinions expressed by the Judi- 
ciary as well. It will not be right for us to proceed as.if such decisions do not exist. 
Clearly, it will be wrong that the Legislature proceeds one way and the Courts the 
other way. We have the right to correct or modify the law m accordance with the 
High Court decisions. If any of the existing provisiors are not valid and if there 
has been any ruling to this effect, certainly, we have to amend the provisions. 
And there is no necessity to say that the legislation should be continued. 

Now, Sir, in regard to land acquisition, the principle undoubtedly should be 

Ahat land should be equitably distributed. That is to say, large holdings should be 
cut short. Land should be taken away from holdings that have excess areas, and land- 
less people and people in uneconomic areas should be given more lands. That is 
the principle that has generally been accepted now. But in regard to the provisions 
of this Bill, that principle has not been kept in view. It is a piece of legislation 
that cats both ways. No doubt, poor people get some relief. But at the same time, 
there are large numbers of poor people who have leased out their lands to lessees who 
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are very rich people. Now, in those cases we prevent the small landholder from 
getting his rights from the rich capitalists. But such a piece of legislation would be 
permissible for a short period of time which is necessary to enact a permanent piece 
of legislation. Two years have elapsed and nothing has heen done in this direction. 
That is why I say the Ministers are irresponsible in this matter. There are provi- 
sions in this Act unjust not only to the rich, but to the poor as well. Therefore, my 
stand is that the Bill should go before a Select Committee.

Thanu Pillai 
and Sri. Nataraja Pillai, if the Advocate-Genaral has thought of the matter and is 
now in a position to advise the House with regard to the points raised, | have no 
objection to call upon him to speak. ‘ 

Advocate-General: Sir, the question that has been raised is as to whether 
the extension of the Code of Civil Procedure for the B class States under the B Class 
States Act recently passed will affect the legislation of the nature now placed before 
the House. The relevant provision of the Constitution is Article 246. Clause (2), 
which says: . “Notwithstanding anything in clause (3), Parliament, and subject to 
clause (1), the Legislature of any State specified in Part A or Part B of the First 
Schedule also, have power to make laws with respect to any of the matters enumer~ 
ated in‘List Ill in the Seventh Schedule (in this Constitution referred to ag the 
(‘Corcurrent List”), Clause 3 says, “Subject to clauses (1} and (2), the Legislature 
of any State specified in Part A or Part B of the First Schedule has exclusive power 
to make laws for such State...... “. The relevant entry in the Second Schedule 
is, as has been already pointed out, entry No. 18 which reads thus: ‘Land, that is 
to say, rights in or over land, land tenures including the relation of landlord and 
tenant, and the collection of rents; transfer and alienation of agricultural land ; land 
improvement and agricultural loans; colonization”. The first part of the entry is 
land in the general sense, “Land, that is to say, rights in or over land, land tenures 
including the relation of landlord and tenant, and the collection of rents". In the 
Concurrent List, item 13 is: “Civil Procedure, including all matters included in 
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the Code of Civil Procedure at the commencement of this Constitution, limitation 
and arbitration”, The identical question arose under the 1935 Act as to when 
legislation in regard to land and land tenures and rent, scaling down of debts and 
other matters are undertaken by the State Legislature, whether that will not hit any 
of the provisions in the Concurrent List, and there are some decisions which cover 
the point exactly. For example, there is a decision under the 1935 Act which is 
reported in 194] Federal Court 16. 1am reading from an authority on the Con- 
stitution in which the decision itself has been extracted. It is from Basu’s Consti- 
tution of India with a foreword by the hon’ble Dr. Ambedkar in which the parti- 
cular passage has been extracted. It is on page 853. ‘The power to legislate 
with-respect to the collection of rents includes the power to legislate with respect 
. to the remission of rents, as well as their collection or recovery”. Hence, a Provin- 

cial Legislature is competent to enact that decrees for rent are executable only in 
some particular manner”. 


There is a further decision after the Constitution namely, Parmananda versus 
Sankar, 1950 DLR (Cottack) 31, in which the position has been clarified thus: 
“There in no general express provision in the Constitution referring expressly to 
mortgages. But so important a subject as mortgages cou!d not have been left out of 
the Constitution and left as a residual subject. Mortgages of land. properly fall 
under entry 18 of the State List in so far as they are mortgages on land, though 
in certain respects, they include an element of transfer of property and of contract. 
Mortgages are properly to be classed not under the heading of “Contracts”, but as 
a special “Transactions ancillary to the entry on land”. Legislation expressly 
limited to the mortgage of agricultural land is wholly in the competence of the State 
Legislature”. - . a 
.. . There is a further case reported in 51, Calcutta Weekly Notes which bears 
on the identical question whether legislation undertaken with respect to land will 
conflict with the provisions of the Civil Procedure Code or any power to legislate 
and bring into force the provisions of the Indian Civil Procedure Code in the State. 
“The words in entry 18 are comprehensive enough to include the remedial as well 
as the procedural provisions concerning the release in respect of the several rights 
and liabilities enumerated in the entry. Of course, there is a separate entry for 
Civil Procedure but there, civil procedure is used in a general sense as the proce- 
dure applicable to litigation generally. It does not include a special law of procedure 
which is applicable only to a litigation regarding a special matter”. | submit, 
therefore, that though incidentally procedural Jaw may also be involved in an in- 
direct manner, this is primarily a relief in relation to land holding andvent. The 
manner in which the rights over land could be adjudicated and exercised is a matter 
that is peculiarly within the competence of the State Legislature. So far as 1 am 
able to see the position in the light of the authorities both under the Government of 
India Act 1935 and under the new Constitution, the mere fact that the procedural : 
law has been extended to the State from the Ist of April, 1951, affects only the law 
of procedure and in regard to other matters, namely, something that primarily affects 
land holding, rent, collection of rent, eviction from holdings, etc., which are direcily 
concerned with the juridical relationship of landlord and teaant, legislation, with that 
primary object, although it may also involve an element of procedure therein, is 
something that is within the competence of the State Legislature and would come 
within entry 18 of the Seventh Schedule.

PRESENTATION OF THE BUDGET FOR 1951-—~52 


Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): Sir, | rise to present to 

the House the Revised Estimate for the year 1950—5! and the Budget Estimate for 
the year 1951-52. This is the third Budget which I am privileged to present to 
this House. 
; 2. At the outset, I must refer to the irreparable loss which the nation has 
suffered by the death of Sardar Vallabhai Patel. We can hardly yet realise the 
magnitude of the blow which has fallen on the country. The heroic part which 
the Sardar played in the country’s struggle for freedom is now part of history. His 
monumental work in bringing abou: the integration of the Indian States and in welding 
them together as integral parts of the Indian Union, will remain for ever as one of 
the greatest achievements of all times. The Sardar was a staunch friend of the 
States, to whom we could always look up for advice and guidance in our difficult 
tasks. It is for us now to follow his foot-steps by dedicating ourselves sincerely and 
with whole-hearted devotion, to the fulfilment of the great task, which he set before 
himself, of acheving for our mother-land peace, strength and prosperity. 

The world today is passing through a most critical period. While the 
nations are still struggling to get over the terrible after-effects of the Second World 
War, a third World War, which might annihilate civilisation itself, is threatening 
to break out at any moment. It is a matter for genuiae pride to us in India that 
our Prime Minister is striving so hard to save. the world from such a terrible 
catastrophe and that his wise counsel and courageous leadership are acclaimed by 
all lovers of peace throughout the world. We hope and pray that his efforts will 
be crowned with success and that the world will enjoy enduring peace. 


Federal Financial Integration 
4. The budget which I am now presenting to the House is the second after 
federal financial integration. The sudden loss of our most important and elastic 
sources of revenue like customs, income-tax, etc., as a result of financial integration 
would have seriously upset our budgetary equilibrium, but for the guaranteed 
_Yeimbursement of our revenue gap and the grant of enhanced food subsidy by the 
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Centre. The computation of the net revenue gap payable annually to this State 
under the agreement of federal financial integration has been completed and is now 
awaiting the approval of the Government of {ndia. As a result, the State is expected 
to receive a sum of Rs. 307°57 lakhs for each of the first 3 years 1950—53, 
Rs. 282'24 lakhs for each of the next two years and thereafter amounts tapering 
down to Rs. 227°80 lakhs by the end of 1959-60. Details of the apportionment 
of the liabilities and assets between this Goverament and the Government of India 
and the sharing between them of the specific productive capital assets with the 
specific debts attached to them have also been worked out and are being finalised, 
It is expected that this question will be finally settled before the beginning of the 
next financial year. By this arrangement, the Government of India will take over 
the debt of Rs. 144°40 lakhs attached to the Quilon-Shencottah Railway, and of 
Rs. 70 lakhs raised by the Cochin Government for the Shoranur-Cochin Railway. 
Of the remaining public debt, they will take over the responsibility for liquidating 
about Rs. 60°00 to Rs. 62°00 lakhs. In the result, the State will pass on to the 
Centre with effect from the Ist April 1950 the responsibility for liquidating a total 
public debt of about Rs. 274 lakhs. Apart from these adjustments which are the 
direct result of fedral financial integration, the Government of India have also 
sanctioned substantial grants for “Grow More Food Schemes” and loans for financing 
Hydro-Electric and other schemes. 


‘Agency’ Departments 

5, For administrative reasons, the State has been managing some of the federal 
services on an agency basis even after financial integration. It is now proposed 
that the agency arrangement in respect of the Anchal Department should be 
terminated at the end of this financial year and that the Centre should take over 
the administration cirectly under its control, The consequential arrangement 
regarding Anchal Sayings Bank is still under negotiation. This change, we are as- 
‘sured, will not involve any curtailment of the extensive rural service now offered by 
»the Anchal Dep:rtmen‘. At the same time it is expected that the employees of the 
Anchal Department will derive the advantages of the higher scales of pay and better 
conditions of service enjoyed by the employees of the Post and Telegraph 

Department. . 


Food Subsidy 


6. The question of the price of food grains and the burden of subsidising 
their sales on the finances of the State, is causing the Government considerable 
anxiety. From the Ist October 1948 to the 31st March 1950- the Government of 
India were meeting 50 per cent of the loss incurred by this Government on the 
subsidised sale of imported rice. Before the scheme of food subsidy by the Centre 
was extended to the State, the issue price of rice from Government Depots was 
bout Rs. 21 per maund. -In October 1948 the issue price of rice was reduced to 
Rs. 19 per maund and from 20th November 1949 it was still further reduced to 
Rs. 16—15—3 per maund, (Le., to say Rs. 17—-12—9 per maund to the consumer) 
on the assurance of enhanced subsidy by the Centre at the rate of 75 per cent of the 
loss, as a result of federal financial integration, with effect from 1st April 1950. 
The Government of India have now decided to revise the scheme of food subsidy 
and to limit their commitments to subsidising the sale of food grains in a few select- 
ed urban and industrial centres in each State. If this scheme is strictly applied, we 
would not be eligible for any subsidy because there are no urban or industrial 
centres of the type selected in this State. However, recognising our peculiar position 
as a heavily deficit State in foodgrains, the Government of India have offered us a 
lump sum grant of Rs. 1‘5 crores in 1951, This offer, it accepted would throw on - 
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our finances a burden which it is not capable of bearing. Our total loss in 1951 
from the sale of imported rice, at the current price, will be about Rs. 5 crores. 
Deducting the lump sum grant of Rs. 1°5 crores offered by the Government of 
India, our share of this loss would be Rs. 3°5 crores, as against Rs. 1.25 crores un- 
der the existing scheme of food subsidy. This means that the State will have to 
bear an additional loss of about Rs. 2°25 crores. The Government of India have 
suggested that thiss ]oss could be made good by increasing the issue price of rice to 
the consumer from the present rate of Rs.) 17—-12—0 per maund to Rs. 20 per 
maund, But it may not be expedient to increase the price to any appreciable extent. 
We have, therefore, apprised the Government of India of our very difficult pasition 
and have made strong representations for the continuance of the system of food 
subsidy by the Centre at the rate of 75 per cent of our loss. It was represented 
that though small in extent, this State was earning about Rs. 30 to 40 crores worth 
of dollar and sterling annually by the export of valuable commercial crops like tea, 
pepper, cardamom, cashew, and products like coir and coir mattings, and minerals. 
The foreign exchange earned by the State is more than twice the amount required 
for the payment of all its needs of imported foodgrains. It was also pointed out 
that the Government of India were getting a large amount of revenue by taxing the 
export of commodities In which we have a virtual monopoly and that from the export 
duty on pepper alone they have realised Rs. 2°5 crores this year. As a result of the 
increase in the expert duty on pepper they may get about Rs. 4 crores next year. 
We feel that the Government of India are convinced that our case deserves special 
consideration and that they will grant us a much larger subsidy. The budget for 
the ensuing year is therefore, prepared making provision only for our normal share . 
of one-fourth of the Joss on the subsidised sale of foodgrains, 


Elections 


7. One other matter I would like to mention is the holding of the General 
Election under the new Constitution. It is proposed to conduct the election in 
November-December 1951. So far as this State is concerned, proposals for deli- 
mitation of constituencies are now under. exammation by the Election Commissioner 
of India and the decision of the President regarding the delimitation is expected 
shortly. Preliminary electoral rolls for the State have already been published as 
originally scheduled and the claims, and objections are being scrutinised by the 
Revising Authorities. It will be possible to publish the final electoral rolls in April 
or May, as soon as the proposals for delimitation are finalised, Other arrangements 
for conducting the election are making satisfactory progress. The Government of 
India have agreed to bear 50 percent of the extra expenditure, estimated at 
Rs. 9 lakhs, incurred by the State in connection with the preparation and printing 
of the electoral rolls and for the conduct of the General Election. 

With these introductory remarks [ shall now address myself to the final accounts 
of 1125 (74 months), then deal with the Revised Estimate for 1950—51 and finally 
place before you the Budget Estimate for 1951—52. 

Actuals for 1949—~50 (74 months) 


8. In the revised estimate for 1949—50, we anticipated a revenue receipt of 
Rs. 891-43 lakhs and an expenditure of Rs. 925°64 lakhs, resulting in a deficit of 
Rs. 34°21 lakhs. But as the financial year was of 74 months’ duration only, it was 
not possible to implement fully the expenditure programme according to plan. This 
. was also partly due to the various transitional changes in the working of the depart- 
ments on account of the integration of Travancore and Cochin. The expenditure 
was in consequence limited to Rs. 799°48 lakhs. At the same time, the intensive 
drive for the collection of revenue yielded satisfactory results, The total revenue 
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for the year was Rs. 924°00 lakhs as against Rs. 891°43 lakhs anticipated. The 


accounts for the year thus closed with a net surplus of Rs. !24'52 lakhs as against 
an anticipated deficit of Re, 34°21 lakhs. This enabled the Government to start 
the year 1950—51 with an opening cash balance of Rs. 300°19 lakhs while we had 
expected a balance of Rs, 125°47 lakhs only,

While framing the budget estimate of 1950—51 the ordinary revenue was estimated 
at Rs. 1400°16 lakhs. The estimate of ordinary revenue stands revised at 
Rs. 1432°33 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 32°17 lakhs. This is the net result of 
increases under some heads partly counter-balanced by decreases under some other 
heads. The details of the variations are given in the Budget Memorandum. 

shall, however, deal with a few of the important heads under which there have been 
marked variations and indicate the special circumstances which contributed to them. 

10. The most important item of increase is that under “Sales Tax” which is 
expected to yield an additional revenue of about Rs, 18°00 lakhs: Next come, . 

“Forests” with an anticipated i increase of about Rs. 7°00 lakhs, “Interest” about 
Rs, 7°00 lakhs, “Police” (Vehicle Tax) about Rs. 5°00 lakhs and “Electricity” about, 
Rs. 26°50 lakhs, The increase in Electricity receipts is due not orily to better 
collections but also’ to the revised system of accounting, by which the interest 
charges on Capital Schemes which have not yet begun to yield revenue are added to, 
Capital outlay, instead of being debited to ‘Working Expenses’ as htherto. - 

Ul substantial increase in revenue is anticipated from Minor Departments. 
Receipts from mineral factories, including royalty, have made a major contribution 
to the increase under this head. From the Transport Department, an imcrease in 
revenue is anticipated mainly due to the opening of new lines, in spite of the 
increase in the working expenses owing to high prices of the rolling stock, spare parts, 
petrol and oils, tyres, etc. In the Miscellaneous Departments also, slight i increases 
are anticipated. 

On the expenditure side, the most notable item of increase is under food 
cubs. In the year 1950 the State was allotted a quota of 3,00,000 tons of food 
grains from outside sources. It was expected that in comformity with the policy of 
the Government of Indiato limit the purchase of food grains from overseas, the 
bull ofthe supplies to the State would be made from internal sources and that the 

local procurement prices would be less than the landed cost of imported grains. 

e, therefore, did not anticipate any large expenditure by way of food subsidy and 
80 a provision of only Rs. 25 lakhs was made, to meet any unforeseen contingency. 
However, contrary to all expectations the price of internally procured price supplied 
to the State from U. P. was considerably higher than that of imported rice. . In the 
result, the-net loss.on food subsidy in 1950-51 is Rs. 130 lakhs, after setting off. 


va 
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Rs, 25 lakhs as the profit from the sale of locally procured rice. A yevised provision 
of Rs. 130 lakhs under food subsidy is accordingly made in the budget for 1950-51. 
We have also made representations to the Government of India that as the price 
of internally produced rice was very high we are entitled to get the subsidy at 
75 per cent of the loss on its sale also. ‘The matter is still under negotiation. 


13. These increases have been to a great extent counter-balanced by decreases 
in expenditure under several heads such as Excise, Salt, Police, Medical, Public 
Health, Food production and Post-war-Reconstruction Schemes. The lump sum 
provisions made in the budget for the reorganisation of the several departments, 
could not be fully utilised and this accounts forthe savings under many heads. 
Further, the programme of expenditure under the food Production Department, the 
Village Uplift Department, and Post-war Reconstruction Schemes, has not made 
appreciable headway according to original plans. 


14. Under Debt Heads, the revised estimate anticipates a net receipt of 
Rs. 260°94 lakhs against Rs. 145°03 lakhs anticipated in the budget estimate. 


_ «5s, The total savings expected on account of the various factors will result in 
an increase of our cash balance to Rs. 317°75 lakhs. 


16. The hon'’ble Members will be able to see from the above that our adverse 
cash position in the beginning of the year 1 949—50 has changed as a resul: of better 
revenue yields and well-controlled expenditure programmes. This has led to a 
very encouraging cash position. The heavy overdraft accommodation, which we 
were obliged to obtain from our bankers, has been completely liquidated, leaving a 
comfortable cash balance with the banks and treasuries, thus enabling the Govern- 
ment to meet their requirements, including heavy payments. towards foodgrains 
without difficulty. An amount of Rs. 2 crores is, however, due to the Government 
of India towards purchase of foodgrains made before integration and I am now ina: 
' position to say that the amounts due to this Government for the current year as our 
share of the receipts from the Cochin Harbour, Match Excise, and balance of 
guaranteed reimbursement towards budget gap for 1950--51, will be suTicient to 
clear about Rs. 150 lakhs of this debt. 


Budget Estimate for 1951—52 


17. I now turn to the Budget Estimate for the year 1951—52. Before enter- 
ing into the details I consider it necessary to acquaint the House with a very 
_ important change that has been made in the preparation of the Budget. As a 
necessary corollary to the mtegration of their finances with the Centre, Part ‘B’ 
States are required to prepare their Budgets on the model of the Budgets of the 
Government of India and Part ‘A’ States. This change has necessitated the ye- 
grouping of several Minor Heads under the appropriate new Major Heads of account 
.and consequently, we are obliged to prepare the Budget Estimate for the next year 
separately, without the corresponding actuals for the last completed year and the 
Revised Estimate for the current year. But for statistical purposes, @ subsidiary 
stafement showing the actuals for 1949—-50 and the Budget and Revised Estimate 
for 1950—51, has also been prepared and is presented along with the Budget for 
the next year. This new procedure may cause some initial difficulty ‘to the 
hon’blé Members. The Explanatory Memorandum distributed along with the 
Budget will, I hope, help the hon’ble Members to follow the detailed figures as now _ 


presented.

Salient features of the Budget 

19. It isusual to compare the estimate for the coming year under important 
heads with the rivised estimate for the current year and to give brief explanation for 
the variations. But | do not propose to do so this time because, as already stated, 
the major and minor heads of revenue and expenditure have been recast in accord~ 
ance with the revised bu lget classifications and so there is no basis for comparing 
the figures for the ensuing year with those of the current and previous years, 
I shall, however, detail the salient features of the budget for the coming year. 


Changes in the Tax Structure 

20. _ In my speech introducing the Budget for the current year, I state that 
the question of imposing a uniform ! system of land tax in Travancore and Cochin 
had been referred to the Land Committee. Government have decided to extend. the 
scheme of basic tax on land to the Cochin area also. As a result of the intensified 
collection of arrears the additional revenue expected from Kandukrishi lands and the 
lease of lands for Grow-more-food in the Devicolam and Peermade Taluks, an 
increase of about Rs. 10 lakhs under Land Revenue is anticipated during the ~ 
coming year. 

It is not proposed to impose ary new tax during the year. A slight in- 
crease of [24 per cent. on the existing rate of duty on country errack is, however, 
proposed. This measure is expected to yield a revenue of about Rs. 2 lakhs. 

Additional Revenue from Existing Sources 

22. (i) Income-tax (Agricultural Income-tax). 

Against an estimate of Rs. 62°5 lakhs anticipated this year, it is expected that 
about Rs. 30 lakhs only will be actually collected, due to the delay in  bifurcating 
the composite files dealing with both Income-tax and Agricultural Income-tax bet- 
ween the Central Income-tax authorities and State Departments. It is expected that 
including the arrears for this year, the Revenue under this head for the next year will 


stand at Rs. 70 lakhs. 
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(ii) Forest.-An increase of as much as Rs. 27 lakhs under Forests over the 
revised estimate for current year is due to the expectation of better sales and 
satisfactory fulfilment of contracts with the Government of India for the supply 
of timber and soft wood. The actuals for the completed months justify this 
anticipation. . _ . 

(iii) Other taxes and duties—Under this head ‘Sales Tax’ is expected to yield 
an additional revenue of about Rs. 48 lakhs. Though this tax was introduced 
only about 2 years ago, according to the current rate of collection and the results of 
the completed months of the current year, the increase of revenue anticipated is not 
excessive. 

Sales tax, which is one of ihe few elastic sources of revenue left to the State, 3 
aow the mainstay of our public finance. In administering this tax the Government 
are very anxious to protect the cost of living of the poorer sections of the people 
and for this purpose, articles of common necessity like foodgrains, vegetables, fresh 
milk, fresh fish and eggs used for domestic consumption, firewood, kerosene, medi- 
cines dispensed by registered practitioners to their patients in their own dispensaries, 
etc., are totally exempt from sales tax. The sales tax collected by dealers has been 
recently excluded from the turn-over for the purpose of assessment. Government 
have urder consideration a proposal for the re-orientation of the Sales Tax Act in 
the light of the experience gained by its administration during the last two years, 
There are, however, several complicated issues of a legal and constitutional nature 
like the interpretation to be placed upon Article 286 (1) and (2) of the Constitution 
and the essential articles to be exempted under Article 286 (3) which have to be 
settled before a comprehensive enactment modifying the present Sales Tax Act could 
be introduced. 

(iv) Education.—Under Education, an increase of about Rs. 13 lakhs is anti- 
cipated mainly on account of receipts under “Text Books” now brought under this 
head due to the change in the accounting procedure adverted to, consequent on the 
new budgeting procedure. . 

(v) Industries and Supplies.—This is another important item where an in- 
crease of reyenuz js anticipated mainly due to the receipts from the Minerals Con 
cerns and some of the Government-owned Industr'es. It is expected that the receipts 
from the Travancore Minerals Concerns will show an increase of about Rs. 9 lakhs 
over the revised estimate for the current year. 

(vt) Civil Works,—The increase under Civil works is due to the transfer of 
the Reserve Fund for P. W. D. original works under “Debt Heads” and appropria- 
tion of the sum of Rs. 38°7 lakhs standing to its credit to the Consolidated Fund, as 
the purpose for which the Fund was created has ceased to exist and it cannot there- 
fore be further operated upon. oO 

(vii) Miscellaneous—The receip's from investments in shares m industrial 
concerns are now shown under this head. It is gratifying to note that some of our 
important industrial concerns have begun to declare dividends. The Travancore 
Cements have declared a-dividend of 5 per cent and the Fertilisers & Chemicals, 
Travancore Ltd., and the Aluminium Industries Ltd., are also expected to declare 
dividends. 

(viii) These increases in revenue are off-set by decrease under “Debt 
Services Interest” to the extent of Rs. 40 lakhs, mainly due to the uew procedure of 
accounting by which the receipts under “Interest’’ from Government commercial 
concems are taken as reduction on the expenditure side under “Interest” and not as 
receipt under interest as hitherto. ; 

(xi) Transport.—The net receipts from Transport are estimated at Rs. 15 
lakhs against the net receipt of Rs, 20 lakhs in the revised estimate for the current 
year. This is due to the fact that the maintencane expenditure of Rs. 10 lakhs in 
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respect of the nationalised bus routes is proposed to be debited to ‘Transport Work- 
ing Expenses” instead of to “Civil Works’’. 

Revenue Expenditure 

23, Tuming to the expenditure side, provision has been made only for those 

items of new expenditure which are unavoidable and_ are likely to be immediately 
vemunerative. The expenditure on account of travelling allowance and contingen- 
cies has also been scrutinised with great care and very substantial cuts have been 
made. ; 
24, Im this connection the House will be interested to know that out of the 
gross expenditure of Rs. 1,491°32 lakhs provided in the Budget, nearly 20 per cent, 
or Rs. 268°48 Jakhs is in respect of obligatory expenditure like interest, 
pensicns, fixed contribution to Devaswams and Sreepandaravagai Fund allowances 
to members of the Ruling Families of Travancore and Cochin, and Sinking Fund 
‘Investments. In addition a sum of Rs. 9°45 lakhs is charged to the revenue for 
payment of allowances to the Rajpramukh, the Speaker and Deputy Speaker of the 
Assembly, and Salaries to the Judges of the High Court and Members of the Public 
Service Commission, The expenditure covered by standing sanctions for the 
payment of salaries and allowances to officers of Government and expenditure 
under T.A. and Contingencies accounts for another Rs. 5 crores nearly. These 
items are not capable of reduction to any appreciable extent and have te be met 
in-any case. The total of the obligatory charged and sanctioned - expenditure is 
about Rs. 8 crores which leaves only about Rs. 7 crores for nation-building activities. 
It is with this background that the budget estimate for the coming year has to be 
considered, 

With these preliminary remarks, I shall‘now pass on to the detailed analysis of 
the important items of expenditure. 

In respect of expenditure on existing services in administrative depart- 
ments, including law and order, no special allotments have been made. In view, 
however, of the transfer of Military to the Centre, the police force required for 
internal security has to be strengthened. A lump sum provision of Rs. 5 lakhs 
has been made for this purpose. 


Development Schemes 
FOOD SUPPLIES AND GROW MORE FOOD. . 


26. The most anixioug problem which ‘the Government have to face is that 
of providing adequate supplies of food to. the people at reasonable prices. In 
‘normal years the State is deficit in its food production by about 50 per cent. of its 
requirements atid during this year the food shortage was accentuated by natural 
calamities like the failure of the monsoon and the breaching of the bunds in the 
‘Kuttanad reclamation areas. The food situation in the coming year is expected to 
be very dificult, For the year 1951 we have been allotted 325,000 tons of food 
grains as against our over-all requirement of about 478,000 tons. On account 
of the difficult foad position in the country as a whole, the over-all ration throughout 
the Union has been reduced by 25 per cent. and fixed at 9 oz. per adult. Accord- 
ingly the composition of the ration in the State has been fixed at 7 oz. rice and 2 
oz. wheat and other grains, We have made strong representations to the Centre 
to’allot more food grains to the State, but there is no immediate prospect of secur 
ing additional supplies. It is hoped that the stock position inthe Union may 
improve after April and we are assured that our request for more foodgrains will 
then be favourably considered. In the meantime, Government are endeavouring 
their utmost to augment the production of food in the country, | 
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27. The various “Grow More Food Schemes" which we have undertaken are 
‘progressing satisfactorily and have begun to yield good results. The reclamation 
of land for extensive cul:ivation, the hamessing of the rivers for irrigation purposes 
and the application of improved metheds of agriculture, are some of the main items 
in our Grow More Food programme. By means of Lift Irrigation schemes we 
have already succeeded in converting vast areas of single-crop lands into double crop 
lands. The total provision for food production schemes in the budget for 1951~52 
is well over Rs. 1°5 crores. This includes Rs. 4°65 lakhs for the Vandanmettu 
Land.Reclamation Scheme, Rs. 10 lakhs for the Neyyar Project, Rs. 15 lakhs for — 
the Vembanad Tidal Bund -and Spillway, Rs. 38°05 lakhs for minor irrigation 
works, Rs. 29°26 lakhs for intensive manuring, Rs. 6°13 lakhs for Punja cultivation ,- 
Rs. 7°53 lakhs for extension of electric lines to the Kuttanad and kole areas, and 
Rs. 4 lakhs for well-sinking and tank improvement schemes. 


Education 


28. In the field of education this State has always been ahead of the rest of 
India and we are maintaining steady progress in increasing the educational facilities 
available to the people. The Education Budget provides for Rs. 331-95 lakhs for 
ordinary expenditure besides Rs. 9 lakhs for construction ef buildings under 
P.W.D., making a total of about Rs. 341 lakhs, which is nearly 25 per cent of the 
total revenue of the State. This includes provision for the extension of Compulsory 
Primary Education to two more taluks, namely, Shencottah and Chittoor, organisa~ 
tion of basic education at Cherpu, introduction of Mathematics and Economies 
Honours Courses in the Maharaja’s College, Ernakulam, revival of the Training 
College at Trichur and implementing the scheme relating to private Secondary 
Schools. A provision of Rs. 5 lakhs has been made for the opening of a Poly~ 
technic Institute in the State. . 

29. Government have also fixed a block grant of Rs. 25 lakhs for the Univer- 
sity against Rs. 21 lakhs for the current year. 

30. The library movement is steadily becoming. more and more popular with 
the help of liberal grants made by the Government to rural htbraries whose control 
and supervision are being allowed gradually to pass into the hands-of popular and 
democratic bodies, like the Travancore-Cochin Library Association. The Adult 
Education Scheme is also progressing satisfactorily and an adult education centre 
was recently opened in Trivandrum. 


Medical and Public Health 


31. The Government are fully alive to their primary duty of providing medi- 
cal relief to the people, and increasing provision is being made in the budget, year 
after vear, for carrying out measures for protecting the health of the people, and for 
preventing the out-break of epidemics. In the Budget for 1948-49 a provision of 
Rs. 82°82 lakhs was made for the Medical and Public Health Departments, This 
was increased to Rs. 119°71] lakhs in 1950-51 and for the next year the expenditure 
is fixed at Rs. 135°24 lakhs, . 

32. At the beginning of the current financial year the total number of medical 
institutions in the State was 190. Seven new dispensaries were opened since and 
two more dispensaries will be opened shortly at Parakadavu and Samboorvadakara, 
A provision of Rs. | lakh is made in the next year’s budget for new dispensaries. 
An expenditure of Rs. 3 lakhs in addition to the provision of nearly Rs. 1! lakhs 
was incurred during the current year for improving the diet given to patients, . For- 
merly there was no provision for giving diet to in-patients in the dispensaries in 
Travancore area. It has now been decided to supply rice at the rate of 10 oz, per 
day to the in-patients {ree of charge, the arrangements for cooking being ‘made by 
the patients themselves; This arrangement will afford great relief to the poor patients 
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in our dispensaries. The lump sum provision of Rs. 10 lakhs in the Medical Budget 
for this year has also been made use of for supplying more medicines and surgica 
and other irstruments to the hospitals and for carrying out urgent works of repairs 
and maintenance to buildings which were being neglected for want of adequate 
unds, 

33. Anew spacious and well-furnished Pay-ward has been opened in the 
General Hospital, Trivandrum, An up-to-date building for the Ophthalmic Hospital 
at Trivandrum is nearing completion. It is expected that the Avittam Thirunal 
Hospital at Olloor, will be completed before the -end of next year. A new women 
and Children’s Hospital will be opened shortly at Alleppey and extensive additions 
costing ahout Rs. 2 lakhs will be made to the Hospital at Trichur. 


Tuberculosis Control . 

34. B.C. G. Vaccination Work.—We have made great strides in the anti- 
tuberculosis campaign. B.C. G, Vaccination work was started in Nagercoil Muni- 
cipal Town and suburbs in July 1942. It was extended later to Trivandrum, 
Qui'on, Mattancherry, Kottayam, Alwaye, Changanacherry and Pulinkunnu. There 
are 6 teams working at present. Special arrangements have alto been made to 
enable the public to get vaccinated at the Public Health Laboratory at Tri- 
vandrum. 

35. T.B. Clinic, Trivandrum.—An up-to-date T. B. Clinic will be established 
in Trivandrum with the generous assistance of the World Health Organisation 
authorities, who have consented to supply, free of cost, equipment worth more than 
Rs. 6 to 7 lakhs. This Clinic will serve as a demonstration and training centre. 
The Foreign personnel has already arrived and the Clinic will start functioning 
immediately. 

36. T.B. Sanatorium.—The construction of the T. B. Sanatorium at Mula- 
kunnathukavu and the T. B. Clinic at Palluruthy “has been completed and they 
began to admit patients early in October 1950. The Mulakunnathukavu Sanatorium, 
which is constructed and equipped on the most modern lines, will provide accom- 
modation for 150 patients and has facilities for adequate expansion in future. 
Government have already spent about Rs. 10 lakhs on the construction of this 
Sanatorium and the estimated cost of the works remaining to be done is about 
Rs. 9 lakhs. A provision of Rs. | lakh is included in the budget for next year, 


Public Health 

37. Maternity and Child Welfare-—The scope of midwifery service in the 
State is being increased steadily from year to year by establishing midwifery centres 
in the rural areas. At the time of the last budget session in March 1950, there 
were 174 such centres functioning. During this year five more centres have been 
started, The main difficulty which is felt in the more rapid expansion of this service 
is the lack trained personnel, A class for training midwives to meet the immediate 
needs of the Medical, Public Health and Village Uplift. Departments has been 
completed during this year and obout 55 duly qualified candidates will be available 
for appointinent as midwives in the Public Health and Village Uplift Centres, 
Additional centres will be opened immediately. Jtis proposed to place a trained 
Lady Doctor in charge of the entire work, assisted by tramed Health Visitors in 
different parts of the State. Arrarngements have already been made to get a suitable 
‘candidate trained for the work at the Medical College, Culcutta, during the next 
session, 

38. Rural Water Supplies. This scheme which was started in 1947 has, as 
its main. object, the sinking of wells in the rural areas to provide drinking water to 


the population, Till April 1950, 140 wells were sunk at a cost of Rs, 2°3 lakhs and

13 more wells at a cost of Rs. 27,000 have since been constructed. A Public Health 
engineer, specially trained in the All India Institute of Hygiene and Public Health 
is now attending to the scheme of sinking of wells, . 

39. Milk Distribution. —The scheme for the free distribution of milk to under 
nurished children and expectant mothers which was practically stopped from April 
1950 due to want of supplies, was revived from August last year with the help of a 
free gift of nearly 43 lakhs of pounds of milk powder by the UNICEF. At present 
205 free milk distribution centres are functioning, including the five major hospitals 
of Trivandrum,, Quilon, Alleppey, Kottayam and Ernakulam and the Ayurvedic 
Hospital, Trivandrum. The scheme was extended te the primary schools also and 
100 schools in Travancore and 50 in Cochin are now getting the benefit of free 
distribution of milk. Arrangements have been made to extend the benefit of the 
scheme to 300 primary schools and 7 nursery schools. The generous assistance of 
the UNICEF has come to us ata time when, on account of the scarcity of food 
grains, we are in great difficulties about maintaining the health standards of our people, 
particularly the undernurished children and | take this opportunity toconveyto them 
the sincere appreciation of this Government for their timely help. 

40. Malaria Control.—In the budget of 1950—~51 a scheme costing of Rs.-34 
lakhs per annum was sanctioned by Government for starting State-wide Malaria 
control measures. Asa result a general fall in the incidence of this disease has 
been ubserved in the State as a whole. It is hoped that very soon this scourge will be 
brought under complete control and wiped out. A provision of Rs. 3°66 lakhs is 
made in the budget for the next year for the prevention of epedemics like Malaria, 
Plague and Cholera. 

41,  Filariasis Control —In the budget for the current year there is a provision 
of Rs. 1,32,000 to continue the filariasis control measures in Shertallai and Ambala- 
puzha taluks and to extend the work to paris of Karthigapally taluk where the 
incidence of this disease is fouud to be very high. A scheme for filariasis control, 
in collaboration with the Indian Council of Medical Research has been sanctioned 
and a provision of Rs. 20,000 is made for the purpose. 

42, Cholera—There was a serious and widespread epidemic of cholera in 
several parts of the State, particularly in South Travancere, Shencottah, Knttanad 
and Chittur taluks. The Public Health Department took prompt measures to bring 
the epidemic under control by means of mass vaccination and about 3 lakhs of 
people were protected. As a result, the incidence of the epidemic in this State was 
very low. The epidemic is now under control in the State and the-protective 
measures are being continued to prevent a fresh outbreak. 


43. Leprosy.—A sum of Rs. 0°73 lakhs has been provided for the survey and 
treatment of leprosy. _. 

_ 44. Rural Sanitation.—It is also proposed to take up during the next year a 
scheme for the mass construction of latrines in rural areas. The Public Health 
Engineer is preparing the designs for various types of latrines suitable for the dif- 
ferent types of soil. An intensive drive for construction of Sanitary latrines in rural 
areas will be organised next year and advice and assistance given to house owners, 
A provision of Rs. 70,000 is made in the next year's budget for the purpose. 


Medical College 


45, The construction of the Medical College building was started in January 
1950 and is progressing ahead of schedule. The estimated cost of the whole scheme 
is Rs. 54 lakhs. It is hoped” that the construction of the building could be com- 
pleted and the College opened this. year. A sum of Rs. 25 Jakhs is included in the 
Budget for the Medical College. 
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. Ayurveda 

46, A faculty of Ayurveda is proposed to be established under the Travancore 
University. A provision of Rs. 2 lakhs has been made in the Budget for 1951-52 for 
starting a degree course in the Ayurveda College. Government consider it necessary 
to extend the activities of the Ayurveda Pharmacies and new pharmacies will be 
opened in important centresin the State. Provision has also been made in the 
Budget for giving grants-in-aid to new private dispensaries,. and for increasing the 
grants to existing ones. 


Public Works Department 

47, The Budget for the next year provides for Rs, 202 lakhs for expenditure 
under Public Works against Rs. 164 lakhs in the revised budget for the currentyear. 
The maintenance of National Highways is the responsibility of the Government of 
India according to the terms of federal financial integration. We have decided to 
provide dustless surfacing to the remaining District roads. A special fund for this 
scheme has been created and a sum of Rs. 14°47 lakhs is provided for this purpose 
in the next year’s budget. Though it means large initial capital expenditure, it 
will substantially curtail the maintenance expenditure for the coming years besides 
providing better facilities for communication immediately. 

A new scheme consisting of two 5 year plans has been sanctioned for the 
development of village roads. Survey has already been conducted and new plans 
and blue prints are ready for a few taluks. A “ Village Road Development Fund”: 
has been constituted during the current year with a nucleus of Rs. 4 lakhs and a 
provision of Rs.. 10 lakhs has been made for the ensuing year. There is provision 
for such works in the Village Uplift Department also. 

49, The rural Water Supply Schemes to Cape, and several villages in the south 
have already been taken up in addition to the Water Supply Schemes at Muttom 
and other Centres, which are being continued. The investigation for supply of 
Alwaye water to Vypeen Pallippuram via Vadakkekara is in progress. Provision 
has also been made to complete the works previously financed from the Canal and 
Road Development Fund. 

Veterinary.—With a view to salvaging dry cows and improving the stock 
and breed, a Pilot Key Village Scheme will be started with a subsidy from the 
Indian Council of Agricultural Research. Provision has also been made. for a 
scheme for improving poultry farming. o# 


Industries 

51. Tam glad to announce that almost all the State-sponsored industrial con- 
cerns have already turned the corner. They have registered considerable progress 
during the year and are slowly beginning to earn profits. Insufficient finance for 
full capital commitments, caused by increases in the price of building materials and 
machinery, had arrested the progress of some of these concerns for some time. But 
the timely and liberal help rendered by Government in deserving cases enabled 
them to push on with their programme. The most outstanding results are those of 
the Travancore Cements Ltd,, the Fertilisers and Chemicals Travancore Lid., the 
ravancore Rayons Ltd., the Aluminium Industries Ltd., the Alagappa Textiles 
Lid., and the Balarama Varma Textiles. A new textile mill, the Asok Textiles, has 
started working in Alwaye and proposals are under consideration for expanding 
production in other cotton mills in the area. The Jamna thread mills, Koratti 
Angadi, is expected to be ready for the production of sewing thread before the 

end of 1951. - 
52, A Caustic Soda plant is being put up at Alwaye, while the building of the 
Rare Earths Factory has already started. Arrangements are also progressing for 
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putting up an Electric Meter Factory, while negotiations are going on with a promi- 
nent Firm of American manufacturers to set up a tyre. factory in the State. The 
present state of Rubber Plantation industry is a convincing proof of the need for 
setting up a plant in the State ta consume the rubber produced in the State. 

The reorganisation and development of the Government-owned Industrial 
concerns are also engaging the attention of Government. The Travancore Rubber 
Works which was taken over under Government management last year is working 
satisfactorily, The question of expanding and reorganising the production of ply- 
wood and Corarnies | in the State, is being considered. Government have acquired 
the Associated Mineral Concern at Chavara, with a view to running it along with 

the Travancore Minerals Concerns under the same management. The Travancore 
’ Minerals Concerns which was acquired by Government in 1949 has yielded satis- 
factory results and it is hoped that the addition of the new concern will substantially 
enhance our profits. Action is also being taken to reorganise the Shark Liver Oil 
factory on a commercial basis. 

54. Lemon Grass Breeding. —The State produzes nearly 80 per cent of the 
world’s supply of lemon grass oil. A scheme of research was started this year for 
genctical experiments to evolve a superior variety of grass which will have a higher 
citral content. An experimental Lemon Grass breeding centre and Pilot-plant are 
also contemplated. 


Labour . 

55. The labour situation was satisfactory during the year. There were some 
strikes and lock-outs in some of the big factories, but with the constitution and 
regular functioning of the three Industrial Tribunals, labour disputes are being 
amicably settled. It is also a matter of satisfaction that most of the industrial 
concerns have agreed to participate in our housing scheme for Industrial labour and 
to contribute their share to supplement the interest-free loans proposed to be given 
by Government. 


Cottage Industries 

56. In my last speech, I had referred to the constitution of the Cottage 
Industries Committee under the Chairmanship of Dr. P. J. Thomas for exploring 
the possibilities of developing the existing and potential cottage industries in the 
State. That Committee has conducted a comprehensive survey and the data collected 
are being consolidated. Meanwhile they have submitted an interim report outlining 
the more imporiant measures to be undertaken. This report is now under the 
consideration of Government. The constitution of a Cottage Industries Board, the 
organisation of a Central Cottage Industries Research Centre and the starting of a 
Polytechnic are some of the important recommendations of the Committee. We 
have included a lump sum of Rs. 11 lakhs in the next year’s budget for implemen- 
ting the main proposals of the Committee and we hope to make substantial progress 
in this direction next year. 


Advancement of Backward Communities 
57. The amelioration of the condition of Backward Communities is receiving 
the special attention of the Government. We have been making progressively liberal 
provision of funds for the Uplift Backward Communities as may be seen from the 
following figures.

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58. With a view to accelerating the educational progress of the hack. 
ward classes, anew system of giving financial aid to students for the purchase 
of school requisites has been introduced. Accordingly students of the Middle 
School classes are given Rs. 25 each and those in the High School classes 
Rs. 40 each. Nearly 8,000 students were benefited by this scheme which _ has 
cost the Government over Rs. 3 lakhs. College students. are either provided 
with free boarding and lodging or are given stipends at the rate of Rs. 45 per 
month besizes the cost of books and other accessories. 

The House Construction Scheme for the Backward classes.which was 
started during the preceding year is progressing steadily. A total number of 285 
houses costing Rs. 71,250 has been already constructed and families have settled in 
all of them. The construction of 435 houses has since been sanctioned and the 
work is in progress. 

The provision made for the next year includes a sum of Rs, 3 lakhs for 
working out'a ten year plan for the advancement of Backward Communities, 
Rs, 30,000 for welfare work among the Hill Tribes and Rs. 5°75 lakhs for other 


ameliorative measures. : 


: Department of Co-operation 

61. Coir-Industry—The bulk of the coastal population of the State is de- 
pendent for their livelihood mainly on the coir industry. But this industry has never 
been able to provide full-time employment to those who are engaged in it. Govern- 
ment have sponsored a Coir Scheme to organise the industry on a co-operative basis. 
A Coir Special Officer with adequate executive and ministerial staff has been 
appointed. Government have ear-marked a sum of Rs. | lakh for working the 
scheme during this financial year. Twenty such co-operative societies have already 
started work and their progress is watched with keen interest. Steps are being taken 
for starting a Central Coir Marketing Society with Alleppey as head-quarters. 
Government wish to help these societies with an initial grant of Rs. 2,000 each in 
the first year and Rs. 1,C00 in the second year to put them on their feet. A pro- 
vision of Rs, 10 lakhs has been made for this purpose and a further sum of 
Rs. 50,000 for organisational,expenses, 

62. Co-operative Milk Supply.—To provide pure, unadulterated milk to the 
urban population of the State, a milk supply scheme has been launched and it is 
under way. There is a Milk Supply Centre at Trivandrum with five primary feeder 
societies. The centre supplies milk to 600 consumers in the City, the quantity of 
milk distributed daily beg now more than 1,500 pounds. 

63. Housing,—Government have embarked on a scheme of house construction 
spread over a period of years. in order to provide houses for industrial’ and agri- 
cultural labourers, fisher-folk, municipal menials and other homeless people. 
Considerable progress has been achieved and the scheme is pursued with enthusiasm 
and determination, A Housing. Board has been constituted to deal with the 
problem in a systematic manner. The number of houses constructed till now is 
181 and they are located in selected centres in different parts of the State. 


a Village Unions and Panchayats ; 

_ 64. The Villege Unions and Panchayats have an important role in the 
realisation of “Grama-Swaraj.” In this State there are at present 198 Village 
Unions, 107 Panchayats, 91 Village Uplift Centres and 64 Rural Reconstruction 
Centres. All these institutions have now been brought into the fold of a single 
department, viz., the Panchayat Department. With a view to reconsituting the 
Village Unions and Panchayats a new Panchayat Act has been enacted. For the next 
_ financial year, an aggregate provision of Rs. 45°66 lakhs is. included out of 
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which a sum of Rs. 37°25 lakhs is exclusively earmarked for works and 
contributions to the Village Panchayat and Unions. As a corollary to the 
enactment of the Village Panchayat Act, a general Panchayat election will have to be 
held next year and a provision amounting to Rs. 3 lakhs is made in the Budget for 
the printing and supply of Panchayat Electoral rolls. 
Capital Expenditure 

65. The budget for the coming year provides for a capital expenditure of 
Rs. 664°27 lakhs. Among the important items included in our capital prograrnme 
would mention Rs. 267'16 lakhs on Electricity Schemes, Rs. 76°76 lakhs for the 
construction of Irrigation, Navigation, Embankment and Drainage Works and 
Rs. 23°22 lakhs for industrial development. It is noteworthy that the whole of 
this expenditure is proposed to be met from current revenues and receipts from debt 
heads. There is no proposal-to raise any public loans or to resort to open 
market operations to finance -capital undertakings. The capital programme 
mentioned above does not include other works of a capital nature involving large 
expenditure like the Perunchani Dam, the Vadakkancheri River Valley Scheme, the 
Neyyar Project and the Vembanad Tidal Bund and Spillway Schemes which are 
treated as Grow More Food Schemes and are financed entirely from current 
revenues and from accumulated funds. 

Electricity Department 


66. The Electricity Department has made considerable progress during the - 
year. Itis the policy of the Government that before long our villages must be 
provided with electric lights and power supply to an extent sufficient to ensure the 
development of all the cottage and other industries. We have already extended 
power supply for de-watering and lift irrigation to various centres, to aid the food- 
production drive. 

67. The capital programme under Electricity for the next year provides for 
an expenditure of Rs. 267°16 lakhs. 

68. The Sengulam Project is expected to be put into commission before the 
end of this year and the construction of the Madapatty Dam also is progressing 
satisfactorily. The execution of the multi-purpose scheme at Peringalkuthu will be 
accelerated during the next year-. With the completion of these new schemes, our 
programme to supply adequate power to all the industrial concerns in the State 
and also to extend power supply to villages all over the State could be fully imple- 
mented. From the financial pomt of view, the electrical schemes are expected to 
yield a net revenue of about half a crore of rupees in the course of two years. 


Transport Department 


69. An expenditure of about Rs. 18 lakhs is provided under capital for the 
Transport Department next year in addition to about Rs. 8 lakhs from the deprecia- 
tion fund. The departmental workshop is nearing completion and with this 
additional facility, it will be possible to maintain our rolling stock properly in 

ture. 

70. The most important change made in the working of this Department is 
the transfer to this Department of the responsibility for maintaining nationalised 
routes, for which a provision of Rs. 10 lakhs has been made in the budget. 1 hope 
the hon’ble Members would recognise that this is a legitimate charge on the Trans- 
port Department on account of the savings under wear and tear of tyres and rolling 
stock, whizh that Department will be able to secure by the outlay on roads. This 
Department has made all-round progress and the re-organisation of the staff is now 
engaging the attention of Government. 
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Reorganisation and integration of services 

71. Government realise the vital importance of a contended and efficient civil 
service. They have already granted to the permanent staff in the lower grade a pay 
of Re. 20 and a dearness allowance of Rs.20. The scale of pay of Rs. 25-1-30 will 
be replaced by. Rs. 30-3-45. Certain concessions like leave and holidays now 
available only to officers in the permanent establishments will be extended to those 
in non-permanent establishments also. It is also proposed to give the salary scales 
fixed in the reorganisation scheme with effect from Ist April 1951. Thereafter the 
question of rationalising the pay scales with a view to removing anomalies will receive 
the ‘due consideration of Government, . 


; Contingency Fund 
72. A Contingency Fund was established in the course of this financial year 
for the purpose of meeting unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure of an urgent 
character for which no provision ig made in the Budget. As the rules for the with- 


drawal of moneys from the Fund have not been finalised. no advances were made 
from it. . 


Public Debt 

73. The total outstanding public debt at the close of this financial year is 
Rs. 795°98 lakhs. Out of this the Government of India will take over the respon- 
sibility for liquidating a total debt of Rs. 130 lakhs in accordance with the agreement 
of federal financial integration. Our remaining public debt is only Rs. 665°98 lakhs 
which works out to about 45 per cent of our annual revenue. There is already a 
balance of Rs. 173°25 lakhs in the Sinking Fund Investment Account and a provi- 
sion of Rs. 92°17 lakhs has been included in the next year’s budget for investment 
under this head. Our 3 per cent. loan of Rs. 3 crores will mature for repayment 
between 1952 and 1954. The provision under Sinking Fund Investment Account 
will be sufficient to discharge this liability at the appropriate time. On the whole 
our debt position is quite sound. 


Ways and Means 

74. The accounts for the year ended 31st March 1950 closed with a cash 
balance of Rs. 303° 19 lakhs. Transactions of the Government in the current year 
under revenue, debt and capital accounts together are expected to result in a net 
addition of Rs. 17°56 lakhs. Thus, the current year will close with a cash balance of 
Rs. 317°75 lakhs. According to the budget estimate now presented, our receipts 
under revenue, debt and other items are considered ample for meeting our ordinary 
and capital expenditure, including debt transactions, leaving a net cash balance of 
Rs. 135°49 lakhs at the end of the year. If the above anticipations are fully 
realised, it will not be necessary for this Government to approach the open market 
for any public loan. 

75, Due to the changes adopted in the budgetary procedure of the State for 
the next year, and the finalisation of the figures relating to revenue gap and appor- 
tionment of assets and liabilities between this Government and the Government of 
India consequent on federal financial integration, the preparation of the budget ‘this 
year has been a particularly difficult and laborious task. All the heads of depart- 
ments extended their whole-hearted co-operation for the successful completion of 
this work, I should particularly mention in this connection that the Finance 
Secretary to Government and his assistants, worked with untiring zeal and 
enthusiasm to complete the preparation of the budget in time, 

Sir, [have done. I have attempted to give the House a faithful and accurate — 
account of the Government's endeavours and intentions to serve the people of the 
State and promote their well-being and prosperity. The Budget presented to you 
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contains the means to pursue and implement many progressive and nation-building 
schemes, on the proper development of which depends the advancement of the 
State. I sincerely hope that all sections of the House, and through them the people 
of the State, will join hands with the Government in the fulfilment of this difficult 


and noble task.

Scheme to organise and develop the Coir Industry on a 
Co-operative Basis 

Scheme.—The scheme is to organise and develop the coir industry on a co- 
operative basis by bringing in the scheme all the persons engaged in the various 
stages of the coir industry as members of the Coir Cooperative Societies organised 
by and for them, exclusively for the purpose, and by rendering the necessary finan- 
cial and other facilities by Government for carrying out the industry through these 
Coir Co-operative Societies. 
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How to implement the scheme.—The coir industry has three distinct phases of 
activities, viz., the collection and supply of the raw material required for the indu- 
stry, the production of yarn and the marketing of the yarn. These three items of 
work will be taken up by three different kinds of Co-operative Societies. The 
Supplier Societies (The Thondu Vyavasaya Societies) will collect, transport and 
supply the raw husk, the only raw material required for the industry, to these primary 
Societies. There will be a net work of primary Societies to take up the production 
of yarn. These Societies will purchase the raw husk from the Thondu Vyavasaya 
Societies and arrange for the retting of the husk. The retted husk will be supplied 
by these primary Societies to their members who are to spin them into yarn accord- 
"Ing to the specifications required for and return the yarn to the primary Societies. 
The Central Societies will arrange for the transport of the yarn from the primary 
Societies and for stocking it in their godowns and also for the sale of the yarn at 
favourable markets.. All those who are engaged im the collection and sale of raw 
husk will be admitted as members of the Thondu Vyavasaya Societies and all those 
who are engaged in the production of coir yarn in any way are 
eligible for membership in the primary Societies. The membership of 
the Central Societies will consist of these primary Societies and these 
Thondu Vyavasaya Societies. Thus the three types of Co-operative Societies 
will take up the coir industry from its lower end to the upper end. The required 
number of primary Societies will be registered and will be spread all over the Coastal 
regions so as to offer the opportunity to every labourer to avail himself of the faci- 
lities under the scheme. Necessary number of Thondu Vyavasaya Societies and, 
Central Societies will be organised to satisfy the requirements. It is fixed that the 
Thondu Vyavasaya Societies should supply the husk only to the primary Societies 
and the members of the primary Societies should get the necessary husk from these 
primary Societies and they should return the yarn to these Societies themselves and 
that the primary Societies should place the stock of yarn at the disposal of the 
Central Societies for getting it marketted. 

Financial aspects—The working capital of these three types of Societies is to 
consist of the share capital collected, the deposits received from the members and 
the loans to be advanced by Government. As the labourers could not be expected 
to invest any reasonable amount by way of share capital or deposits so ag to enable 
the Societies to start with their work independent of outside help, considerable 
financial aid from Government is inevitable till these Societies are to become self- 
supporting, In order to effect proper control over these Societies, necessary staff 
will have tobe appointed and Government will have to give these Societies a 
substantial amount, for meeting their establishment charges, by way of grant. 

When the scheme is put into operation in all its aspects, it would enable the 
labourers to get better-wages, regular work and their due portion of the profits of 
the industry. Also the unhealthy competition in the coir market will be eliminated, 
the production of coir yarn regularised, the quality of yarn standardised adultera- 
tion completely stopped, the foreign market stabilised, the industry itself placed 
ona stable and sound basis and the entire industry brought within the fold of 
Co-operatives. .

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I am obliged to the chair for permitting 
me to initiate the discussion. |The Corigress has entered its third year of adminis~ 
tration and we on this side of the House believe that this will be the last Budget of 
the Congress Party which is today in power. _It is only meant that at this juncture 
we should ‘be taking stock of the achievements of the Party so that the people may be 


apprised of the results of their two years’ regime. 

The Indian National Congress has indeed given us a Constitution, and that 
Constitution lays down that in India, that is, Gharath, there shall be social justice, 
equality, liberty and fraternity. .The Congress that claims to be the Government of 
India or the Bharath, has taken upon itself the responsibility to work out these 
objectives and so in its Nasik-session, it laid down as its programme the establish- 
ment of a welfare state wherein there will be complete economic democracy a 
minimum National Standard of welbeing elernmation of exploitation, full employ- 
ment and a progressive narrowing in the disparity of wealth and income between 
classes and classes of people, and equal opportunity for the growth of the individual, 
and development of the personality of man. . 

Now, Sir, I may take each one of the ideas contained in this programme and 
examine and see to what extent the Congress Government have been in a position to 
translate these ideas into action.. The first in order comes the idea of 
the welfare state, T do not know what the Congress Government 
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exactly means by that. Those who know something about the welfare state say that 
there are. tests to. examine whether the idea has been really translated into 
action. One test is the nature of the taxation policy of the Government; 
the other is the level of expenditure on social services. They say that 
the taxation policy followed in a welfare state should be a progressive one; that is 
the tax should be realised from the rich leaving the poor almost free. But it is just 
the opposite of this principle that we find here. Otherwise, how do you account for 
the taxes on petrol, tobacco and ground-nut ? How do you justify the increase in 
the railway fare? It is a sad misfortune—and we cannot lose sight of that fact 
easily—that either directly or indirectly the whole weight of taxation falls in this 
country only on the shoulders of the poor. Now regarding level of expenditure ; 
out of a total revenue of 713 crores which had been budgeted for the centre and the 
States, we Gnd in 1950—51, only 144 crores budgeted for expenditure on social 
services as against 300 and odd crores for security services. Coming nearer home, 
what is it that we find? Excluding the 8 crores, which sum is obligatory charged 
expenditure, there is left only an amount of 64 crores for nation-building depart- 
ments. Even there you have madea surplus. Is it the case that you cannot find 
more ways to utilise that money for public health, general education and other 
things; so that, the picture of the welfare state that we have got is the above one, 

Now, Sir, the other aspect is the establishment of a minimum national 
standard of physical and social well-being. I find last week the figures of the Gov- 
ernment of India standing in regard to the cost of living index at 434. That means, 
Sir, the cost of living has increased by four times from what it was during the pre~ 
war times, That again means that in 1939 if aman had an income of Rs. 50 and 
if he could maintain a certain standard of living, today, if he wants to maintain that 
same standard, he would require four times that amount, that is Rs. 200. 
Apparently, he is not getting that. What is the result? We find from the statis- 
tics of persons suffering from diseases. What effect this had on peoples’ health. In 
a recent survey conducted in five towns of Travancore-Cochin, out of 
1,29,507 persons examined, 31,921 persons have been found to be suffering from 
tuberculosis. Now, we have got other figures as regards persons su(fering from 
other causes from the medical statistics supplied by the Government. While in the 
year 1123, the persons treated were 22,63,094, the number treated during 1124 
was 23,98,656. Add to this the other figure and you will find that about 50 per 
cent if not more of the population of this State has gone sick. This is a frightful 
conclusion, But still more frightful is the fact that within the course of one year 
the increase is 1,35,562. Now, how has this state of affairs been brought about ? 
We entered the post-war period with a well-developed system of price control. But 
the Government of India accepted the recommendations of the Food Grains Policy 
Committee and there was a wide departure from control to decontrol. Disastrous 
effects followed and I believe, by middle of November 1948 or 1949, the Govern- 
ment of India again swung back to partial control in respect of fond and textiles. 
Now, the lack of an integrated and co-ordinated system of price control brought 
about an increase in the prices of other commodities disproportionately: and what 
we find is that in December 1950 the index figures shot up to 404 for textiles and 
423°9 for food. I have also other figures showing the index numbers of other 
agricultural products, from which it will be seen that it was more p-ofitable to the 
agvicalturists to resort to growing cash crops. They did it. This filled the balance 
of national economy. To what extent, we get a clue from the recommendations o 
the Central Pay Commission, The Central Pay Commission recommended an 
increase of Rs. 5 in the dearness allowance of the lowest paid employee for every 20 
point increase in the cost of living index number. That has brought about a demand 
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for increase of wages. Increase in wages meant increase in production costs ; and 
increase in production costs led to higher cost-price, which again brought about 
ademand for higher wages. Thus the country was landed im the grip of a vicious 
circle of wages chasing the price. 

Now, it is the same story in regard to exploitation as well as of unemployment. 

The latest form of exploitation is the mass psychological exploitation —the 
psychological exploitation in the name of past sacrifices, in the name of the great 
Gandhiji and in the name of strengthening Nehru's hands. 1 contend that so long 
as there is one man whom we can describe in the language of Carlyle as a 
“do-nothing and eat all” living in India, so long as there is one man_in the country 
who is feeding and living upon his ancestral property like a parasite, so long as 
there is one man living in this country who feeds on the fruits of the toil and eweat 
of other persons, so long will there be exploitation in existence in this country. 
(Hear, hear). And the greatest surprise that has been reserved for us in this House 
is the creation of a class of persons all over India which, with yearly mcome in 
terms of lakhs of Rupees from public treasury, with a covenanted guarantee of 
existence not only for their lifetime but also for future. The Moghuls once created 
Inams, Jagirdarie, Zamindarie, etc. for so-called political services. And to-day in 
the name of political sufferers, the Congress Government do create new Inams, new 
vested interests. Is that the progressive narrowing down of wealth so that the 
people may get an opportunity for development, for the growth of their personality? 

Now, Sir, one other thing which I desire to bring to the notice of this House 
is that when we compare this state of affairs with those obtaining in other countries. 
we get a better idea of what sort of administration we have in India, what ideas they 
have and what attempts they make to translate them into practice. I will take two 
extreme cases; one of Russia and the other of America, In America, according to 
the Social Security Act, 1935, they say that a Federal and State Aid system for old- 
age insurance and unemployment, state aid to those who are suffering from continual 
sickness, those who are disabled on account of injuries, etc. has been set up. By 
1950, 6 million people have been given thereby a new lease of life. In Russia, if 
the P.T.I. news flashes can be relied upon, there is an increase of 19 per cent in 
wages, 29 per cent increase in industrial products, and the price index has gone 
down by 16 percent, There is also a reduction in the cost of production by 6 per 
cent. That is the picture we get elsewhere. * 

In India, in contrast to these things, what we get is hunger, poverty, nepotism, 
corruption. This is a charge on the evidence of persons who belong to the 
congress-fold themselves. The. average man asks, is it for this that we have driven 
away the British people from India? What is the answer that you give. That 
you were there only for a period of three years. You reckon the period from the 
date of accession, to power; but the average man reckons the period from the date of 
his birth; nay, from the date of birth of his ancestors, his great great ancestors. To 
him, time runs unbroken eclourless and cheerless. Therefore he cannot patiently wait. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I remind the hon’ble Member that this is 
Trivandrum and not New Delhi? 

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: | am referring to this place, 

_ Even he would wait for any length of time, you want, provided you started doing 
things in the right way; you did nothing to infuse in him courage and enthusiasm, 
Therefore there is no substance in your asking the people to be patient. What is 
the other answer you tell us; that you have secured political independence. What 
is that political independence .worth to the starving man, the sick man, to the 
oppressed, to the dumb and the poor, to all those lakhs and lakhs of children who 
float aimlessly on the troubled Swaters of life and who are the hope of to-morrow, 
but the burden of to-day. He asks for economic independence. What is political 
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independence minus economic independence? It is a flower without fragrance; it 
is a fruit without kernal or juice. We ask for real economic independence on this 
behalf here. You call us then half baked politicians with hardly any political tooth 
cut. He asks for it outside the chamber. You call him a Communist or 
anarchist{ and clap him in the jail, It is this sort of answer that you give us. You 
are not content even with these. You throw insult and invectives‘against some of us 
im opposition personally. 1 do not propose to take up the valuable time of this House 
by referring to them any more. I have no idea to descend to that level. (Bell). 

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: Is my time over? 

Mr. Speaker: Half a minute more. 

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: | shall better stop now. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Mr. Speaker, Sir, better revenue yields and well- 
controlled expenditure programmes, resulting in a favourable cash position seems 
to be the dominant characteristic of this year’s budget. We are told by the Hon'ble 
Finance Minister that the state-sponsored industrial concerns have turned the 
corner and have begun to yield profits. Even with the exsting rate of taxation, the 
Government is going to get more income. We ore asaured of huge net profit in 
the near future. 

Sir, when | heard all these things, | was wondering whether I was attending a 
share-holders' meeting where a business budget is being presented by the Managing 
Director. My wonder has come true, because the Deputy Speaker who happened 
to speak on this budget with vehemence for the last two occasions and ina most 
ceremonial way, said in a most businesslike manner as in a share-holders’ meeting 
“T second it.” 

Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: May I remind the hon'ble Member that 
the Deputy Speaker did not say that ,he seconded the budget presented by the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: During this budget discussion, as a budget 
presented by the Finance Minister for a Government, we have to see whether this 
budget comes up to the standard, to the ordinary standards that would apply for a 
Government budget. First we have to see whether in this budget an attempt has 
been made to keep the expenditure to the lowest possible level consistent with the 
efficiency of administration. Sir, in the budget for 1950—1951 huge sums were 
provided as lump sum allotments for the unification of scales of pay after the 
savings that ought to be got by reorganisation and integration of services, Nota 
single cash was touched, and itis left in its entirety as unspent, and that amount 
alone I find here as the savings for this year. For this year also, huge sums have 
been provided for those items under all minor heads—lump sums have been allotted 
for unification of scales of pay this time also, omitting the savings from integration 
of services and reorganization. Evidently, a comparison of the two budgets would 
give us an impression that already there was integration of the personnel of the 
services and that our Government has saved much. But that is not a fact, because 
the Government has not—it is really shame on the part of the Government—after 
one and a half years, been able to integrate the services, and save reorganization,— 
they have purposely omitted that,—they have simply put unification of scales, Sir, 

1 mught tell the House that at this time, it is no credit to the Government to post- 
pone matters without facing realities. 

_ [find another saving to an extent of Rs, 80 lakhs in Public Works, that is, 
capital works outside the revenue account. I cannot but express my surprise over 
this and { can only quote a passage from “The System of Financial Administration 

in India” by P, LJ. Pinto: “In some coutries economies in public current expendi- 
ture were accompanied under the influence of the Government by economies in 
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public capital expenditure, and in private expenditure, both capital and current. 
This was a stupid blunder due to gross mental confusions over the meaning of 
economy and balancing the budget.” In the anxiety to save when they have not 
been able to save on the civil administration, an amount of Rs 80 lakhs was saved in 
public works which fall outside the current account. How it affects the ordinary 
people is, such a saving slows down the circulation of money in poor hands, 
inereases unemployment and ultimately affects the Government. oo , 

Then again, viewed from another point, this budget, as I began by saying, 1s a 
business budget. Essentially, the difference between a Government budget and 
a business budget, is that, so far as business is concerned, they will extend their 
activities and their idea is to get only more profit. But so far as Government is 
concerned, they must first lower the expenditure to aminimum and then arrange the 
revenue policy of the Government. Looked at from that standard also, this budget 
does not come up to that standard. It is a well-recognized principle in economics 
that from the current revenues, only current expenditure could be met, and those civil 
works which are unremunerative but which are aimed towards the social advancement 
of the people could alone be met from the current revenue. Public works which are 
remunerative must be met by borrowing funds. But you must remember that for those 
works, the people who are benefited by the services pay fees. The poor should not be 
taxed for that. But here, we find from the speech of the Hon'ble Finance Minister at 
page 12 that he takes credit. He says: “Turning to the expenditure side, provi- 
sion has been made only for those items of new expenditure which are unavotdable 
and are likely to be immediately remunerative.”” At page 25, he says: “It is note- 
worthy that the whole of this expenditure is proposed to be met from current 
revenues and receipts from debt-heads”. So even from those remunerative works 
from which profit 1s expected by this Government, expenditure has to be met from 
current revenues. That is the tax collected from the ordinary people so that the 
middle class or the richer class may be benefited by the services that have to be 
done by the public exchequer. Sir, that this has resulted in violent and sudden 
changes in the taxation policy is clear. If, the Rs. 2 crores that is put in for several 
works on the revenue account is taken away, we have got a large surplus, and we 
could have done that with the most obnoxious tax, the sales tax. We put it off, 
because our expenditure is slow and we need to arrange our policy of taxation 
to the lowest, But instead of that, our Hon'ble Finance Ministry was of the view 
that this must be met from the revenue account. For the last one year he has 
raised the basic tax by 100 per cent. And if I may say so, the tobacco tax to 1,600 
per cent. Such violent and sudden changes in the rate of taxation are necessitated 
because the Hon'ble Finance Minister thought capital works must also be financed 
from the revenues. ° 

Sir, the hon’ble Sri. Balakrishna Menon referred to the fact that living costs 
have risen high. Yes, the living cost index has risen high. But the essential com~ 
modities are nof available in the market. When an ordinary man looks at the 
budget he is not very anxious whether we have a favourable cash position. He is 
Not anxious to know whether this Government purchases one Chavara industry or a 
hundred. He only expects some positive action by this Government whereby 
he will be able to get his food and clothing and shelter at cheaper and at 
reasonable prices. _Lask, has this Budget done anything for him. I searched for it 
in the Budget but in vain. Only at some places the Finance Minister was able to 
announce the grant of exemptions in the case of certain articles from sales tax. The 
poor man is not benéfited by that, But it is some relief surely for the middle class. 
So far as the poor is concerned exemptions come under sales tax. Even there, the 
benefit is negligible. We could of course understand the difficulty of the Finance 
Minister. In 1949, he was telling us that integration was on and so nothing could

be done then. He toldus that there might be mistakes and they should be 
condoned. Next year when he presented the Budget he admitted that it was a 
Federal Budget and so on. Therefore he was in afix. That year passed by and 
he was not able to do anything for the poor. At least during the year under 
review | expected the Finance Minister to do something for the ordinary people of 
the country. We have to tap our resources. In general, a nation’s wealth consists 
of capital, labour and land. So far as the land is concerned, we have almost 
exhausted that wealth. In the State there is no more land to be given to the poor. 
Regarding capital the position is that Government have started certain industries and 
they are in infant stage and have not been fully developed. As for private capital, 
there is a threat of nationalisation of industries. This makes private enterprisers 
keep mum, and as such capital is not forthcoming. All the three sources bring us 
nothing. Then the only superfluity is, we have labour in abundance, I herefore 
the wealth of Travancore-Cochin is only labour and how best to utilise it is the 
question. I would ask Government to borrow money from any where and give 
employment to the labour at once. But when | say so Texpect the Finance Minister 
will jump on me and ask the question, will not that create inflation m_the country. 
That is exactly what is wanted. No doubt it will create inflation. By the same 
process you will be putting money into the hands of the poor to purchase his 
necessaries, Government will not be able to reduce the prices of articles 
because it is an all-India matter. The system of control is all in the hands of 
Government of India. There is therefore bound to be inflation but that will be 
putting money into the hands of the poor people. It is likely that the vested 
interest may suffer much and what they had gauged previously could nat be 
realised and so on. They may not get much to spent and that state of affairs 
would be a welcome sign for the socialist group, like Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai. 
Allthat I say is, the richer man will become less rich and the poor man not 
poorer to that extent. 

Then Sir, there was much discussion in the Press and in the country as regards 
the system that is being adopted for procurement of paddy. Though I do not wish 
to speak on that and take much time at this juncture because I will be getting ample 
opportunity during the course of the Demands for Grants, | would say this. That 
method is welcomed by the people on the ground that they will be able to know 
what exactly they have to pay so that they may not be harassed by the subordinate 
officers. But that very thing is absent from the practical point of view. The fate 
of the agriculturists according to the old system and new system of procurement 
remains the same, There is absolutely no change. Some people have begun to say that 
the levy in the English name is more or less the ‘lebi’ in the Tamil language, that 
is fate itself, One has to submit to it. That is how the levy system works. 
Though | take some more time, I would just bring to the notice of the House that 
so far as food production is concerned, though the Finance Minister would say that 
we are suffering great loss, accounts show that this Government has got a sufplus 
af over twocrores on food accounts alone. We will take the actuals, In 1949 
-he actuals are put under debt head. Under food stuff advances, the receipt is put 
as 12 crores and expenditure as 10 crores. Nearly there is as income of 2 odd 
croyes under that. 1 would now refer to page 282 of the Budget wherein you find 
the following items under ‘suspense’, Sale proceeds, bonus for procurement of food 
grains paid by the Government of India, subsidy and other receipts. The amounts 
under these items figure 263 crores. | Next under items as purchase price and 
transport charges, the figure come to 25 crores, Thereby there is an actual gain to 
the extent of one crore 67 lakhs to this Government in paddy accounts. I find a 
Jot of confusion has been created by transferring subsidy amounts. They are 
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classified under three groups, the amount which this Government gives, subsidy 
for manure and gain in sale proceeds.’ The accounting in respect of these is very 
shabbily done. Under these three sub-heads the amount is written as | crore and 
36 lakhs. On reference to page 246 we find the following ‘Amount transferred 
from 87—Capital outlay on schemes of Government Trading—| crore and 36 lakhs’. 
This is made up of 125 lakhs subsidy we are giving for food, 12°5 lakhs subsidy 
which we are giving for manure and 1°22 lakhs under sale proceeds. It is these 
three items that are transferred from 87 to 63. Taking these figures into account 
there is something fundamentall wrong. One has to come to the conclusion from 
a reading of figures in both those pages, this Government has not been spending a 
single pie towards subsidy here. Again in the Budget memorandum I pointed out 
a mistake to the Finance Minister when he said that it was a case final adjustment 
and all that. But I think figures actually shown have to be taken mto account. 
A reference to page 15 of the Budget memorandum will disclose that total disburse- 
ments and closing cash balance when added do not tally. After coming over here a 
correction slip has been put into our harnds, stating that in page 194 amount under 
grants-in-aid should be read as 1,72,000 and not as | 87,900. What I say is, with 
or without correction the some total in that page is wrong, I just looked into the 
figures for the sake of curiosity and find the amount not correct. The sum total in 
that page will come to 2 crores | lakh and 4,200. There is a difference of one lakh 
of rupees in that page. In spite of the correction there is a mistake. (Bell) 
Mr. Speaker: Your time is up. 
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The House adjourned for lunch at 1 p.m. and re-assembled at 2 p.m with 
Mr. Speaker in the chair. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the general discussion of the budget is the 
opportunity generally availed of to review the activities of the Government and to 
take note of the conditions prevailing in the country. But, Sir, the general review 
of such a nature is not much liked by my friend Mr, Tampi who has drawn the 
attention of the House to the fact that we are functioning in Trivandrum and not 
in Delhi. Therefore perforce 1 have to confine my remarks to the activities of the 
Travancore-Cochin Government which today is a popular Government responsible 
to the people, a Government by the people and for the people—that is what we 
have to believe as it is said so very often by the party in power. Sir, in the face of 
the frequent matamorphosis of ihe treasury benches and the frequent clashes that 
occur in the party that is in power, we can believe it only after testing it. That 
test is that a popular Government can function only when it can function as a welfare 
state government looking to the welfare of the citizens under their care. 

Sir, the primary necessities of man are food and clothing, and I think that I 
may not be contradicted on that point. To look at our food position I have only to 
read to the the House a few sentenes from the hon’ble Finance Minister’s speech: 

This ts what he says — 

“The food situation in the coming year is expected to be very difficult. For 
the year 1951 we have been allotted 3,25,000 tons of food grains as against our over-all 
requirement of about 4,78,000 tons. On account of the difficult food position 
in the country as a whole, the over-all ration throughout the Union has been 
reduced by 25 per cent and fixed at 9 oz. per adult. Accordingly the composition 
of the ration in the State has been fixed at .7 0z. rice and 2 oz. wheat and other 
grains. We have made strong representations to the Center to allot more foodgrains 
to the State, but there is no immediate prospect of securing additional supplies.” 

Sir, this country and its people were under statutory ration for the last 7 or 8 
years, For the whole period ration has never exceeded 12 ounces. In actuality 
regular ration was somewhere near 6 ounces per adult. _| will only bring to the 
notice of this House the condition of this country as it wes in January last. In 
January rationing failed in most of the taluks. People were not getting the so-called 
7 ounces but only 50 percent or 30 of this was issued in-some parts of the State 
especially in taluks of the Trivandrum district. I think I will not be contradicted 
in making this statemert. For the 2nd and 3rd week of January last, in the 
taluks of Nedumangad, Neyyattinkara, Chirayinkil and Trivandrum only less than 
50 per cent of the allotted quantity was distributed as ration. 

_ That is the way in which we, the people of this country are treated. The 
ordinary diet of a man living on cereals is somewhere near 16 ounces per day. On 
the other hand, we have been living on the 50 per cent of the requirement, so long. 
The Finance Minister has very plamly told us that there is no immediate prospect 
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of getting additional supplies. We are given starvation allowance and this popular 
Government comes and says that we will have to continue with the starvation al~ 
lowance for the next year as well. That is achievement No. | of this popular 
Government. 

Now, I will point out another fact. The Finance Minister, in his speech says 
that the expected food subsidy is not going to be paid by the Government of India. 
**The Government of India have now decided to revise the scheme of food subsidy 
and to limit their commitments to subsidising the sale of foodgrains in a few select- 
ed urban and industrial centres in each State. If this scheme is strictly applied, 
we would not be eligible for any subsidy.” However, the loss is to be made goo 
by raising the price of paddy from Rs. 17/12 tc 20 rupees per maund. The whole 
burden is put on the poor consumer. He is to suffer for no fault of his. The 
Finance Minister is not bold enough to include the loss of 2°25 crores on the pos- 
sible expenditure on Food Account. He has two grounds for that. He says he is 
anticipating an amount from the Government of Indiae The other is an intimation 
to the public of Travancore-Cochin that we have reached a state where this Govern- 
ment will be forced to increase the sale price of paddy if the Government of India 
are not going to give us the subsidy. Mention ought to have been made in the 
Budget about this. We can legitimately infer that the Government are thinking 
that the subsidy may not be given by the Government of India, and they will have 
to enhance the price of food grains and the extent to which the price will be enhanc- 
ed has already been intimated to us, he cost of living, even for the primary 
necessities of man is considerably high. 

I have to say a few words about the clothing problem. I carefully read the 26 
pages of the printed matter distributed here. | did not find a single line about that. 
We are not only in a scarcity condition but rather in a famine condition. I do not 
know whether the Treasury Benches have realised the situation. What they are 
pleased to mention ‘is that the price is abnormal and that the commodity is very 
scarce. Look at the cost of living. Mr. Balakrishna Menon has brought the 
matter to the attention of Government today. [ may say that Mr. Menon did not 
refer to the index price of Delhi, or Cawnpore, but that of Ernakulam which is 
published by our own Government. I just take the liberty to refer to some other 
articles as well. I have got a Gazette Notification with me which shows that each 
and every necessary article ‘such as cocoanut, cocoanut oil, fuel, etc., has become 
considerably costly. We are now in famine conditions as far as our food and cloth- 
ing are concerned. Yet we are living under a popular Government. What js the 
benefit of having a popular Government? The ordinary man is under-nourished and 
he is facing starvation. 

The Finance Minister, presenting the Budget expressed his great satisfaction in 
having an encouraging cash position. The bank balance at the disposal is very 
comfortable so as to meet all his requirements, But the way in which this balance 
has been secured has to be enquired into. If you do so, you will see that the 
Government were realising the amount by imposing heavy taxation. I am just 
referring to the principal heads of revenue for 1951-52. The principal heads of 
revenue come to 8 crores and 88 lakhs of rupees. Out of this, 13 crores come from 
direct taxation and the remaining portion comes from indirect taxation, From Sales 
Tax and Income Tax the sum derived is nearly 3 crores. Nearly 2} crores come 
under Excise duty. Ours is a popular Government which exists for peace, progress 
and prosperity of the people and is said to follow the great precepts of the greatest 
man of the age, the father of the Indian nation, Mahatma Gandhi. Such a Govern- 
ment bases its taxation policy on the foundation of Excise, Revenue and Sales Tax, 
if 1 may be permitied to say Sir, the revenue derived from drinks and on neces« 
saries of life. Earlier the drinking is wiped out of this State the sooner is the 
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(Sri, P.S, Natarajan Pillai] 
betterment of the peeple. Great is the horror and misery caused by the Demon 
of Drink, It is a crime against our country, even though it will contribute to the 
revenue, to make and encourage the people to drink. 

So far as Sales Tax is concerned, we have reached a multiple point tax. In 
this connection I beg leave of the House to quote one or two sentences of an 
authority on this taxation. 

“Tt is a well known fact that the normal incidence of a sales-tax is on the 
consumer, ‘The tax therefore affects people in proportion io their expendi- 
ture on the taxed goods. It is common experience that expenditure does not 
increase in proportion to one’s income. The poorest man spends all his 
income on goods and even more, as when he runs into debt for buying food 
and cloth. ‘The poorest man is taxed more than hundred per cent of his m- 
come whereas the richest man may be taxed on less than one per cent of his 
income. As the tax is the same for all the burden of the tax lies much 
heavily on the poor man’s back. A tax which is proportionate to expenditure 
is very regressive in character and a tax which is proportionate to expenditure 
on goods alone is still more regressive.” 

The poorest man is taxed on more than one hundred per cent of his income. 
The richest man is taxed less than one per cent of his income. The burden of 
this tax lies much more heavily on the poor man. 

Sahib Bahadur V. A. Abdul Aziz: May I know who says and where? 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The Professor of Economics in the Calcutta 
University says so. The book is available in our legislative library. I have noi got 
the volume in my hand. If my friend is so very interested I will try to get it 
for him. The fabric of taxation here is based on Excise and Sales Tax which hits 
hard on the poor, ; 

Sir, along with this I have only to refer to what Mr. Sankar was saying. 
Income-tax collected fell short of anticipation and the explanation given for that is 
very curious, The Hon'ble Finance Minister said. “It was due to the delay in 
bifurcating the composite files dealing with both income-tax and agricultural m- 
come-tax between the Central [Income Tax Authorities and State Departments.” But 
in the official memorandum of the Finance Department you find another explana- 
tion. ‘The explanation is that the Staff was not appointed in time and therefore 
the collection has fallen. Between the iwo there must be some truth. The fact 
is that sufficient care was not taken to collect income-tax. There was not earnest- 
ness in that work. It is, in fact, a serious dereliction of duty on the part of 
Government in not having enforced the collection from the rich who can bear it. 
They preferred to tax the poor and to leave the rich free. 

Then Sir, if this Government should claim the right to function for the people 
and if they are to take the credit of having done their duty to the State, the first 
step they should do is to revise the taxation policy. I am not touching the expen- 
diture side as the time allotted is over. I would only impress upon the Government 
that they should revise the taxation policy, and relieve the poor from the heavy 
burden of taxation. 
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“Mr. President, before I proceed to the business of the day which has pro- 
longed. the life of this meeting beyond its usual span, allow me to offer you, 
Mr. President, and the honourable members. of this House, my sincere 
apologies for having put you to all this inconvenience and upsetting your 
normal programme. I am deeply thankful to you, Sir, for the great conside- 
ration you have shown me in consenting to stay today cancelling your other 
engagements, to transact a piece of business for which in the eyes of some 
of my friends both inside and outside the House, there is no imperative 
need, That may be so; but I have got to be honest with myself, and 
considerations of personal and political morality prompt me to make this 
motion.” ; 
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_deserve and continue to enioy your general confidence, | am willing to con- 

tinue to discharge my duties tothe best of my power. If, on the other hand, 

the House thinks otherwise, | have no intention of clinging to office. Ina 
spirit, therefore, not of challenge or of despair, but: of humilty and good 
faith, I request my honourable friends, the members of this House, fora 
vote of their confidence in me........ ° : 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir,.in considering the budget proposals for the 
coming financial year, one is unconsciously tempted to go back two years immedi- 
ately preceding this budget, and try to institute a comparison of things now and 
then, Then one fact that stands foremost is that while the former deficit budgets ~ 
were presented to this house as well-balanced budgets, there is an attempt made 
this year to present it as it is without any embellishments whatever. For the first time 
we are squarely told that it is a deficit budget, though a smsll deficit, and to that 
extent, it is an advance, and we are spared a great strain in trying to show that it is” 
a deficit budget. 

Yet another fact of equal importance in considering the budget: is the humili- 
ation attached to it. The sanctity attached to the budget of presenting or making it 
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known first to this House considering it is set at naught by its ‘flight’ to Delhi to 
present itself before somebody there. In fact’ Budget flights to new Delhi is of 
recent origin and is now becoming a regular feature. I do not know whether the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister feels humiliated about this process but now I could very 
well imagine his poSition to be that of the prince in ‘Hamlet’ ‘to be or not to be’ and 
so perhaps he cares very little about it. But to me it has always appeared a 

' scandal, and early steps must be taken to end this obnoxious practice ‘before it 
comes to stay. . 

Evidently Government of India is anxious to know how we are getting on after 
having relieved us of our major sources of income. In fact the legislative control 
which this House ought to exercise over this ‘budget is practically exercised by 
Government of India, and we are here only to play the second fiddle. Tied thus 
effectively to the chariot wheels of New Delhi, we cannot as a consequence, pursue 
any independent policy of our own but constantly look to Delhi for inspiration. This 
necessarily hag. its repercussions in all spheres of Governmental activity, and the 
food policy pursued by this Government is an instance in point. 

Consequent on its 1951 self-sufficiency food policy with which this Govern- 
ment also should fall in line, this Government.is unable to evolve ‘a food policy 
hest suited to this country, and it looks as if this Government is gropmg in 
the dark. . 

Nevertheless great emphasis is made and that rightly on the food cricis and we 
are given a glimpse of the efforts undertaken by the Government and the amounts 
spent and to be spent to tide over this crisis. But it has always appeared to me 
that the Government's approach to this problem is fundamentally wrong. This isa ~ 
national crisis not only for this State but for the whole of India and must -be given 
a national approach. This is a situation which calls for the co-operation of all 
parties and wherein all can take part without sacrificing any of their political ideo~ 
logies. And naturally people look to the Government to take the lead and take the 
people inte their confidence. But unfortunately Government's approach to this 
problem hus always been that of a partisan and consequently there is no incentive 
or fenthusiasm to goad the people to a large scale or intensive- production, but has 
merely resulted in considerable wastage. oe 

I said there is no incentive to large scale production in consequence of the 
partisan policy of this Government in the matter of food production. One 
is the arbitrary fixing of the price of paddy at | Re. 13 As. 6 ps. I ask, can 
the Government produce a para of paddy for Rs. 3 or even Rs. 52 “Is it fair 
therefore to fix the price of paddy thus? It is the primary duty of Govern- 
ment to see that the price of paddy does not fall down considerably which it 
is uneconomical for the farmer to produce and: see that the agriculturists are not 
aeduced to poverty inthis enterprise. Unless assurances are forthcoming, it will 
not be easy to expect the co-operation of agriculturists and other associations to take 
to this work with any amount of zeal or enthusiasm. 

The first thing therefore the Government must do is to increase the price of | . 
paddy say to Rs. 3 per pata and thus give the much needed drive to agricultural 
progress, . 

~ Ysaid that there is no inrlication from Government to take the people into 
their confidence in this all important matter. It seems to me that the Government 
- fights shy of this problem and that they are not prepared to. place all the cards on 
the table. Even though a food crisis was looming large all these months, they have 
not placed this matter before this House and initiate a debate on this all important 
question as in other legislatures in India’ which had their debates long ago. Such 
an occasion presents the Government with an. opportunity to take this House and 
through it the people into their confidence and inform them of the seriousness of the 
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(Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni] : . 
situation and invite them to put forth a joint effort to tide over this crisis. No doubt 
there may be unpalatable criticisms but that is no reason to avoid it. These are great 
-opportunities afforded by a democratic form of Government which this Government 
has missed and I very much wish this Government mist take time by the forelock 


and make amends. 


I am saying this because I strongly believe that no Government in this state 
with 50 per cent deficit can fight this food menace single handed without the active 
support and co-operation of all concerned. _ If with 10 percent deficit in the Indian 
Dominion self sufficiency in food is practically impossible of achievement how much 
more difficult it is for this State to attain self sufficiency with 50 per cent deficit? 
Added to this difficulty is our slender financial resources and the non availability of 
land that could be brought under cultivation. So food production on any great scale 
is impossible here and so Government must chalk out their schemes before wasting 
on it funds as they now propose todo. Therefore it is | said that the Government 
approach to this problem is fundamentally wrong as no Government in this State 
can fight’ this menace single handed as this Government is attempting to 
be doing. . * 

So what should be our method of approach is a matter to be seriously thought 
out‘and carefully planned. Now the position is that the Government of India is un- 
able to meet the requirements of the people nor will it allow people to help themseves, 


and this Government is merely echoing its masters voice and consequently this kind - 


of total control is causing untold hardship and unrest. In these circumstances it 
-appears to me that the best way to get out of the impasse is to revive the old 
rule permitting free transport of 10 edangalis of paddy or its equivalent in rice. We had 
such a rule before ‘and when that for-sighted rule was in force, it is said paddy from 
south Travancore flowed far beyond Quilon, and people never felt such a crisis even 
though such a crisis was said to be threatening. Similarly paddy from Kuttanad 
diffused far into the interior. A similar crisis which threatened was thus success- 
fully averted. By this people are given a chance without breaking control to 
supplement their own meagre ration. This kind of control has a demoralising effects 
and it has indeed demoralised the people. The ration that is now supplied is not 
enough even for 4 days. How is he to spend the remaining 3 days? 1 ask, who is 
the man that is subsisting entirely on the quality and quantity of rice supplied 
through ration cards and whether he is not supplementing the same by rice obtained 
through other means. This necessarily leads to ‘dishonesty and corruption on a 
colossal scale and every person is needlessly turned_into a blackmarketteer by a law 
which for all practical purposes is a dead letter. Therefore it appears to me to be 
the height of unwisdom for any Government, let alone this Government, to take the 
entire charge of feeding the people. That will be tremendous responsibility, the 
effective fulfilment of which is no easy joke. The people have as much respon- 
. Sibility as the Government, if not more, to shift for themselves in an emergency and 
be ever on the alert to feed themselves. ‘Why should the Government therefore 
take the entire charge. Therefore I would strongly plead that this Government 
should revive the old rule permitting free transport of 10 edangalis of paddy or its 
equivalent in rice. Then I will pass on to the political upheaval and the communal 
ickering going on in this country. At the time when the Congress assumed the 
reins of Government under the leadership of Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai, it looked as 
if we had grown out of these communal considerations and there was actually more 
communal harmony then that at any time before. But now the cat which was all 
the time in the hiding is out of the hag and “js now at large with nobody to 
control them, 
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And we are told that the remedy fer. all these and other evils is 
the rule by the administrator. However much we may -dislke the present 
administration, we cannot help thinking that this spasmodic move for- an 
administrator rule is nothing but the exhibition of the 18th century Indian slavish 
mentality with which we must entirely disapprove. .Miss Anne Mascarene who 
came forward with such a move through the press is credited to have said in support 
of such a demand that the administrator rule alone will resolve the Sabarimalai 
tangle. The--reasoning is as funny as the demand for -administrator rule. One 
funny thing noticed in this country is that everybody wants to be in the Ministry. 
If a person is not in the Ministry, to that extent, of course, the country’s adminis- 
ration is bad, because the wisdom of that member is lost both to the Cabinet and 
the Country. And the recent Cabinet crisis showed the number of men now avail- 
able for service in the Cabinet and the pressure was so great that it even led to the 
breakdown of the leader himself. [do not want to say more but merely content 
with saying, “May God save the leader and the country from such self-seekers ””! 


If all are donkeys here, let us choose the best of the donkeys to rule over us, 
but let us not Jend our hand for the importation of a donkey from outside for this 
purpose. It és the undoubted right of the sons of the soil and on this issue we must 
close up our ranks and bury 100 fathoms deep in the Ashtamudi lake all such in- 
sidious move to sell this country, its people and their birthright for a mess of 
pottage. . . 

One other matter I wish to refer to 1s the integration problems. This Govern - 
ment has practically left the integration problems where it was and has now allowed 
the matter to drift. No doubt. this isa matter directly flowing from a hasty and 
thoughtless integration for ‘which this Government, the integration committee as well 
as the States Ministry are equally responsible. I do not want to speak at length on 
these problems but wish only to make a passing reference. We know integration of 
services is not complete, and if, what we hear is true, it has presented a problem of a 
stupendous magnitude an effective solution of which is now next to impossible. 
This is a matter to which the Government should have given top priority immediately 
after integration and should have been finalised within a few months after integra~ 
tion. No doubt it is an irksome problem. but the Government is to blame for 
allowing the matter to drag on with the result there is great discontent among the 
services and uncertainty everywhere, valuable time has been lost, and it looks as if 
the matter has to be dealt with by a successive Government. The problem of in- 
tegration whether in the matter of services or laws is said to be unique here and the 
integration committee, said that it requires careful planning and thought, and yet it 
does not appear to have received the attention it deserves. This House is entitled 
to know how far it has progressed with this problem and what time it will take to 
complete the same. There is no purpose in Government playing hide and seek in 

_ this matter. They must be prepared to place.all the cards on the table. 


All the trouble in respect of this matter is brought about by the integration 
committee. We asked repeatedly for the report and it won't be forthcoming. It 
was all the time in the hiding and when it at last came out, it was no answer to 
the various problems arising out of this integration of the States. Sir, a photo of 
the Integration Committee appears in the 1949 July Number of the Travancore 
Information. and Listener and underneath the photo is written that the Integration 
Committee had finished their labours in record time and that they were enjoying a 
spell of sunshine and it is this sunshine which has led to all the trouble between 
Travancore and Cochin, These are the people who are the authors of this mischief 
leading to ‘needless fight and conflict between Travancore and Cochin and very early 
action should be taken to end this conflict, : . :

GENERAL‘DISCUSSION ON THE BUDGET 401

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Sri. A. L. Jacob: 1 must congratulate the Finance Minister on one thing 
for the shortness of his speech. “Brevity is the soul of wit” says the proverb. 
Apparently this has been the guiding principle of our Finance Minister who is noted 
for his silence. -But when the affairs of a country with about nine million people 
are discussed in the annual Budget, one would expect much fuller and more explana- 
ti on especially regarding the economic welfare of the people. 

No doubt, something was said about food but if we had an adequacy of food, 
many would starve if they have not got the wherewithal for purchasing it, in othe? 
words the employment needed for earning income. Has employment in this State 
been maintained or has it gone down as some people think? Is production being 
kept up or has it also gone down? ~The Budget speech, | fear, contains very little 
regarding this important matter and as one who is engaged in business, | feel greatly 
disturbed by this. 

Sir, in the Budget speech last year, the announcement was made with some 
gusto that a Planning Board has been set up for this State. This gladdened the 
heart of people like me and it created much expectations but Sir, Tam at a loss to sée 
nothing im the Budget speech regarding this great venture. Has it not worked ? 
Really, one wonders whether it is even alive for while we have received elaborate 
reports from Land Policy Committee and from the Cottage Industries Committee, 
not a line has come to us regarding the operations of this apparently superior body. 
Sir, this fills me with bewilderment and consternation because as I under- 
tand it, there is no part of India where planning is more urgent thar 
im this thickly populated land where owing to lack of emplyment and 
scarcity of food, communism has spread like wild fire and has caused much_blood- 
shed and violence as all of us know. Sir, there is no indication that this Govern- 
ntent has given any serious thought to this most vital matter. Of course, many 
communists have been imprisoned and that is very well but Sir, this is not the way 
of curing the disease. 
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I find that the Finance Minister like the former Education Minister has ex- 
pressed great satisfaction and has even boasted about our grand achievements in 
education but what, may I ask, Sir, has been the result of that education on our 
economic progress? Practically nothing, | am beld to say. Our schools and 
‘ colleges send out year after year thousands of job hunters who like beggars go about ° 
the whole country pestering people for posts. And so low has the market value of 
our graduates fallen today that even first class graduates can only get Rs. 50 a month 
which isless than their monthly expensesin college. Similarly all our secondry schools 
cater for literary training and hardly any of them give technical training worth the name. 
It is a shame to boast of such education. We want to see our young men devoting 
themselves to the increase of our production—industrial and agricultural, so that 
the standard of living of the common people in this country may be raised. As the 
Cottage Industry report has said, we want well equipped poly-technics in the 
country and planned arrangements for employing those trained there in industry. 
We must also provide cottage industries in their own homes. It is in this way that 
many countries in Europe have established economic prosperity. We can also do this. 
I find that Rs. 5,00,000 has been sanctioned for opening a polytechnic. [ do hope 
that the Government are serious about this and that this is not mere window- 
dressing. In my opinion, a Central Polytechnic must be near our main Industrial 
area between Alwaye aud Ernakulam. 

But, Sir, more important and more urgent than this, we must immediately have 
a plan for establishing throughout the country such small scale industries as will 
enable the cottager to earn at least Rs. 5 a day and that is only possible by pursu- 
ing technically efficient methods and using electric power. This, Sir, is the most 
urgent need today. And in spite of our present troubles, I hope that the Govern- 
~ ment will be energetic enough to device and carry out a master plan for this pur- 
pose. I fear that Ministers have little time for such planning. It is for them, 
therefore, to set up a competent advisory body for this purpose. For such work 
however Ministers in any country have little time. With these words I close.

Tampi said, that although the internal affairs of a party are not the concern of 
a member of another party, when they clearly impinge upon the smooth adminis- 
tration of the coun'ry, they may be regarded as relevant to be brought in for dis- 
cussion here, 


Mr. Speaker: The question of relevancy is certainly a factor for consideration 
in deciding upon the admissibility of those observations. The smooth working of 
every party may, in a remote manner, affect the conditions in the House or éven the 
general progress in the administration of the country. But that shall not be the 
criersion to determine the question of relevancy in.a general discussion on the 
Budget.

Some have pointed out even mathe- 
matical mistakes. But on the whole very little discussion centred around the Budget 
as such. There was no alternatives ‘offered by the gentlemen who criticised the 
Budget. After all, at this stage when the Budget 1s criticised, it is the general 
election that is looming large . before the opposition members. In criticising the 
Budget, the opposition stressed the point that the Congress as such is not ft to be 
entrusted with the destiny of this State. But I ask, should they not themselves be 
fit to take up such responsibility, Should they not show themselves to be fit by _ 
pointing out something positive in that line. My submission is that the destiny of- 
a nation cannot be built upon negative attitudes, on abuses, or on invectives. There 
must be something positive. Such criticisms were never offered on the floor-of the 
House as far as T can recollect. We expected some constructive suggestion from. 
the opposition during the course of the day’s discussion but in vain. Evidently it 
may be coming in the next few days: But nothing positive has happened so far. _ 

Sir, when this Budget is taken into consideration we have to consider the 
particular set up under which this Budget has been intreduced. The Congress 
Government cannot be blamed for the particular setrup in which this country is 
placed. I say, Congress cannot be blamed for the world set-up in which India is 
placed. The Congress cannot be made responsible for conditions existing in the 
world today. There is world tension; there is the talk and.the open preparation for 
a Third World War. Every country is stock-piling essential goods and war 
materials for the coming war. There is inflation. There isscarcity of commodities. 
I do not think any fair minded man can point his acusing finger at the Congress 
for such a state of affairs. There is world shortage of rice. [tis not a story that 
in connected by the Congress. That fact has been announced by the E. C. A. F. B. 
authorities at Lahore some time last month. The World is facing rice shortage. I 
do not know how the Congress can be held responsible for that. . Then there is 
shortage of textiles. For that also, can the Congress be blamed. We have to con~ 

_ sider all these. There has been dearth of cotton. For dearth- of cotton, how can 
Congress be blamed ?

So, those 
hon’ble Members can also speak on Mr, Nataraja Pillai’s motion. : 


Sri. P.S. Natarvaja Pillai: Sir, | move that the business of the House be 
adjourned for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of urgent public tmport- 
ance, viz., the serious situation of the handloom industry caused by the scarcity of 
yarn and the method of its distribution. « 

My. Speaker: I hear that the information on the subject which the Member 
wanted has been supplied to him. ; 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Unofficially the Member in charge was kind 
enough to give some figures to me. But my short notice question was not 
answered. . 


My. Speaker: The Member in charge has definitely informed me that the 
information asked for by the member will be supplied before the motion is taken up 
for discussion. 

Syvi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As already stated by me I am in possession of 
some information supplied by the Minister in charge. 

Sir, it is a generally admitted fact that there is scarcity of yarn and the price of 
handloom products has gone up very high. I don’t think that position will bé 
seriously contested by any one in this House. Even the hon. Gentlemen who 
support the Government will find it hard to deny these facts, that is, scarcity of 
yarn, unemployment among weavers and the high and abnormal prices of handloom 

. products. The situation is this, Having that situation before us, I would beg 
‘leave of this House to go back and view the conditions we were in just prior to this 
scarcity. Sir, the control of cotton textiles was enforced by. the Government of 
India somewhere during 1945. In 1945 when control was introduced by the 
Government of India, certainly, our State had also to fall in line and the existing 
looms were estimated at that time by the Fact Finding Committee as 47,505 looms 
working in 1945, Then for the benefit of the weavers looms were re~enumerated 
in 1947 and cards were issued by the Textile Commissioner for 65,000 and odd 
loom owners. Out of that 65,000 looms forty per cent were working under co- 
operative societies and others as individual concerns, and a basic quota of 1,600 
bales for Travancore and 300 bales for Cochin was fixed by the Government of 
India, These figures were arrived at on the’ basis that out of 10 yards of cloth 
per head of population undertaken to be supplied by the Government of India 4°2 
per cent will be in yarn and rest in cloth. For that it was found necessary to fix up 
a quota of [,600 bales for. Travancoae and 300 for Cochin, and thus Travancore 
and Cochin got together 1,900 bales per month. . Sir, I need not go into the im- 
portance of handloom industry, the number of persons and families sustained by 
that industry, I leave it apart. In this connection | would state it was computed 
by one of the ‘most efficient Co-operative Registrar, Mr. Madhava Kurup who took 
much interest in the working of the Industry, that if all the weavers in the country 
were employéd full time they will be able to make 84°71 lakhs of yarn and that 
would achieve self-sufficiency as far as this particular commodity is concerned, if . - 
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the Government and the people are able to get sufficient quantity of yarn for manu- 
facturing handloom cloth. That is the kind of arrangement under which we were 
in 1948. I would refer in this connection to another aspect. 


Travancore is a State which has some spinning mills. It is also a State where 
handloom industry is one of the most important cottage industries second, | think, 
only to coir industry. In Travancore, we have four mills now functioning, namely, 
the Alagappa Mills which produce 800 bales according to their spindle capacity, 
the Vijaya Mohini Mills which produces 350 to 400 bales, the Balarama Varma 
Textiles which produces 250 to 300 bales and the Mahalekshmi- Mills, Cochin, 
which produces 100 to 150 bales. Another Spinning Mill has been installed with 
the name the Asoka Mills. Thus we are producing yarn here and we have a 
number of people making these yarns into cloths. That is the condition as it exists 
today. From 1945 to 1948 we were importing yarn and controlling the yarn pro« 
duced in the State and distributing it to ‘weavers. [t was distributed under the 
authority of the Textile Commissioner. He had a non-official agency in the form 
of a Committee in all the taluks to do this work of distribution. That was the con- 
dition in 1949. In 1949, because of the prohibition in the export of textiles and 
yarn from India there was a period of slump. We had too much of yarn in the 
country which resulted in the reduction of the price of yarn. | remember, when 
my friend Mr. E. K, Madhavan was in charge of this branch of Government he 
came before the Government for asupplementary grant. At that time the Govern-- 
ment did not think it worthwhile to import the quantity of yarn allotted to us by 
the Textile Commissioner of India because of the difference in the price existing 
then and the future months. In spite of my efforts to brmg to the notice of the 
then Minister that unless steps were taken immediately, we would have to facea 
difficult situation and if we did not take the allotted quantity then it would stand 
in the way of the State getting the full quota, the Government did not pay any heed 
to my warning. But some how or other though assurances were given, during that 
slump period we did not take that allotted quota. . Then our Government thought 
that they would de-control along with the Government of India and the right of 
sale was given to the Mills, and the basis of distribution was left indefinite. The 
Mills distributed their yarn at their own discretion. That brought about a varia- 
tion in the price level. When re-contro! was enforced by the Government of India 
they had fixed the price level for ex-Mill and for consumers’ price. Today the 
Vijaya Mohini Mills is allowed to distribute their own production with a 104 per 
cent more than ex-mill rates fixed by the Government of India. In all the other 
mills they have allowed ex-mill rates plus 64 per cent. That is how the price 
differs. At the present moment, Government have appointed 9 importers to take 
delivery of the quantity that is allotted by the Government of India and they are 
asked to distribute at the rate of 6 per cent Commission over ex-mill rates. The 
present situation arose on account of the scarcity of yarn. The control price of 
yarn for 20 counts is Rs. 17 —4—0 while the black market price till the last week 
was Rs. 61 to 62, For 60 counts, the‘control rate is Rs. 61 and the black-market 
rate is Rs. 110. In spite of the distribution being handed over to the Spinning 
Mills this is the rate at which yarn is sold so far as I could gather. 


(At this stage Mr. Speaker vacated the chair, which was then occupied by Mr. 
Deputy Speaker.) : : ; 


; In January 1951, the number of bales’ distributed was only 508. This figure 
I took from pagé 27 of the February issue of Travancore-Cochin Information: 
Today,-I have information from Government that 946 bales were taken delivery by 

_ the Department and distributed. Whatever it may be, in the February issue of the 
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Travancore Cochin Information, the Government have published that the bales 
available with them for distribution was only 508. Today the figure is given:as 
946. How that disparity has come in? I am not ‘ina position to know. Perhaps 
the official member may explain that. But even if it is taken that this 508 bales are 
imported bales and it does not include the local production how can we accept the 
new figure 946. According to the statement published by the Government, nearly 
600 bales are available as local quota from the existing-mills. Then the figure must 
be 1108. The figure now given is only 946. In the same way, for February also, 
471 bales have been imported from outside.’ Of the quantity that was made avail- , 
able from the local mills I am not aware. Somehow or other we are not getting 
even the allotted quota for distribution, The difficulty arose, because the 
Government did not take early steps to secure the quota which they are 
entitled to get-. . 

[ would like to know the time allowed for my speech. Being an adjournment 
motion, | will have to bring the whole situation to the notice of this House. There 
is 20 minutes in the Standing Order. ; : 

My. Dy. Speaker: Only 15 minutes are available. The hon’ble member has 
already taken 20 minutes, 

Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: | have explained only the conditions in which 
‘the Industry is at present. I have to explain how the people are working the 
industry and some suggestions on it. I shall try to close my speech ina few 
minutes, _ ~ 

Mr. Dy. Speaker: The Member is given five minutes more. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As, some hon’ble Members pointed out, only 
members who are in the party in power can place concrete proposals. Facilities are 
available only to such members. So stand the Rules of this House. But the party 
in power does not care for this kind of things. I shall point out an instance how the 
Government is indifferent in this matter. J will take the case of Azhakappa Textiles. 
The production of this mill does not go under the All India pool. In February 
1950 they got an exemption from the Government of India that their production 
may be handled direct by the Azhakappa Corporation. The Azhakappa Corporation . 
is to distribute its production. The quantity exported from Travancore to Madras 
will not form part of the Madras quota, and the Azhakappa Textiles have 900 bales 
as their production. Our Government went out of its way to grant this Azhakappa 
Textiles a loan of Rs. 10 lakhs as loan. The Madras Government did not come to 
help the Azhakappa Textiles. The Government of India was not kind enough to 
grant a loan. On the other hand, the Travancore Government went out of its way 
in granting a loan, They were not careful enough to enforce a condition that the 
yarn produced in the Textiles should be supplied for consumption in this State. 
Now what is the condition Sir? The Azhakappa Mill is allowed to distribute their 
yan through their own agent in Trivandrum. Has he got a licence to do it, | ask? 
Has the Azhakappa Corporation got a wholesale licence te collect and distribute the 
yarn? It is said that they are giving a quota,to the Travancore Government to be 
controlled and distributed. They have their own stock in the town too, which is 
not controlled. [am sorry to say, Sir, that they are paving the way for black- 
marketing, The quantity that come tothe Textile Commissioner does not come. 
out for équitable distribution. ask the Government to be kind enough to: look 
into the matter. They ought to have paid some attention to this matter when they 
were prepared to advance such a loan. The Mill is working with the money 
advanced by.our Government, , 
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The cards issued by the“Textile Commissioner are not treated as valid. Why? 
should they appoint new -agents for distribution? Why should not the 
Government enforce some rules for the distribution of the yarn produced in the 
Mill) ‘Then this difficulty would not have arisen. At present there are eight 
importers apppointed by the Government. Why should they be appointed? What 
is the harm in entrusting the import of yarn to the central Co-operative Society for 
distribution? The Co-operative Societies alone now function as retail dealers. 
Sir, there are merchants and capitalists who have influence with the Government. 
Government are on their side. It is these influential people who get into trade as 
importers and -cause scarcity of yarn. Sir, since the time allowed is only five 
minutes and I have to close my speech and I do’so. 
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Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: May I know whether the Government are 
aware of a system of cash storing adopted in the Madras Presidency? 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 am not aware. 

Sri. K, Balakrishna Menon: May I request Government to make enquiries 
and adopt the cash storing system here? 

Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai: Government are prepared to make enquiries 
and to examine the system on its merits. 
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Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir, this question has to be viewed from two 
aspects ; one‘is that of the weavers and the other that‘of the consumers, So far as 
the weavers are concerned, I.heard different - views as regards the quantity that is 
required. From a personal knowledge and also from news supplied by people who 
were professional weavers by generation for the. last 150 years, I can. say. that'se 
far as 20's are concerned, 5 bundles is the minimum required for work, and that 
gives work for fifteen days. So far as 40’s are. coricerned, it is two bundles, ‘and 
or 60’s, itis one and a half buandles.-These ‘are the minimum required to” work 
and that will give work only fo 15 days ina month. ‘The latest distribution. done 
in Nagercoil is two ‘catches’ . that is, one pound of 20’s fora loom. For a worker 
with one loom, this quantity:would last, in respect of 50 pounds, four and a half 
years to complete the quota, so that he may put them in his loom, . Therefore, 
necessarily he has to sell it to another. The first thing that the Government has to. 
do is to put an end to their selling in the black market. If you give a person less 
than. what is required to putin the loom; necessarily a poor man has-no other go’ 
but to sell it, and-he sells it in the black market. So, the Government is only an 
abettor-so far as that is concerned. What the Government has, therefore, to do is 
to see that whatever be the quantity that is obtained, that quantity is used properly. 
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Now, they are distributing it to the co-operative societies. The co-operative 
societies have to insist that whatever quantity is given, the cloth has to be returned. 
If that is insisted upon, many of the looms in Central Travancore could not be in 
the record. My friend was saying that in Neyyattinkara, there were 40 to 50 looms. ° 
I asked him what the number was before 1944, and how much of it was purchased. 
The entire yarn given in Neyyattinkara and the south of Trivandrum finds its way 
the very night to Nagercoil. And there, because there are professional weavers, 
. they have to buy it. It is true that as Mr. P. S, Nataraje Pillai said, Jast week Rs. 61 
was the price for 20’s. It is selling at four times the previous price. But the 
latest price is Rs. 35 only. In Madras they issue one bundle per loom, There is 
_ mo demand at Vadasseri, and so, the black market. price rests upor? Vadasseri. If 
they can export the cloth. immediately, the price rises. If they carmot do it, it falls 
down. Instead of per capita distribution so that all must get it, a better method 
must be devised. The per capita system is of no use. 


I say Government is an abettor. Last time, one of the Ministers, when 
answering a question, was saying that from 1945 to 1950, the quota was |,900 
bales but the demand is only for 1,100 bales. It was a deliberate act on the part 
of the Government, in consulation with the merchants, to create artificial scarcity 
here so that there may be black market. There was demand in our place for more 
than 2,000 bales even then, but the Government could not get that quantity. 
Whatever be the quantity which the Government gets, you must sce that it is dis- 
tributed and is worked im the loom and purchased by the co-operative society. Or, 
as some other member said, give each loom the quantity required, and see that the 
loom-holder works.’ If he does not work, cancel the quota. That is the only 
possible thing to do. 


As regards the consumers, it.is better that control is taken away. It is a waste 
of the consumers’ money. For the last four anda half years, we have got this 
control. In spite of athousand and odd bales being brought down, in spite of a 
large expenditure on the Control Departments and in spite of it being given at 
controlled rates, can the Textile Department supply one yard of cloth manufactured 
in’ our State at the’ controlled rate > The rate is calculated as if the whole yarn 
is purchased at the black-market rate and- one 20's cloth-~two yards—is worth 
Rs. 44 now. That means, even at the rate of . Rs. 60, itis less. | submit that so 
far as consumers are concerned, it.is better the. departmerit is abolished and no yarn 
is supplied to anybody, because it is immaterial for them. Whatever the Depart- 
ment gets and whatever it gives, the consumers are not benefited. If the weavers 
are to be benefited, it is to be see. that proper distribution has to he effected and 
each loom is supplied the full quantity. If they cannot be numbered serially, give 
them at so much quantity for so many looms.. Otherwise, per capita distribution 
only-enables them: to sell it to other loom-holders and make a profit. 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker: The member can only put questions. He cannot make 
any explanations. 
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Sri. P. S. Natavaja Pillai: 1s not foodgrains secured from the Central Pool 
on excess basis 2 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Yes. 

Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [s it on excess basis that yarn is obtained ? 

Svi. T. K. Narayana Pillai: So far as yan is concerned, it is not so. 
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Sri. P. S. Natataja Pillai: Is it the position that there is no exemption for 
the Alagappa Mills granted by the Government of India ? 
‘Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 am not aware of that. 1 know definitely that 
the productions of the Algappa Mills is merged with the Indian pool. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Will the Government enquire whether there is 
an exemption or not by the Government of India? 


Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: I shall certainly enquire. I am prepared to 
make enquiries on the basis of the information just now obtained.

GENERAL DISCUSSION ON. THE BUDGET (cont.) 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Siy, yesterday I was trying to deal with the textile 
famine in the country. The situation seems rather paradoxical in that though we 
are the greatest textile exporter in the world we experience acute shortage of textiles 
within the country. The causes which contribute to this situation are not” only 
external but internal also. The labour strike. in Bombay which continued for about 
two months reduced the output of cloth by 230 million yards and about 57 million 
_ Tbs. of yarn: It is not only the shortage of cotton but the textile strike in Bombay 

. also has contributed to the textile famine now prevailing. 
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Sir, our ideal is to have a welfare state, It is only by discipline and hard work 
that this ideal can be achieved. Look at what is happening in Britain. The Labour 
there has been voluntarily subjecting themselves to a system of piece work, They 
have been working as a disciplined nation and thus they have been able to achieve 
the goal of a Welfare State. Here Labour has been trying to upset the programme 
of work that the State has chalked out, and blaming Congress for the cocditions 
now existing. 1 don't think that an accusing handcan be pointed towards Congress 
in this respect. One of my hon’ble friends on the other side pointed out that there 
is so much of food shortage and shortage of essential goods. He had been comparing 
us to the United State of America on that point and later on to Russia. °First of all, 
comparing us to the United States of America is unjustified. The unit of income 
that has been assessed in the U. S. A. is 1381 point while in India it has been 
assessed at 200 points. The United States of America has been enjoying freedom 
for two centuries and it is a vast continent lavishly blessed by nature and 
sparsely -populated unlike India. But we are just on our feet after an 
exploitation of 200 years. - It is not fair, therefore to compare this infant Republic 
with the United States of America. It is like a young man of twenty five challenging 
an infant of 6 months old for a 100 metres’ dash. But I ask, when did the 
U.S. A. think of Social Insurance and other progressive legislations ? It was only 
in the ninteen thirties. Today, in our infancy, we are thinking of those things. A 
scheme has been drawn in Delhi for insurance against unemployment and against 
: sickness. That is the goalto which we are working. Even with the limited time, 
limited resources and limited opportunities we are well on high road to achieve the 
goal of a welfare State. 


Then, my hon’ble friend was comparing us with the U.S S.R. The 
Socialist Party's official organ the ‘Janata’ has been giving a vivid description of what 
the U S.S. R. is doing in Checkoslovakia. It is said that owing to the intervention 
of the U.S. S.R. the standard of living in that country has fallen very low and 
even children below 14 are being sent to work in mines. That is the story that is. 
given out. And we know what is happening in Checkoslovakia. _We know what 
has become of Dr. Janmassigin, Dr. Clementis and‘Dr. Benes. The U.S, S.R. is 
exploiting Checkoslovakia, and my hon’ble friends says that India must’ follow 
U.S.S.R. Is he sincere in making this observation > Indiahas a Welfare State 
as its goal. She has been trying to achieve that. In order to acheive that there must 
be planning and there must be disciplined action and hard work. That is why the 
Congress in the Centre and in the Provinces gives stress for planning. Many welknown 
foreigners who visited India recently, whether they come from the U. 5, A. or the 
U.S.S.R. they all had nothing but high praise for the achievements of the Congress in 
so short a span of time that has been before them inspite of the fact they had to 
face many majur calamities for which both God and Man were responsible. They 
observed that India was rapidly progressing towards a Welfare State. All persons 
who have no electioneering axe to grind in India had the same opinion. My esteemed 
friend said we had not achieved freedom from starvation. Responsible members of 
the Socialist party have been saying that if the Party comes to power they are going 
to give the nation Toil, Sweet, and Privation in order to build up a prosperous 
State. So, the Congress has nothing to be ashamed of. Today, if there is distress 
and poverty in the land, the Congress is not responsible for that. The Congress 
derives its power from the people. They govern through the sanction of the people. 
They are not going to abdicate their position and run away from their responsibility. 
With all the difficulties and limitations inherent in the shouldering of such responsi- 
bilities, the Congress is striving to build up a better India.. We have been planning 
for such a thing. We have got many development schemes that can be compared 
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with the Tennesvalley Scheme or the Dnieper Dam. ‘There are many schemes like 
that planned in India. And, our humble State has also taken up many an irrigation 
scheme and power scheme. The Congress.party is doing things not as election 
stunts. Instead: of doing something spectacular they are spending money in order 
to build a prosperous State on solid foundations. They are trying to achieve those 
things. 

Another criticism levelled against the Congress Party is that the members of the 
Party outside the Legislature are for prohibition and members inside against it. 
But the fact that we have already lost about three crores of rupees by the introduction 
of prohibition is to be taken into account. So, if we are to extent prohibition 
further, we would be losing more which contingency our financial resources could 
never permit. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Have we lost Rs. 3 crores on account of prohibition ? 
Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: - No, I beg to be corrected. We have lost only 


one crore, 


Sri. A, Thanu Pillai: There is much difference between 3 crores and 
one crore. 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Now we have to set apart a huge amount for food 
subsidy, apart from other items of expenditure. So, we are unable to extend pro- ¢ 
hibition throughout the State at present. ; 


Sir, there was another criticism made by the leader of the Democratic Party 
that in the matter of education we have not made any progress. But he has con~ 
ceded that in Shencottah and Chittoor we have introduced compulsory education. 
We are also going to establish a ‘Poly Technic Institute’ and in 5 years’ time we 
will have basic education throughout India. So, in the matter of education also we 
are introducing a radical change. We have opened a Trading Centre at Cherpu. 
We are trying to introduce technical education in High Schools. In spite of all 
these progressive steps which the Government have taken the Congress is blamed ' 
for not making any headway in education. We are going to have a Medical College 
of which any State can be proud, 


There was a lot of criticism about the forecasts in the Budget. On that point 
I wish to say that we must think of the unsettled condition when we achieved 
freedom. First of all, we had the integration of two States, then came Financial 
Integration. If there are discrepancies in our forecasts and if they have not come 
up to the expected level, we cannot rightly condemn the people who framed the 
budget. If we read paragraph 24 of the Finance Ministers’ speech, we could under- 
stand that he has frankly placed al! the cards before us. Out of 14 crores he has 
had to place 8 crores for expenditures, which do not brook any kind of reduction. 
He has placed 6 crores and odd for expenditure in connection with nation building 
activities. Out of this we have to set apart for food subsidy. So, Sir, if we could 
join hands and work with sincere co-operation, I think there is a bright future for 
us. Sir, so far electricity is concerned, this State has immense possibilities for 
development. We can supply power not.only to this State but to the neighbouring 
States as well. . 


Sir, I think this is a field to which the Government must bestow some attention. 
In the Budget, we see the amount allotted for electricity is Rs. 2 crores. As far as 
the development of roads are concerned, I may point out that roads are the most 
important means of communication here and they deserve careful consideration. 
The trees on the sides of roads may be cut down, if necessary, for raising a road 
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improvement or expansion fund, According to some experts, these trees do damage 
to roads, even though in some way they contribute much to the benefit of the 
pedestrians that pass through. 

Sri. K. Ayyappan: What about the shade they give to pedestrians ? 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Only people who have to go within a distance of 
two or three miles usually walk along the road. The majority of people travel in 
buses, I think the Government will consider this matter. 

So far as the Anchal and Postal departments are concerned it is said that the 
two departments will be amalgamated within a short time, and the anchal. depart- 
ment staff will be able to enjoy the benefits that the postal employees enjoy at 
present. 

One more matter I have to point out and it is about the integration of services. 
It is well-known that the whole civil service is thoroughly discontented. It is 
advisable to bring some efficient man who has no interest either in Travancore or in 
Cochin and follow his advice in the matter. Taking into consideration all‘ the © 
limitations inherent in the situation we cannot find fault with the budget. 
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Sry. Annie Mascarene: Sir, the Finance Minister has made his third budget 
speech. While I was going through that studied speech, it occurred to me that the 
previous ones were much better than the present one: As I sat listening, [ thought, 
Sir, that a story was being narrated by a nurse to an ailing child. The Budget has 
shot up the political horizon ‘“‘like stars that shoot along the sky, shine brightest 
ere they fall from high”. The speech has many omissions and commissions. 


First of all, I wish to deal with the salient features of the Congress Adminis- 
tration. We have had, or at least we have been at the helm of administration for 
the last three years. , ; 

The House rose for lunch at} p.m and reassemled at 2 p.m. 
with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. . 

- Sry. Annie Mascarene:. Mr. Speaker, Sir, [ was dealing with the salient 
‘features of the Budget. To begin with, Sir, we had achieved what the Central 
Government has failed-to‘achieve during the last three years of administration, namely, 
public health. The epidemics that were raging for the last so many years have been 
brought under control thanks to D.D.T. and B.C.G. Tuberculosis and malaria are 
now very much under our control: ; 

The second salient feature that { would mention is the generation of electricity 
in this State. The economic worth of the United States of America and the 
U.S.S.R. is due to their electric schemes and hydro-electric schemes which they 
have brought all over their State. It is development on these lines that have 
brought the political and economic positions of these countries to the forefront of 
world politics. Sir, we have invested sufficient money during the last three years 
in these schemes the results of which are to be achieved not today or tomorrow, 
but within the next few years. We have also harnessed the rivers and we have 
launched good irrigation schemes which will also yield good results within the next 
few years. Thus, public health, electricity and irrigation stand as the salient 
features of the Congress administration. Thus far and no further. 

But the accusations that can be thrown on the Cabinet administration of these 
three years are much more than the salient features. This year's Budget, Sir, has 
committed an omission, namely, Fisheries. Last year’s Budget, page 
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paragraph 22, deals with Fishery schemes which this Government has launched. 
The Rajpramukh in his speech has referred to that last year. But the 
Finance Minister has very conveniently dropped the welfare of the whole population 
living in the coast. Remember that this is a coastal area and the coastal population 
has done their best to bring this Party into power. No mention is made of 
Fisheries—(the Hon'ble Minister Sri. A. J. John rose up in his seat). Sir, J yield 
not. No mention is made of Fisheries in the Budget. When I asked the Finance 
Minister, he asked me to look at the Budget amount.- Yes, there is a lakh and fifty. 
thousand Rupees. So was there last year. But what have they done for the coastal 
taluks during the last three years? Vast promises were held up as. regards the 
fishing vessel ‘Chandrika’; Now it is almost lost. They spoke of making roads 
and constructing fish~curing yards and this and that. Petitions after petitions were ” 
sent to the Government -drawing their attention to the dearth of yarn and salt and 
the lack of roads, and a deaf ear was turned towards them, When the Budget is 
being schemed and money allotted to the various heads, there should be an equity 
init, This year’s Budget does not show that feature when we come to the Fishery 
schemes. After all, the Budget is a review of the economic sources of public 
finance end expenditure and a wise scheming of it or a balancing of it is the wisdom 
of administration. ‘ 

With regard to the sin of commission, the Finance Minister in his speech said 
that a decent amount of money is being allotted for agricultural developments, that 
the Grow more Food Campaign is being conducted on a large scale that more land 
is being brought under cultivation, that there is extensive and intensive cultivation 
and that public manuring system is brought into effect, Well, Sir, I am not con- 
vinced of these things: He says that the various Grow More Food Compaigns are 
progressing satisfactorily and are beginning to yield good results. They have given 
land to various people. Sir, I have got scandalous information. with regard to the 
distribution of land in the Deviculom Pakuthy where some twenty thousand acres 
of land have been distributed to the supporters of the Ministers and their ministerial 
friends and relatives. I have got scandalous information with regard to the making 
and distribution of manure. All these are done when the Congress Government is 
seriously thinking of adopting a land policy, restricting the number of acres that an 
individual can hold. Here are some scandalous references to the distribution of 
land. Some five hundred acres of land is reported to have been-given from the 
Kulathupuzha area to one Thangalkunju Musaliar, another five hundred acres of 

land is given from the same area to one Ninari; yet another two hundred acres have 
been given to Mr. Pandavathu Sankara Pillai; two hundred acres in Deviculom 
Pakuthy is reported to have been given to the brother of Secretary Mr. Thomas; 
and like this up to fifteen acres which has been given away in Nedumangad to one 
Gangadhara Menon. Sir, I ask you, in the face of the land policy you are envisag~ 
ing, in the light of the recommendations of the Land Committee, how can you re~ 
concile these allotments? And what did they do with these lands? Did they 
cultivate the land at one stretch? No, they cut away the timber. You know a 
few months ago Sry. Accamma Chériyan resigned from that Committee. She did 
80 hecause she could not find her position there. More than once this fact was 
brought to the notice of the Government, 


Then,- with regard to the waste of timber. After this Government has 
come into power a Committee was constituted to look into the question. But - 
today timber worth crores and crores of rupees has been cut away from the forests 
from land given to the people and nobody is yet made responsible. for the logs - of 
revenue to the State: Who-is to answer for this? 
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Then the Finance Minister says that in regard to Industries, we have ‘turned, 
the corner”. 1 am glad to announce that in respect of some state owned industries, 
we have not turned the corner. -I am an eye-witness in the case of the Ceramic 
Industry. Fifteen lakhs of rupees are being wasted for the factory just to provide 
for the officers employed there. What is the income from that factory? Just forty- 
eight thousand rupees, against offers from private individuals who are prepared to 
take up the management of the factory to give a lakh of rupees to the Government. 
But the Government would not listen. They are not concerned with the waste of 

_money, but they are concerned with the labour situation. Similarly, if you only 
look at the other concerns, you will see that this statement is not at all true. 


Sir, a decent sum is set apart for communication. I do not wish to speak much 
_ about it, But this much hére-l may say. What is the condition of the roads? 
‘ Hon'ble Members of the Legislature can well bear witness to the condition of 
the roads. You are told that dustless roads are being constructed in one corner o 
the city: Is it a scheme that will come into being during the next year or two? 
The roads today are so bad compared to what we had during the time of Sir C. P. 
The roads under the Congress regime are as miserable as misery. can be. And as 
for the vehicle that you are plying on them, better | speak not of them. The re- 
ckless management of this Government has cost the life and liberty of so many 
of the travelling public, Have you ever come across so many accidents to the public 
in the past? ‘The transport buses are none of them in proper condition. They are 
so unmanagable that the buses are often thrown out of the track or the. travellers 
thrown out of the buses. Such callous indifference or recklessness was never known 
in this matter in the past. During the days of the struggle by the Congress we 
remember how we signed a memorandum detailing certain charges against Sir C. P. 
Transport was oné charge in that memorandum. But, how are we, charged or in- 
vested with the same power as he, acquitting ourselves in regard-to this matter? 
Have we done anything really credita’sle to the travelling.public? As things are at 
present, we must insuye our lives before we get into the buses, because we are not 
sure of reaching our homes when once we board the buses. A decent amount is 
set apart im this Connection. But the buses‘are so ill-managed, the whole business 
is so recklessly done now that the Party cannot stand a friend to all this. I am not 
surprised that the opposition brings so many charges. Days were when the Congress 
was looked upon as the guardian of the people’s privileges, as the. custodian of their 
power and as the trusted friend of the people of the land, I have heard people 
talking about the Congress in that manner. But what is the present position? 
Thanks to the Congress adriiinistration, we are now looked down as hydrahead mon- 
sters breathing fume and fire and poisoning the atmosphere and destroying the germ 
of democracy. . Thariks.to T..K. administration, from what heights to what level 
have we fallen? From the heights of. Heaven to abysmal depths we have 
descended. « . 
_ Sri. K. A. Mathew: The hon'ble Member was a-party to that administra~ 
tion, se : 
Sry Annie Mascarene: Sir, I am; I was; and I know that many 
hon'ble Members helped to’ make’the Party what it is today. They must own it 
When I visited the constituency of the hon'ble Member, Sri. Mathew, the people 
told me that a bridge which was worth ten thousand rupees and which was promised 
to them some three years ago, has-not been constructed and the people are suffering 
very much on account of that. But then, at the same time, the hon’ble Member 
has got a new building constructed theré and has fitted it with uptodate sanitary and 
electrical equipment. Sir, who is responsible for this state of affairs? Yourself, 
myself and every member stands a party to this transaction. I do not throw the 
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entire blame on the Ministers. Of course, Sri. T. K. was running self Government 
with all the importance on the self and nothing on the Government. That Ministry 
has fallen and another team is now at the helm of affairs. That administration has 
fallen due to communalism. No consideration was given to character and efficiency, 


Then, there is this seandal of political sufferer’s reward, I do not know why 
that virtue of political suffering was traded upon. Even the Chief Minister cannot 
escape in this respect. The fair name of the Congress has come to be tainted on 
account of this principle. Look at the confusion we are in. There is the sugar 
muddle; the land muddle; the manure muddle; the ministerial muddle. Are 
these nothing? Then, you are nothing, I am nothing, democracy nothing, the 
Parliament nothing nor can nothing come out of nothing if these are nothing. But 
all this is heading on to a crisis. We have built our administration on an igneous 
rock with subterranean rumbling and grumbling, the discontented molten matter 
foaming and boiling up through creeks and crevices threatening to blow up the 
whole edifice in one great conflagration. Beware of that day. Let us improve now. 
Make amends; and save ourselves, save the people and save yourselves from that 
abysmal catastrophe. Thank you. .

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: From my point of view it is gratifying to find that 
attacks on the budget come not only from members of my party and the other 
opposition benches but equally strongly from the members of the Congress Party 
itself, That shows, Sir, the unanimity of opinion as regards the provisions in the 
Budget, the activities of the Government during the past year and the expectations 
that may be legitimately had of what they may be capable of during the coming year. 
Some members of the Congress party particularly from the ministerial benches 
sometimes ask the question as to-what the Socialict party proposes to do and what 
programme the Socialist party has. I do not think this is the forum to give an 
explanation as to what the programme of the Socialist party is. That will come in 
due course and anybody who wants to know it even now can know it. The country 
knows it and the effect of that programme will be fully realized in the coming 
elections, but we are now immediately concerned with the activities of the present 
Gover nment and with the budget that they have placed before us. 


Sir, we are no doubt in a very difficult situation today. But the difficulties of 
the situation, instead of extenuating the misdeeds or the omissions of the Govern- 
ment, ought to make the Government more and more vigilant in regard to their 
activities and the way they discharge their duties. We are short of food. There 
is no good a member of the Congress party telling us that there is food shortage all 

_ the world over’ and that other countries are also suffering. But the question is 
what is it that this Government have been doing to meet that situation. They say 
it is a matter under control of the Centre, our State by itself is deficient, and unless 
the Centre helps us, we are helpless. Is that an answer that this Government can 
legitimately give to this House, I ask! Have they done all that they could to pro- 

\duce as much as possible in the State? Have they done as much as they could to 
induce the Central Government to give us the necessary supplies > - These are the 
questions and on both those points, to me, it appears they have failed. No doubt © 
a lot of money is being spent on food production and provision is also made in the 
coming year’s budget for food production, but we are concerned with the result. 
We hear a good deal of complaint about the way in which land is purchased, manure 
is distributed, contracts are given and so on, not only from the opposition but from 
the Congress benches themselves. Land is the most important wealth of an 
agricultural country like ours. There is the land problem, and that is really the most 
urgent problem, and the Congress also at one time seemed to admit that that was the 
most urgent problem so-far as this State was concerned. They appointed a committee. 
The committee has submitted its report. What have the Government done about it? 
Of course, from its very nature and composition, one could not expect the com- 
mittee to produce a report that would be acceptable to the country or adequate fo 
meet the situation.. Anyway a committe was appointed and they have submitted 
their report and it is wellnigh a year that the Government have been in possession 
of that report. What have they done? I can tell Mr. Panampilly Govinda Menon 
he is not here now-—that the Socialist Party would consider it their first duty to 
deal with this land problem. But what have the Congress done ? - Heave they not 
failed, I ask, ignominiously failed 2 Their idea is to shirk the matter; to put off 
the question ; to put off consideration of it. You know, Sir, recently they have 
got a Bill passed to extend the life of the Holdings (stay of Execution Proceedings, 
Bill by one year. They very well know that they will go out of office in a few

months, and they have extended the life of that Act. So it is clear they do not 
propose to do anything m regard to the land reform. Therefore, they have failed. 


In regard to food production, no doubt they are spending lakhs of money. 
To what purpose ? | The Food Minister yesterday told us that some 50,000 
tons of additional rice has been produced during last year. 1 think I am right. 


Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: I said ‘foodstuffs.’ 
Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: I thought it was paddy. 
Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai: | used the word ‘dhanyam.’ 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: So far as Travancore is concerned, it is paddy we 
require. "Tapioca is not ‘dhanyam’. Anyway my friend wants to take shelter under 
some expression, whatever that be. We find very little production. We heard a 
good deal about land that was distributed in Devicolam and Peermade and other 
places. We were told all that was for paddy. Where is the yield? If there was 
an yield of paddy from an extent of about 30,000 odd acres, should not that have 
resulted in some substantial production? But we do not find anything. On 
the contrary, we are moving from starvation to greater starvation, That is how 
they are managing affairs. Now, in the present year’s budget also, they have made 
provision for a number of things. 


In regard to the budget generally, and in regard to these provisions, | wish to 
make one point clear. This Government have no definite ideas at all. What they 
are in for and what they have proposed to do, they themselves do not know. The 
Government is not capable of knowing its own mind. The Finance Minister told 
us last year that he budgeted only for Rs. 25 lakhs as expenditure on food, But 
then that figure mounted up to Rs. 130 lakhs, and yet he was able to have a 
surplus of Rs. 26 lakhs instead of an anticipated deficit of Rs. 30 lakhs! Is this 
budgeting? Various steps are mentioned; figures are given against them both 
under the receipt column and the expenditure column. Eventually, the figures 
given in the budget have very little to do with the actuals found at the end of the 
year and we get some figure ultimately. That is what we see, That is not the 
way of budgeting. . _ 


The Finance Minister made provision in the. last year’s budget for a large 
number of items under ‘lump sum provisions’. That obnoxious method js still kept 
up. Inthe next year's budget also, a large number of lump sum provisions are 
amade. Under every departmental head, I find lump sum provisions, for example, 
scales of pay, which he calls not ‘egalising’ but. ‘unification of scales of pay’. If 
one could sit down and add up the figures, it will be seen to mount.up to many, 
many lakhs~~over a half-crore. Last year also he made the same provision, about 
a half-crore or more as lump sum provision for unification of salaries and soon. 
Absolutely nothing was done. This year also, under every head, he has provided 
Rs. 1 lakh, 14 lakhs, 2 lakhs—I. cannot understand what he means by this. | will 
give some figures which will be interesting,’ Land Revenue—Rs. 87,000; Excise— 
Rs. 1. lakh; Registration —Rs. 1,15,000;  Forest—Rs. 75,000; Secretariat— 
Rs. 14 lakhs, and so go these figures. Altogether it may be well over half a crore 
of rupees at least, I have not.had the patience to add up accurately. _Is it. budget- 
ing? They made about the same provisions last year, as Isaid: they lapsed. This 
year also, the same thing is found. They were not able to effect anything by way 
of integration of-services or standardisation of pay, or unification of pay. What 
were they doing during the last one year, one is tempted to ask. In the Secretariat 
they now provide for Rs. 14 lakhs for unification of pay. Do they really mean to 
do anything? Do they feel they will be capable of integrating the services and 
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unifying the salaries and soon? I say, Sir, -they are absolutely unable, absolutely 
unfit, to attend to that kind of work. ‘They made many efforts. They had a local 
officer, one officer came from Madras. Now, there is another officer here im 
Trivandrum. They are not yet able to do anything. Why? They ought to 
answer, Now they may not, evidently because they will be out of office in some 
_ more months. Without spending the amount they may leave things in confusion. 


Again, we hear a lot about Cochin Members in the Travancore Press. I am 
not referring to that fact in a spirit of gladness but I refer td that with a deep sense 
of sorrow. If we are not able to agree, what is the meaning of this so-called 
integration of States. We hear threats of Cochin Legislators going away from the 
Legislature. Of course, the newspapers are full of that. The friends who meet 
us,tell us so. What does all that mean? All that means that the Government look 
more to personal interests and corrupt interests than to public interests or the 
real interests of the State. Those are stern facts. They are indeed very sorrowful 
and melancholic. I may say they are very disgraceful facts. 


Then, one hears of a lot of corruption prevelent here. A lot was mentioned by 
Miss Annie Mascarene, Miss Annie Joseph and we heard a good deal about that 
some time ago from Miss Accamma Cherian. Mr. Kunjithommen also dwelt on that 
as also other members of the Congress Party. So we have heard a good deal about 
corruption in the present Government, In fact the dominant characteristic of the 
present administration is corruption. They may say, there is corruption all over 
India, For that matter we are a new country so far as administration is concerned. 
But all that cannot justify corruption. One would find that there is no State any- 
where in India which has sunk so low in pomt of corruption ‘as the State of 
Travancore-Cochin. We hear a good deal talked about Ministers, of course J.am 
sorry to say that, not that I vouch for it. [am not making enquiries about corrupt 
practices, The country is full of it. People’s minds and the papers are full of it. 
At this rate where we will be moving I cannot say, What can we ‘hope for the 
future? They say that our future is bright. Mr. Udayabhanu suggests co-operat on 
. among the people. My question is,"how can they co-operate with a Governmient 
that has this to its credit. It cannot be denied that there is so, much of corruption 
in the country today. 1 ask Government, what are they doing to check corruption. 
Will they be able to put a check to it?, Some time back we heard of enquiries con- 
ducted by Government on certain officers of State. What have they done with them: 
so far? Mention was made a few days ago by Mr. Iyyu on the. manner in which.an 
officer was dealt with. I should. say the Government are not straight with their 
- officers. At one stage the School Final Certificate is considered as the criterion for 
fixing the age of an officer. I know the case of an officer who was retired before 
his 55th year on the strength of his college certificate, I myself happened.to see the 
school certificate of. an officer who was retired before 55. 1 was convinced that 
what..the Government did was wrong in thst particular instance. lf his School 
Final Certificate could be believed what the Government did was very wrong, But 
there are very many cases like that. So there is this dominant thing so far as this 
administration goes. Such attitude on the part of the preserit ad:vinistration really 
stands in the way of progress to the State. | We have to get rid of that attitude. 
Although we are not going to move forward, that need not disparage us. But there 
is no use providing large amounts in the budget, for everything depends on the way 
in which amounts are spent. I ask, do the present Government mean to spend the 
amounts budgeted already. They have no definite policy. In the absence of that 
how can amounts be spent? -For instance, let us take education. Have, 
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they any definite policy? If it is primary education, are the Government 
going to extend the scheme of compulsory primary education throughout the 
State? When the scheme was started years ago, then the idea was to bring 
the whole area of the State under compulsory scheme within ten years’ time, Then 
came the Constitution. There is a directivé contained in it to the effect that the 
scheme should be spread throughout the State within a specified period of time. 
Subsequently, what this Government are doing is this. For the next year 
the Government propose to extend the scheme to Schencottah and Chittur taluks 
and my friend Mr. Sankar was telling this House that both the taluks have 
a population of one and a half jakhs, At this rate how long will it take for the 
Government to spread the primary education scheme throughout? One of the 
foramost duties of any Government in India today and particularly in the State of 
Travancore-Cochin which has advanced so far in point of education as a result of 
the beneficent activities of our predecessors, is to spread the scheme already 
outlined. I ask, are we to go back or to move forward from where we left. Our 
predecessors have given us a good lead in the line of education and are we 
to stop there. I seriously ask, why not our Government extend the scheme to 
half a dozen taluks at least every year so that in about 5 to 10 years’ time, the whole 
country could be brought under the compulsory scheme. (Bell). 


In regard to the secondary education, the present. Government has no 
idea at all. Mr. Govinda Menon has no definite idea of the scheme. He does not 
know what the Government themselves are doing in that scheme of things. 
Even the Finance Minister is in the dark so far as this scheme is concerned. | 
He does not know about the policy to be pursued in that matter.. Some people 
cemplain about it and some praise it. But | find this is all bungling for which this 
Government is answerable and of which they should be ashamed. 


Coming to prohibition. I would make it plain to the House again that when 
the Sales Tax bill was introduced —I was responsible for introducing it—the iden 
behind it was that the sales tax should be utilized. to compensate for the loss due to 
the introduction by prohibition throughout the State, Of course, last year the 
Finance Minister refuted that statement. This year I find the Finance Minister 
has not looked into what the officers of the Finance Department had supplied him 
after a study of the papers on it. It is found that sales tax is introdcced primarily 
to improve the loss consequent upon the introduction of prohibition. I wish the 
Finance Minister would read that sentence. Where are we new as regards 
prohibition > The Government must have a definite policy and they should 
proceed with a scheme or withdraw it. What is the meaning of dealing with a man 
when he has come to Chirayinki! all the way from Quilon in a state of drunkenness. 
As soon as he steps in Chirayinkil territory, he is sent to jail. What law is this ? 
I can understand that arrangement if it be for a temporary period. But this seerns 
to have become a permanent law. How can Government say they are right, 
If they do not want prohibition, ‘they must take courage to withdraw that scheme. - - 
If they want it, they must extend the scheme to the other areas. It is now seen 
that over two crores is got by way of sales tax, and loss on prohibition will be 
somewhere about that. The sales tax is a growing revenue and-it may well be 
about 2 to 3 crores. I say let the Government withdraw the scheme if they are 
not bold enough to proceed with the scheme. They themselves do not know 
what their policy is. ; 


Now let us consider taxation. What is the principle of taxation, I ask. 

The principle of land tax should be the same as of other taxes. A’ man 
. who is able to pay should be made to pay and the poor man should be exempted. 
Tn the case of land tax, the basic tax on land was raised a bit and it was made 
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applicable to higher incomes. That was the policy pursued by the Dewan at that 
time. It is better.to tax really rich people. It appears that Government nowadays 
has gone behind that principle. In Travancore double taxation is to be introduced 
as it were whereas in Cochin, not a pie more than what was previously levied. I 
should say, the principle of taxation has been thrown to the winds. This year the 
Finance Minister has told us that no new taxes have been imposed. What about 
last year > There was enhancement of taxes ; and he was responsible for that. He 
raised a lot of money by additional taxation as, well as by fresh taxes. In fact he 
did not know how to spend that money. Money should be put to use for real 
purposes. One should not raise money and say that he was not able to spend it. 
My friend referred to elections in the coming year. There we are going to defeat the 
Congress. 
Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Really! 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Yes, of course. Congress also is faced with elections 
Probably that is one reason why they have not gone in for fresh taxation. But then 
high taxes were introduced last year and to that extent it is a thing to be condemned. 
I should say there is absolutely nothing in this Budget to improve the condition of 
the really suffering humanity, the working class labourer, the poor ryot. After all, 
large amounts are provided here and there for this and that: we do not know 
how Government propose to spend them and even if that is spent whether it would 
be for proper items. At this rate conditions in the country are not going to 
improve. (Bell.) ; 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Mr. Speaker, I have to begin with the tradi-~ 
titional old manner of congratulating the Hon'ble Minister for the way in which this 
Budget has been received in different parts of the House. As far as 1 could see 
the tone was generally. one of appreciation, I should think this excellent budget 
was the result of not only efficiency but also prayerful working of the piotus 
Mr. John. When the year began he had many apprehensions of how the estimates 
could be at the end of the year. But luckily he has presented a budget of which to 
speak the least he need not be ashamed. Then about the reflections on the Congress 
and the Congress Government, I do not think I am called upon to answer those 
things except generally to say that when different people speak about the potentia~ 
lities of the Congress, that it has fallen short of the high expectations of the people, 
and about what the Congress could have done, psychologically it is a sign that the 
Congress is not dead; that it is quite alive and kicking. Only there is some neglect 
somewhere and nothing else. When people talk of what the Congress did, what 
the Congress has done, conjugating the word ‘do’, what it was expected to do, what it 
will do, and so forth, that shows that the mind of every man is exercising on the 
working of the organisation. \ As I said, what the Congress is doing or what it will 
be doing is not the question. The fact is, that the sub-conscious mind of India 
whatever it be, the small leaders make it appear to be a reality. ~The one dominat~ 
ing fact engaging the sub-conscious mind is about the Congress party. This 
Government or the Congress party of this House does not take credit for the great 
things that Congress had in mind teday. Admittedly it is a party with some defects. 
Tt may be that it could not do many things anticipated by them as well as others. 
There may be defects in the leadership; there may be errors too. But one thing 
is certain; as the great leader of the Congress has said, there is nothing to hide for 
the party. If they have made a mistake they come to the forum and say that such 
and such is a mistake and steps would be taken to rectify it. 


- Sri. R..K, Ram: May I know what the member has to say onthat? 
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Mr. Speaker: The hon’ble Member has not yielded. 


Sri. R. K. Ram: Does the Member really believe in that organisation ? 
Mr. Speaker: The hon’ble Member has not yielded. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: { am prepared to answer the question of that 
hon'ble Member provided I am allowed to, 
Mr. Speaker: The hon’ble Member will go on. 


Speaking on what Congress is, Ido not wish to indulge in any propaganda 
stuff, except to say that Congress is not a hide-bound body. From the speeches 
delivered here, by the angry Kumaries, or the thundering orators from the back 
benches, you can see that there are different shades of opinion within the Congress 
fold. It shows that this political party encourages independent thinking. Only we are 
unanimous in the aims and ideals of the Congress. It is not a totalitarian party; 
even as regards the work of Government, we view from different angles. 
But all of us are unanimous in the aims and ideals of our great party. And we are 
_gtateful to the opposition leaders for pointing out our defects and shortcomings. 


I wish I were old enough to remember the good old days referred to by Mr. 
Achuthan and the leader of the Socilist party—the good old days when Mr. Thanu 
Pillai wove and Mr, Achuthan span? In those days there was scarcity of food- 
grains, there was scarcity of clothing and there were not even so many houses put up 
for the vote-giving poor asnow. I can remember those things, It is a survival of the 
dark days of subjection—this uncontrolled and vituperative attack on the Govern. 
ment. But it comes from venerable old men. And we have to respect old age. 
So if Mr. Thanu Pillai and Mr: Nataraja Pillai transgress the line and begin to 
attack the Government, we may be indulgent and put it down to the infirmities of 
old age, because getting old, we cannot adjust ourselves to new conditions, Now 
public men and representatives are not expected to come here and merely shower 
attacks on Government. The condition at present is that every man should put his 
shoulder to the wheel. If there is ‘a mistake he should point it out and try as far as 
possible'to bring good to the country. Inthe old days when we were ruled by the ~ 
Whites, all that we had to do was to hurl epithets on the Government. So some- 
thing like an apostolic succession of policies and ideas came through, That is why 

- very many hon’ble Members content themselves with merely hurling epithets here. 

’ They think that their virtues are beyond doubt. But it only shows that there has 
not been time for political education to spread not only among the common people 
but among the members of this House. 

Mr. Speaker: Now the budget,....... (Laughter) 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: In no modern legislature~although it is 
jronical—do we talk on the budget without commenting on the administration. The 
old ‘watch-and-ward" model is getting archaic. I have to give some hints regarding 
the food situation. Now we find that there is scarcity of rice. All over India, 

" especially in this season, in every Legislature, Central and Provincial—there is the 
- game complaint about the lack of food. But which is that wizard in India teday that 
could bring rains overnight? Therefore the only possible way to make our country 
self-sufficient, is ‘to start propaganda for using reduced quantities of cereals, by 
supplementing rice with other foodstuffs available in the country. We must start 
propaganda, the members of the legislature, the party leaders, and the men who 
guide public opinion in this country, should al) start that work. For that I think 
the Congress Government will spare no pains, so that by revising our food habits, 
we can make our country self-sufficient. in the matter of cereals. I would also 
suggest it a a patriotic hint to Mr. Thanu Pillai and members of his party that they 
should go round and do propaganda in the line so.that people may appreciate 
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their work and perhaps give them better results at the next elections, Asa member 
of the Congress party, I have always been anxious that somebody with real efficiency 
and capacity formsa strong opposition. For opposition, Sir, is the very lifeblood of 
a parliamentary Government. Therefore, I, for one, would really wish that greater - 
numbers—I hope my party will not be offended—~will accept the leadership of 
Mr. Thanu Pillai. I may also give a hint to him by saying that people like him 
should go to the country and plan some constructive work and do something creative, 
instead of coming here and saying that things are all wrong, because such talks will 
not take us anywhere. 
There is another thing to which I wish to draw the attention of the Govern- 
_ ment. That is regarding the services. There is no denying the fact that there is 
great discontent—rightly or wrongly—~among the services. By integrating, or at- 
- tempting to integrate, or hoping. to mtegrate the personnel in Cochin and Travan- 
core, this discontent is becoming keener, I would suggest that it would be a good 
thing if an impartial man—very hard to get in these days, I realise—be got from 
outside, : . : 

That drags me on to an unpleasant thing to which I cannot but attract the 
attention of Government. [ feel that all staa not well in sending away high officers 
of the Government en masse lastyear. Many high officers of undoubted integrity 
and ability were turned out one fine morning saying that there was some mistake 
in some public record or horoscope about their date of birth. It was very hard to 
have taken that step. I do not want to make any reflections, but the Ministers were 
probably young to their job. I remember the days when | was a young lawyer and 
I was dubbed ‘little’ and led by my more elder and powerful colleagues at the bar. 
In the same way, the Ministers must have been overmuch influenced by the secre- 
tarial decisions in this matter. Anyway for a Congress Government it is never too 
late to mend the mistake and do the right thing. The proper thing for the Govern- 
ment isto say ‘“‘We have done a mistake, but we are making things right”. 1 

* was told that an officer of undoubted character and ability was sent away arid I was 
also told--I am speaking subject to correction—that when he was allowed to be 
reinstated, he was not willing to accept. Similarly Secretaries to Government, 
High Court Judges and other high officers were sent out. I wish that each one 
of those cases is considered on its merits and where the Government are impressed 
that wrong has been done, that officer is remsated in office. That would he a

Mr. Speaker: -No question, unless the Member yields. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Everybody knows who are the people who 
are inconvenienced when the ‘police force is increased -or strengthened. When 
hon’ble Members of the House get up and complain that for internal security, 
police forces need not be ‘strengthened, it becomes very obvious that lawless- 
ness is no longer considered as a thing not to be encouraged. On. the other- 
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hand, there are political groups in the country who believe that it is very com- 
mendable and patriotic thing to be lawless. Socalists, or Congressmen, 
our objectives are common, however much we may differ in the way in which those 
ideals have to be achieved. There is almost unanimity of ideals between Mr. Nehru 
and Mr. Narain. When they meet there is unanimity in the ideals, It is only 
when the followers come, that trouble begins.—when the followers of Narain 
coalesce with the followers of the Kremlin have we the communists, those who are 
declared to a set of people not desirable to be kept company with. ‘The only people 
who complain are such people or their first cousins, the socialists of some brand or 
other—I] do not remember names—they change their names as often as they change 
their leadership. Therefore it is the duty of all those who believe in law and order, 
whatever their differences with the Government—to co-operate with the State in 
putting down lawlessness, so that we may have free elections before next December. 
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“‘At a time when inflationary conditions exist it must be the aim of Govern- 
ment to adjust the money supply to the available supply of goods and services by 
drawing off as mych as possible of the purchasing power in the hands of the 
community, either by taxation or by borrowing, the exact proportion between the 
two being determined with reference to the prevailing circumstances. In other 
words, Government ought to aim at a surplus budget, taking the. revenue and 
capital budget together.

effect of a budgetary deficit on the economic life of the country is precisely the 
same, whether it is a deficit on revenue account or a deficit on capital account. 
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Such a deficit, other things remaining equal, increases the available money supply 
in the hands of the community and at a time of inflation adds to the inflationary 
spiral.

(To discuss the inefficient assessment and collection),

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[Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai :] . 
Sir, by the accounts and the budget, it is clear that during the last year the 
amount realised by income-tax did not come up to the anticipation and the fall was 
to an extent of Rs. 35 lakhs. This year also the anticipation is not for a higher. 
amount, but only for Rs. 70 lakhs. Income-tax is realized from the net income 
and when you consider the passage in the statement of the Finance Minister: 
“This State was earning about Rs, 30 to 40 crores worth of dollar and sterling 
annually by the export of valuable commercial crops like tea, rubber, cardamom, 
cashew, and products like coir and coir mattings, and minerals.’ The receipts of 
this year and the anticipation for next year under this. head are very low indeed, 
Sir, the value of primary commercial crops. of this State has been computed 
authoritatively by the Finance Minister to be somewhere near Rs. 30 to 40 crores 
worth of dollars. That is the definite statement made in his speech. ‘So, that 
value may be the selling price at port of export—I go even to that extent. Itis 
the value put upon the articles produced in Travancore and exported outside India 
and the value is computed on the selling price.at the Indian Port. Even if that 
be-so, Sir, this price must bear a practical relation to the production price here. 
These articles, when produced in the State, must have a value, and that value 
must now be so high and it must bear some relation to the income-tax that is 
realized in this country. As you know, the Income: tax Act is after all an index of 
the prosperity of the nation and according to the Finance Minister we are earning 
30 to 40 crores of dollars now every year. The one peculiarity about income-tax 
assessment is that it is on ret income and on incomés above Rs. 3,000. 
Income-tax. ig in proportion to the income of an individual. So it is the most 
legitimate progressive tax that can be levied. Such incomes reflect the agricultural 
and industrial prosperity of a State. When we say that our country is so rich as to 
export 30 to 40 crores dollars worth of agricultural produce, to a certain extent shat . 
* must reflect in the tax collection as well. I must say thatif proper steps were taken the 
receipts would not have been so poor, and if it will be taken in future agricultural 
income tax will pay-a very good revenue in future. At the present time when our 
commercial crops are fetching abnormal prices,—I mean prices are very high for 
commodities like ginger, pepper, cardamom—we should be earning a higher income 
by way of agricultural income-tax. The prevailing prices for cocoanut and coir yarn 
are also high. .The income from cocoanut gardens when computed and even after 
’. reasonable deductions are made for maintenance and all that will yet be so large as to 
yield-a good amount by way of Income-tax. There has not been that diligence in this 
department to see that assessment is done to the maximum extent possible, without of 
course giving any hardship to any individual. Officers in charge of assessment in 
each taluk should discharge their duties properly. They are not doing it. There is 
wide talk in the country that they are not discharging their functions corectly and 
are not above suspicion. They are not.even utilising all the available sources of 
overnment information to arrive at, proper assessment would even go to the 
extent of saying that in the peculiar conditions of the country, income from paddy 
cultivation may be exempted if necessary. But leaving that apart, I léarn that 
Assistant Income Tax Officers do not get returns from the Purchasing Officers in 
respect of this. In no taluk has assessment been made on such information‘till now. 
That goes to.show that assessments are faulty. THat is due to want of care and proper 
administration of the department. I do not think it is necessary. now to justify the 
imposition of income-tax. - We have passed that stage. Nobody is going to contro- 
vert the position that income-tax is the most just and the best tax. Especially in the 
present economic condition when inflation is high, itis necessary, inthe interests of 
the people, Government should take steps to control inflation and enforce income~ 
tax as far as possible on all primary produces, so that surplus money may be 
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controlled to a certain extent. After all, from the Administration reports supplied to 
us, the number of people who were assessed in 1124 is nearly twenty thousand. It 
is not a large number. Incidence of this tax does not fall on the general public but 
is confined only to a particular section. I would rather say it ie confined 
to twenty thousad rich individuals or institutions. I was surprised to hear 
the Finance Minister saying’ during his reply on the Budget speech that the 
agricultural income tax is a dangerous weapon that could be used against certain 
persons or communities and so on. He also said that it could be used as a dangerous 
weapon against a community.’ . How is that possible I want to know. Community 

_in our country means a religious community; is it possible to subject a religious 
community. . 


Sri, A J. John: I never said 30. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I accept that. Evenif he did not say so, I 
think mcome-tax is not a dangerous weapon at all, It will be dangerous like 
any other weapon in the armoury of Government, laws like the Penal law. 
When the provisons of a law are misused-the effect will be dangerous. That being 
so, income-tax law cannot be a dangerous weapon at all, Misuse of law will be 
dangerous, this is something like that. For the preservation of peace and protection 
of people who have the Police Act and ifthe” provisions are misused, it becomes 
dangerous to the peace and people. In the same way, the application of jncome-tax 
law is very necesSary when it is used properly for finance of the State. It is only 
‘by the method of use.a law can become a dangerous weapon. In spite of the state- 
ment of the Finance Minister that he never meant religious community, it is 
wrong to characterise Income-tax law as dangerous weapon; itis a wrong method of 
approach, I think the Income-tax Act is a very necessary Act which ought to be 
made the best use of and should not at all be misused. I want to impress on the 
House that if this Act is properly used it will bring a decent retirn to the treasury 
in the present condition of inflation, when high prices are ruling for our primary 
products. I go a step further. The estimated income of 70 lakhs is very low. 
It must necessarily be very much more. Evidently there are leakages in the levy of 
income-tax for which the officers of Government are responsible. A lot of income 
of the State is lost on.that account. After all, this income-tax incidence in 
Travancore bears only on 20 thousand people or so out of a population of 8 million. 
This 20 thousand may go up to 30 or 40 thousand people. In other words people 
who get more'than Rs. 3,000 a year as incomeis very much more than now assessed. 
It is only equity such people should also be taxed. It is only in proportion fo the 
income earned by them, taxation is effected. There is no injustice at all. That is 
the policy of taxation and that is the modern method. People who are rich are to be 
taxed. They can bear it. Taking all things into consideration I should think that 
the department has grossly failed in their assessment work and thereby collection of 
income has dwindled. It appears the department propose to perpetuate this system 
for the coming year as well, That will tell upon the receipt of the department. 
Sufficient attention has to be bestowed on the working of this department from now 
on and stop all possible leakages in revenue,

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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the speeches made by the hon. Members 
who have spoken on these cut motions, particularly the speeches of members of the 
Congress party, to me it seems call for some clarification. We are at the question 
of Agricultural Income Tax. Certainly, facts are clear that the Income Tax levy 

‘ during the current year has fallen far short of the estimate. The reasons given for 
that are conflicting. The Finance Minister yesterday made an observation which 
goes to show that there is some tenderness on his part for those that are liable to 
pay the Agricultural Income Tax, which tenderness we do not find even in respect 
of, the tax-payers who are really very poor and not capable of paying. their taxes. 

¢ heard from the members of the Congress party that the party is distinctly half- 
hearted in respect of the imposition and levy of these taxes. The observations of 
the Finance Minister have to: be taken into consideration along with the observations 
that have been made by the members of the Congress party, particularly the 
speeches of both the Vargheses. Sir, I fail to see why the Finance Minister should 
be so very tender towards the people who have to pay the Agricultural Income Tax 
more than in respect of any other assessee. The position has to be made very 
clear. We must accept certain principles of taxation. The foremost of them must 
be this. The taxes should be levied in accordance with the capacity of the person 
paying the tax. ‘That was the reason why the land tax was abolished, and in its 
place the basic tax at a low rate. was introduced. The Agricultural Income ‘T'ax was 
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imposed on people who have a much larger income. This was done a few years 
ago. The party in power seems to be very anxious about the matter. Now the 
basic tax was almost doubled. We do not find any compunction on the part of the 
Finance Minister. Though the Agricultural Income Tax is assessed on high in- 
comes we find this reluctance to levy it. Of course, explanations may be forthcom- 
ing. But no explanation given so far ceems satisfactory. The Minister may say 
there was some difficulty in respect of the law. There is the Finance Secretary's 
statement that the officers were not appointed in time. Even about officers who 
have been appointed, there are complaints. As far as possible, the poorer man 
should be taxed less, We must follow the basic principle. That was why we 
have all along been complaining that there must be the equitable distribution of 
holdings. If lands are equitably distributed we may not get any income-tax. Then 
we will have other sources of income. Nobody need worry about it. As things 
stand at present, the ruling party is against the levy of Agricultural Income Tax 
though it comes to a large amount. Anyway, this tax is to be levied as exhaustively 
as possible. I was really surprised at the statement of the Finance Minister. Every 
alw is being strictly enforced. Why is it that in this case alone there should be a 
deviation from the rule? 


Some members of the Congress party accuse us of not having a definite pro- 
gramme. | ask them what-basis they have for their taxation programme. The ‘plea 
that we should go back on what we have done and convert this into a tax on land 
seems to have been put forward by ‘more than one member of the Congress party. 
I do not understand what they mean by that. Do they want to go back upok what 
has been done? The Finance Minister may say that it is not their idea. But the 
speeches of members of his party are to that effect. Their opinion will certainly 
colour all that the Congress party will do.and is capable of doing. And evidently 
this opinion of the influential members of the Congress party was reflected yester- 
day in the observation of the Finance Minister. This House has to protest against 
that attitude..We must see that the poor are not taxed and that the rich are taxed to 
the full. We find as a result of this that the cultivator who works hard and produces 
the income will be liable to pay more than the indolent land owner. My opinion is 
that the indolent land owner should have no place in the State. Every bit of land 
should be cultivated. Particularly in view of our shortage of food and over-popu- 
lation, no bit of land should be allowed to lie fallow. That should be our aim, 
Let us eliminate the indolent man.. Let us see to it that every man or woman in 
the Travancore-Cochin State contributes his or her share to the cultivation of land, 
If land is not cultivated, it should be taken over by the State. We should not 
allow hundreds of acres to be owned by the people and allow that to lie unculti- 
vated. With these observations, I support the motion moved by Sri. Nataraja 
Pillai. =~ : ;

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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | move,— 
To reduce the allotment of Rs. 5,16,900 for District Officers by Re. !. 

This motion is intended to discuss the system of recruiting the officers. Sir, 
a complaint was made by a member of the Government party that the system of 
recruitment in this department is working hardship and there are widespread com- 
plaints about that, The Budget provides for Assistant Commissioners of Income-tax 
and Municipal Sales-tax Officers also. The grades are Rs. 275-325, Rs. 225-275 
and Rs, Rs. 175-225. It can legitimately be expected that whoever comes into the 
lowest grade can naturally get promotion to the highest grade by seniority. But 
the system of promotion adopted is by asking the Public Service Commission to 
recruit officers with different qualifications at different times for the various grades. 
I will explain. When the first recruitment was made, they fixed the qualification 
as graduates in arts and graduates in commerce. 


Later on, they advertised for the posts saying that law qualification is a necessity 
for recruitment to the place of Assistant Commissioner of Agricultural Income Tax. 
Naturally Sir, the people who got into the department as Municipal Sales Tax 
Officers, were graduates or graduates in Commerce. Now. their promotion to the 
higher grades is blocked by the change of qualification introduced by the depart- 
ment at their descretion. This will cause discontentment and demoralisation in the 
department and ths Services as a whole. ‘This want of principle on the part of the 
Government in enforcing their orders and particularly acting up to it, has caused 
discontentment in the Public Service. It will be admitted by the Government 
Benches as well, that a man who throws in his lot with a particular department 
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must take his chance in the department and he should not be allowed to change the 

department at his own descretion by the Government varying the qualifications 
fixed for the posts. Otherwise, he will get opportunities to avail himself of short 
cuts and there will be short-circuiting through backstairs. Particular individuals 
reach the highest posts without putting in adequate period of service. I will just 
illustrate, Sir, even, for that matter, if 1 am correctly informed, the Deputy 
Commissioner himself is a graduate and is. not a graduate in law and with com- 
paritively short period of service. Where is the necessity to fix law qualification 
for Assistant Commissioners in this Department at this particular juncture? There 
are Officers who are non law-graduates in the department. Evidently, - this is-done. 
with an eye to put in people whe are not im the department. That kind of varying 
the principle of recuitment to suit the convenience of persons interested at a parti- 
cular moment, not of Government as a whole, but of particular sections, or parti- 
cular individuals, is definitely bad. In this department, junior officers who have 
put in lesser period of service than their colleagues in the Excise department have 
come to the top of the service but they would not have had this rise if they had 
continued in the Excise department. Certainly, when new recruitment is made for 
a new department, certain officers may get a higher place but that should stop with 
the first stage. Later on, the departmental officers must get their chance to work 
up. | want to bring this to the notice of the House and I do so, 


Sir, I move the next motion also. “To omit the allotment of Rs. 35,000 for 
lump sum provision, for unification “of scales of pay”. 

Sir, this is a fundamental mistake in a Budget. In the last year’s Budget there 
was an item in most of the Departments. ‘“‘Lump sum provision for the unification 
of scales and the integration of services. That was the wording in the 1950 Budget. 
When we come to 1951, that wording is changed and we find that a lump sum 
provision is made for unification of scales and the word “integration” is omitted. 
This House and the public cannot forget that integration of the two services which was 
thought of as one of the primary or the first duty of the new State by the Committee 
which went into that question has not yet been finished. Though the Government 
issued a G, Q. or proceedings on that matter, nothing has yet been done, Even 
now, this year, they are providing a lump sum provision in the name of “Unification 
of scales of pay”. Certainly, by the integration of services, additional expenditure 
may or may not arise. My ground is that this Government is net in a position 
even now to settle the question of integration or define the principle under which 
integration should be done. When this is so, there is no meaning in making this 
provision, and asking the House to sanction it. The procedure should be that the 
Government must evolve a definite plan and there should be details before them and 
then by means of a supplementary grant they must get the amount sanctioned. They 
must give the House full details of the scheme. And then they can say ‘these are the 
details we have worked out; we want so much money to carry out the scheme’. That 
ought to be the method which they should have adopted. But ‘instead of that, 
they have provided a lump sunt provision and they are asking this House to commist 
themselves to a scheme of which neither the Government benches nor the Members 
of this House know anything. Is there any necessity for-such a commitment? Is 
there any necessity to tie down our hands and give Government a. free charter or 
free power? That will not: fit in with the legislative control which this House has 
over the expenditure of Government. Therefore, unless specific details are 
furnished, I request the House not to sanction any lump sum provision for the 
unification of scales of pay. In the Budget, we. get details of the items of expendi- 
ture. And it will be presumed that the House has gone into those details when it 
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sanctions any amount. Without giving details, and that too in a matter like the 
Public Service, where is the necessity to provide for alump sum? Therefore, 
I say that this House ought not to sanction this amount and it must be voted down. 
I may even go to the extent of saying that the Treasury Benches will agree with me . 
that they do not want this sum to be sanctioned at present because they themselves 
have no scheme before them, nor do they know what the cost of the new scheme 


will be. ; 

Then, if you go inéo the Budget, you will find surprismg differences in the 
figures provided under this head for the different departments. For example, under 
Land Revenue, they have provided: a lakh and fifty thousand. Last year it was a 
lakh of rupees. In the Excise department for 1950 they wanted a lakh and fifty 
thousand rupees under unification of scales: Now, they come forward with a lakh 
of rupees. ‘Therefore, it is plain from the figures which the Government have 
placed before us that they have no definite idea as to the extent of the cost that they 
will have to bear on account of the integration and unification of scales. Let them 
put the whole scheme before us and get the amount sanctioned as a supplementary 
grant. Before that, any sanction will be illegitimate, and’ ] may even say illegal, 
and this House should not sanction it. With these words | meve the motion, 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker: Now I put the cut motions to the vote.

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pllai: I second it, 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move:

Sir, the Kandukrishi lands which are crown lands have now come under 
_Government control. These lands are taxed under the old system and even now 
the tax or rent is being collected in kind from these lands and as far as these 
cultivators of the land are concerned, they are put to great hardship, under the 
existing circumstances. Since the crown lands have now been legally transferred 
to Government management, and since Government have full rights to deal with 
those lands as they like, I would suggest that the Government should enforce basic 
tax on those lands immediately. Some kind of settlement must be made with the 
holders of such land and they should not be subject to excessive taxation. 

The same is the case, Sir, with the Sripandaravaga lands too. The Sripandara- 
vaga Jands come under another category. They, to a certain extent, can be taken 
as temple lands and the temple itself is holding that land as trustee. Under the 
prevailing circumstances, the temple is the trustee holding those lands and it has 
a right to realize a particular rate of rent from these Sripandaravaga lands. 
Whatever may be the conditions or evolution of tenure or their rights, the effect is 
there. The cultivator is put to the greatest diffeulty possible. The Sripandaravaga 
lands, especially in South Travancore and in certain parts of Southern Division 
are so excessively taxed that the cultivators find it difficult to cultivate them. 
The tax realised js so oppressive. When there is an oppressive taxation of that 
kind, the Government in their residuary’ powers’ will have to tackle it and 
give redress. They cannot shirk that responsibility. At any rate, that isa matter 
that will have to be looked into, and the Government will have to look into it 
sympathetically and settle the matter as early as possible. If not, discontent and 
misery are bound to grow more and more and affect the interests of the country to 
a very large extent, The purpose, therefore, of this motion is to plead that the 
tenures of all lands in Travancore should be made the same. The basic tax system 
must be enforced. Crown land has come to the Government and there is no 
difficulty in solving it. As far as Sripandaravaga land is concerned, some scheme 
must be evolved by Government. It is not beyond. human ingenuity to find out 
an equitable scheme for it. Find out a scheme by which the holders will be charged 
only the basic tax. With this proposition, Sir, | place my amendment before the 
House. The basic tax should be enforced on Sripandaravaka land also. For. that 
some scheme’ must be evolved. That must be done as early as possible by 
Government themselves. -As far as the Kandukrishi land js concerned, basic tax 
should be enforced immediately. : 


. Sri. K, Sivararyna Piliai: I wish to second this motion. My friend has 
under. this motion, covered the two tenures—kandukrishi and Sripandaravaga lands, 
which are exempted under thé Basic Tax Act. As for the Sripandaravaga lands which 
are classified as such in the settlement, my friend has said that it must be brought 


under the basic-tax and some compensation must be paid. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 never used the word ‘compensation’. 
Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Some other adjustment must be made, he said. 
But this Government has committed a mistake in classifying lands. According to 
the settlement, only in the Trivandrum District some 20 thousand and odd acres are 
classified under Sripandaravaga lands, But tax is being realized from 36,000 acres, 
That is over and above the 27,000 acres which are Sripandaravaga lands, from 9,000 
acres which are sircar lands or pandaravaga lands, this “thorathukaram’ or ‘manian- 
karam’ is realized. These 9,000 acres come under the purview of basic tax, and 
basic tax also is realised from that. It is only to bring home to the Government 
that they must enquire into the question since under the basic tax Act, from the 
pandaravaga lands only basic tax should be realized and no other tax excepting water 
cess alone could be realized, that [ second this motion.

I have only to say this much, Sir. It has been announced that according to 
the suggestion of my friend, Mr. Udayabhanu, the Government are thinking of 
importing somebody from outside, to settle the question of integration of services. 

_ Ido not think there is any paucity of honest and efficient men in this country. Our 
service, with all its defects, is comparable to any service outside, and | am proud to 
say that even the Imperial service is, I do not think, far superior. Our experience 
of the so-called Union Service men has also not been very happy. So, in the cir- 
cumstances, I do not agree—however much I like. Mr. Udayabhanu myself—with the 
suggestion. made by him to ithe effect that somebody from outside should be im- 
ported to integrate the services. It is only a question of honesty towards the task, 
and if the Government are able to devote their attention and depute somebody who 
is recognized to be one of the ablest and honest men of our country, that would 
solve the problem. ’ 

Apart from that, Sir, I am tempted to raise another point. Our Public Service 
Commission is functioning under the Indian Constitution. _ Have the Government 
lost their confidence jn it, or are they nervous of placing reliance. on that body—a 
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statutory body recognized by the Constitution? Where is the defficulty in asking 
them to do this job? What is the defect about this?) Why should the Government 
show nervousness about the Public Service Commission being asked todo it? Have 
they anything in their mind agamst it? If that is so, an immediate change is absolu- 
tely necessary, because the Public Service Commission is constituted under the terms 
of the Indian Constitution itself which gives wide powers to it. The Commission is 
an independent body which cannot be removed except by the order of the President. 
Such a high statutory body, vested with so much of rights and privileges, should be 
able to do it. ‘They should be able to do so. The Commission is bound to apply all 
reasonable canons of law on the matter of service integration: In the conduct of that 
operation if any defect is found, it will be time to find out what is defective in the rules 
or personnel. I am not now gomg to enter into that question. It is no doubt a 
statutory expert body. Therefore I would request the House to seriously consider 
this aspect of the matter. I do not purpose to make any comment on the Public

I want to bring to the notice of the House two matters involved in this cut 
motion. I want to discuss the general policy with particular reference to the -land 
acquisition proceedings. I asked a question this morning in respect of the policy 
to be adopted in the acqitisition of lands. It was replied by the Minister that 
“necessary lands are acquired and handed over to the Co-operative Department for 
purposes of construction of houses and so forth. Sir, I asked the Minister to 
enlighten me further on this matter whether in such cases Government lands 
wherever available have bzen utilised. He said that he was not definite about it. 
There are many cases in which it is’ now known to be otherwise. Even in cases 
where Government lands are available, Government as a rule take up properties 
belonging to private individuals, acquire them and hand them over te Co-operative 
Societies for putting up houses. I would say that this is a policy which ought not 
to be followed. In this connection [ want to place a particular case which has now 
arisen before the High Court of Madras in respect of acquisition of land in’ 
Dindugal Municipality. For the purpose of constructing houses to the poor people 
private lands were acquired from that Municipality and handed over to the Co-~ 
operative Society for the purpose. The question that has arisen before the High 
Court is whether such acquisition will come under the purview of the provisions of 
‘ the Land Acquisition Act. Land which is requisitioned for purposes said to be 
public and which is as a matter of fact used for putting up houses for private 
individuals—whether that would come within the purview of the Land Acquisition 
Act is a moot question, The question now is whether that could be characterised 
asa ‘public purpose’. That is a doubtful point. If it were Government land it is 
adifferent matter. The land belongs toa private individual and a Government 
acquires it as if itis for public purposes under the terms of the Act. That is 
somewhat extraordinary, and ought to be discouraged. This practice must be given 
up. Especially the case is hard where the lands belonging to a private party and 
where considerable improvements have been. effected by him are acquired for a song 
by the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act by Government. Such ought not to 
be the policy of this Government. Another matter is as regards the acquisition of 
properties under the Land Acquisition Act for the use of a single individual, This 
is to Say the least illegal. 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker: That cannot be allowed at this stage. 

Sri. D. Guanasigamoni: That is why I said I want permission to move 
both the motions together. You were pleased to allow that. That has been the 
practice as well in this House. : 

Mr. Deputy Speaker: J am sorry I cannot allow that. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The usual practice in this House has been so far 
to move the cut motions by members who have given them. Each member may 
have his own points to advert to. But all his comments will be on a particular cut 
motion. In the same way my point is to discuss about the land acquisition policy of 
Government in relation to the acquisition in favour of a private individual, That is 
why I started by saying I want to move both the motions together. But if it is not 
now permissible, I do not propose to proceed, .
